GENERAL STATE OF THE PRISONS OF IRELAND,

In our last year’s Report we gave a detailed account of the general improvement 
made in the Prisons of Ireland from the commencement of our appointment in 
1821 ; and we stated our views as to the expediency and importance of the 
Separate System, legalised in Ireland by an Act passed in the Session of 1840, 
viz. : “ Giving permission to the Board of Superintendence of any County, if 
sanctioned by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to separate the Prisoners 
from each other in single Cells, day and night, provided the Cells were s uffi ciently 
large and ventilated, and that ample provision was made for constant inspection, 
moral instruction, and employment.” 

W e have no reason to change the opinions we gave on this subject in last year’s 
Report ; and we are unable as yet to report upon any practical result in Ireland 
on the Separate System, as the experiment has not been effectually tried. The 
Boards of Superintendence of Limerick and Tipperary Counties have fitted up 
some Cells for the purpose, and the Rules and Regulations for conducting it are 
now before His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and Privy Council, for approval. 
In Belfast, an extensive House of Correction has been presented for, and is in 
progress, the Plan of which is entirely on the Separate System, and made on the 
Model of that already erected in London ; but this Prison cannot be in operation 
for two years. The other County Prisons in Ireland are not in any degree fitted 
up for the purposes of Separation; and the Grand Juries are unwilling to go to 
the expense of enlarging the Cells till experience shall recommend it to their 
attention, and we do not feel ourselves justified in urging them to do so at pre- 
sent, especially as almost all the Counties have so liberally added to their Prison 
accommodation within a few years, and as the erection of the Poor Houses has 
so lately added to the County taxation. 

In the City of Dublin the Female Prison in Grangegorman Lane, and the 
Male House of Correction on the South Circular Road, have partially, tried 
the separation of Prisoners ; but we cannot venture to recommend it on this 
ground, as from the want of sufficiently ventilated Cells and other fittings 
required by the Act, the Prisoners are occasionally together at school and for ex- 
ercise, and at chapel, exclusive of which, the want of employment applicable to 
confinement in a large Cell, places great difficulty in our way in Ireland, whereas 
in Glasgow the Prisoners are chiefly weavers, and the materials they manufacture 
are readily sold, which in this Country have generally proved a loss. We do 
not, however, despair of discovering some useful and profitable work, and the 
chief difficulty will arise from the want of funds, to introduce the manu- 
facture at first. 

The Matron of the Female Prison in Dublin speaks highly of the partial trial 
of Separation already made there, and we doubt not but the principle is a sound 
one, and will end in the reformation of many individuals. 

The progress of Prison Discipline, including as it does the moral and religious 
improvement of individuals, has in all countries been a science of slow growth. 
Almost insurmountable difficulties arise from the opposition of some, and the 
want of general support in the attempt. Exclusive of which, the deficiency of

Newgate is, as we have so often 
reported, utterly unfit for any sound system of Discipline in its present state, 
cnieny from want of accommodation in every department ; in our Report, how- 
ever, on this Prison, we have suggested the occupation of the late Sheriff’s Prison 
tor untried Females, and such alterations in Newgate as would give tolerable 
accommodation to the untried Males ; we have reason to believe from the zeal of

and the County Grand Jury have evinced their readiness to take the earliest 
opportunity of improving the Gaol, by their having already presented £1 300 tn 
erect a general Kitchen and add 30 Cejls to the Female classes, and in a short 
time we hope to see Kilmainham Gaol keeping pace with improvements elsewhere 
Wherever we have been able to induce Grand J uries to appoint a Master of 
works, under the 100th Sec. of the Prison Act, as at Clonmel, Waterford and 
Roscommon, &c., it has succeeded as far as the small funds for a capital admitted 
and wherever the Governor of the Gaol proved zealous and intelligent on tie 
subject of employing Prisoners, he has succeeded to this office, as at Clonmel 
and Waterford, without considering the additional duty as any hardship, feel™ 
his interest to be identified with its prosperity ; and we are still of opinion that 
if each Prison became a manufactory for goods to be sold in a distant market 
it would not only produce a great moral effect on the inmates, by rescuing them 
from degradation and ignorance, but repay the County eventually for the diet 
(at least) of the Prisoners, from the profits. This plan has succeeded in Ghent 
“ Glas gow, and is now commencing at the new Prison in Perth, and thonel 
difficulties arise in certain localities, yet if decidedly entered upon, and enforced 
by any Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence, we are satisfied of its final 
success. Progress has been made almost in every Gaol in Ireland, with a view 
to employment, by the Board of Superintendence and High Sheriffs appointim 
at our suggestion some Tradesmen as Turnkeys, for the purposes of instruction' 
but the great object we have in view is in its infancy, and we can only expect a 
gradual progress. '

Sheriffs having advertised for Governors, and sought for the best talents to be 
found, are only exceptions ; and we have experienced some sad instances of the 
reverse, where persons totally inexperienced in duty or discipline have been 
appointed as Governors and Turnkeys, and consequently have not sustained the 
order that had with much pains been established. 

The Salaries of these Officers are also dependent on the will of the Grand Juries 
and Cess-payers, and several attempts have been made to reduce or raise them 
annually at the pleasure of these authorities, which, to say the least, places the 
Officers in the unhappy situation of trying to make interest with them for either 
purpose ; consequently the Salaries in the different Counties bear no proportion 
to the extent of the duty, and they have no permanent security for office or 
income ; we trust this will be altered by an Act of the Legislature, and the 
Salaries made permanent, calculated on the population of the County, taking into 
consideration the extent and importance of work to be performed in each County 
Gaol. 

We cannot conclude this Report on the general progress of Prison Discipline, 
and the means we would recommend for further improvements, without express- 
ing our thanks to the Grand Juries and Boards of Superintendence for the 
support generally given to us and our suggestions on all occasions. 

The Town Gaols of Cork, Drogheda, Galway, Kilkenny, Limerick, and Waterford, 
have not as yet been incorporated with the County Gaols as allowed by the Irish 
Corporation Act ; some legal difficulty we believe has arisen in abolishing these 
Gaols, and with the exception of Waterford and Kilkenny, we have no reason to 
urge the measure on the local authorities, as the remaining four Town Gaols have 
sufficient accommodation for ordinary purposes, and it rests with the Grand 
Juries to consider it as a matter of economy ; but the sooner Kilkenny and 
Waterford City Gaols are abandoned the better, as the accommodation is in both 
too confined for the purposes of Discipline and moral government. 

In almost every Gaol in Ireland Prison Rules are printed and in force, signed 
by a J udge of the Court of Queen’s Bench, as the Act directs ; and where these 
do not exist, it arises from the impossibility of complying with a sound code of 
regulations from the want of accommodation : as the Separate System gains 
ground, new Rules will be required, and we propose preparing them accordingly. 

A cheap, wholesome, and sufficient Dietary has been adopted in every Prison 
for many years under the Prison Act, which (according to local County prices) 
amounts to from 2d. to 4 d. per head per day. The few exceptions to this im- 
portant improvement in Prison Expenditure arises from the want of a general 
Kitchen to dress the food, and Bread and Milk diet has been substituted, which 
costs from 5 d. to Gd. per head. We have urged upon the Grand Juries of these 
Counties the advantages and economy of erecting a Kitchen, and this work is in 
progress at Kilmainham Gaol, and will, we believe, be now adopted in the few 
other Prisons that have hitherto neglected it. 

Having now concluded our Report on the general progress of Prison Discipline 
within the last year, with our suggestions and observations for future improve- 
ments, it is gratifying to us to be able to state, that by the general attention of 
the Boards of Superintendence to carry our suggestions into effect, and their own 
zealous exertions, gradual improvement is going on in the Discipline and moral 
condition of the inmates of most of our Prisons. 

We beg to refer for further information to our detailed Report on each Prison 
separately, and to the Appendix attached to this Report, for many details of 
expenditure, employment, and accommodation, with lists of Prisons and Lunatic 
Asylums ; and also to Appendix No. 2, for the Criminal Returns of Ireland for 
the year 1842, drawn up with much care and attention, from returns furnished 
by our office to the Officer appointed by Government to calculate and arrange 
them. 



BRIDEWELLS. 

There are 98 Prisons of this class in Ireland, chiefly situated in Quarter Ses- 
sions’ Towns. They are all temporary small places of confinement, where Prison- 
ers are not allowed by the Gaol Act, 7 Geo. IV., Cap. 74, to be confined, except 
for a few days during their trial, or for further examination, but on final com- 
mittal are to be forwarded to the County Gaol as soon as practicable ; the only 

P “ 0n t0 S e , s ° are two DisMct Bridewells, under the 92nd clause of tk 
Bridewells. above Act, Viz., at Baltmglass m the County of Wicklow, and at Parsonstown • 
tlie King's County, both of which are permitted to detain the Prisoners tried t 
Quarter bessions during their Sentences ; however, we have not been able ® 
time to report these District Bridewells as effectual for carrying out the ab\tJ 
at the Legislature, viz., executing the sentence with a view to moral governS 
and discipline. There is not sufficient accommodation for the purpose in either 
of them, and there are not enough of competent Officers to cohduct a good ™ 
tern The Grand Juries are unwilling to present money for the improvement ni 
any Prison except the County Gaol, and if we are unable to obtain Presentments 
improve these two Prisons, we propose to submit that they may be used in future 
onLy as common Bridewells for temporary purposes. 

Almost all the rest of these minor Prisons are furnished with the legal aceom 
modat.cn of two day rooms, two yards, and a few cells, sufficient to separS

LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

We have reported in detail on each of these District Asylums in the Cent,, , „ . , 

u-here they are situated, and we refer to that Report for the general state 
“ d a n P, r0 S resslve > m P«>vement, and in our Appendix, Schedule (B), we have 
added all the necessary information as to numbers, expenditure, and cures of the 
Disease; we have also added a Return of the numbei of Idiots and Lunatics 
supposed curable or incurable, in the Gaols, and other Establishments, public or 
private m Ireland, so that with the exception of some wandering cases of 
harmless Idiotcy, and some cases of Insane persons under the care of their 
own Mies or friends, a tolerably accurate statement is given of the num- 
bers afflicted with this disease in the Kingdom. We have no means at preset 
of discovering the numbers not under care or confinement, and consequent” 
cannot give a statistical statement that would enable us to compare the numbe d 
with the population, but when the District Asylums are enlarged so as to receive 
all the Insane Paupers, and when the late Private Lunatic Asylum Act shall be 
m full operation we hope to be able annually, to give a satisfactory Return to 
Parliament, which shall show the increase or decrease of Insanity in Ireland 
. In the present crowded state of the District Lunatic Asylums, and the mim- , , 

bers of Lunatics confined in the Gaols, from want of room in the formeiMo 
receive them, we are unable to report on any progressive improvement in this 
Department; but it is gratifying to state that, notwithstanding the pressure for 
admissions, which cannot all be complied with, the District Asylums exhibit no 
diminution of the usual number relieved or cured, and restored to their friends 
under the management and medical care in these excellent Institutions, and the 
general good order, cleanliness, employment of the Patients, and accuracy of 
and^fMcers 1 ' 163 ™ d Ac00ullts ’ are credi t a Me to the Boards of Directors 

We have more than once in our General Reports, adverted to the expense of 
these great Hospitals, without being able to recommend a mode of reduction, as 
a curable Hospital must necessarily he more expensive than any pauper Estab- 
lishment for the mere support of individuals. 

We would also recommend that the House of Industry in Cork, which has orkH„„ s ,„r 
P°"! a /Ao° an . extenslve Lunatic Asylum, and the largest in Ireland, containing indiuiiy. 
nearly 400 patients, should be incorporated with the District Lunatic Asylums 
and come under all the legal regulations and restrictions now applied to them! 

At present it is under merely local regulations, and the expenditure provided fin- 
ny nail-yearly presentments, and some subscriptions. It is very crowded, and does 
not possess the quantity of ground necessary for the employment of the Inmates 
ana we consider the time has arrived which makes it quite desirable that this 
overgrown Establishment should be placed under the same Government regula- 
10US which guides the District Asylums, as to accommodation, registries, 
accounts, employment of inmates, and classification. 

We would beg again to revert to the practice of committing Lunatics and 
mots to Gaol. It injures our Prison Discipline much ; and no provision being 
maae lor the care, inspection, or cure of such Patients in Gaols, by qualified 
persons, the result is, that any recent case of insanity thus committed, becomes 
incurably diseased from want of proper treatment. The Poor Houses have, in 
some instances, relieved the District Asylums of a few harmless idiots ; but at 
present the relief we calculated upon from this source has failed, owing to the 
senee of a provision in the Poor Law Act, rendering it imperative on the

isons are appointed by it as the persons to carry the Act into execution. It 
Places some very onerous duties on our office, which we cheerfully undertake, 
axe much gratified that the Legislature has established laws to regulate those 
necessary places for confinement. Hitherto, we have annually inspected the few 
e . s ylums in Ireland, as directed by the Prison Act, but no authority was 
e in us to correct abuses, if we found them to exist, in executing this deli- 
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cate duty, and we are much gratified with the detailed instructions and power 
given to us to remedy any evils in this increasing department. W e have hitherto 
annually visited these Institutions, and made it a point to see every individual 
confined, and it is but justice to the Proprietors of the few Private Asylums (only 
10) to state, that we have seen no abuse, and the inmates in every instance were 
kindly treated. The regulations and powers entrusted to our care by the late 
Act will, however, enable us, and, indeed, obliges us not only to enter minutely 
into every case, from its origin, but authorises a close and searching investigation 
where abuse is suspected or formally charged. We are bound also to inspect 
twice in each year, and to keep such registries and accounts, and to enforce them 
on the Institutions, as must tend to prevent evil practices arising in the depart- 
ment. The Act is very wisely made to terminate in three years, as legislating 
on so new and delicate a subject must necessarily leave much room for amend- 
ments and alterations. 

In again adverting to the District Lunatic Asylums, and the necessity of 
enlarging them, we would state that the chief original object of the Act in 
erecting them, was for the cure of this distressing malady, by the prompt treat- 
ment allowed by all Medical men to be so necessary. This object cannot be 
attained when the Asylum is filled to crowding with incurable cases, as conse- 
quently recent cases cannot get admission ; and we therefore strongly recommend 
additions, when the Poor Houses are unable, or refuse to take the harmless in- 
curables ; and we would suggest that the Poor Houses might be compelled to 
take such cases. Without these remedies, our Gaols will inevitably become in 
some degree Lunatic Asylums for the dangerous Lunatics committed by Magis- 
trates, under the Act 1st Vic., Cap. 27. 

With respect to the state of order in which we found the extensive Institution 
for Lunatics in Dublin founded by Dean Swift, and also the treatment of tbe 
numerous incurable cases left under the care of Government, on the abolition of 
the late House of Industry, we beg to refer to the Report on these Institutions lf 
which will be found in the Appendix.

County of Dublin Gaol at Kilmainham. 

Having inspected this Gaol on several occasions, I regard it as not only exceedingly 
defective in point of structure and accommodation, but also as still affording a wide field for 
improvement when viewed in reference to its general management and discipline. One 
might reasonably expect that in the Gaol of the Metropolitan County of the Kingdom our 
system of Prison Discipline would be carried to a very high point of efficiency ; but I regret 
to have to report that these expectations are most imperfectly realised. It would, however 
be unfair to omit stating that this Prison labours under disadvantages which, I am fully 
aware, must present serious obstacles to any efforts to secure these two great desiderata in 
penal discipline — separation and industry. If there were no other inconvenience to be 
encountered, the over-crowded state of the Gaol, on account of its being used as the depot 
for all male convicts, would be quite sufficient to interfere most seriously with the establish- 
meat of an efficient and complete system of Prison Discipline. I have always considered 
that a very great and obvious defect, involving confusion and irregularity, consisted in the 
immediate management of both the County Gaol and the Convict department being entrusted 
to the same Governor. 

I am happy to be able to report that much improvement may now be calculated upon, as 
the male Convict depot will be removed to Smithfield Prison, and the present system 
of the Gaol will consequently undergo alteration. Much amelioration is also to be 
expected in the County Gaol, as the Grand Jury have presented £1,300 to effect alterations 
and to build an addition. 

I have to report that I experienced some difficulty in obtaining some information which 
I required, as on applying for the Minute Book of the Board of Superintendence, which in 
other Gaols has always been voluntarily submitted to me, and which, I conceive, the law 
fully authorises me in inspecting, my right to examine it was denied. This I represented 
in the proper quarter, where my right to inquire into all matters connected with Gaol 
management was fully recognised. The Board have now, however, assented to my request, 
although with some restrictions, which have as yet prevented my seeing the Book in 
question. 

The defects of accommodation in this Gaol have been so often dwelt upon in former 
Reports of the Inspectors- General, that I need not allude to them again ; especially as the 
contemplated alterations, which are to be commenced in the ensuing spring, will do away 
with so much of the grounds for complaint. At present no successful attempt at separation 
of the Prisoners _ could be at all effected, from the very confined nature of the Gaol. The 
Prisoners eat their meals congregated into small ill-ventilated Day-rooms. The airing Yards 
are spacious, and partitioned Sheds for working in, and even Day-rooms, might be erected 
m them. ° 

I have to report that on various inspections of this Gaol I have uniformly witnessed 
extreme cleanliness in the Cells, Yards, and Corridors. I would recommend apertures to be 
at once opened in the Cell doors to secure a free ventilation of air, which in most of these 
apartments, from their very confined nature, is very much to be desired. The Day-rooms 
are so very small that I think it would be almost impossible to keep them properly clean, 
and. from the numbers congregated into them I have always found the smell most oppres- 
sive. _ This was peculiarly observable in the female Day-rooms. I have seen large fires in 
them in the extreme heat of summer, but on complaining of this I was informed that such 
were necessary, as (the bread and milk diet being adopted) the Prisoners made use of 
them to boil their milk. I do not think this indulgence, attended with such expense and 
inconvenience, should at all, under the circumstances, have been afforded. 

. *-'P° 11 one of my inspections, at which I obtained some returns, there were 181 Prisoners 
m contmement. Of these 71 were convicts. For the accommodation of this number there 
were but 7 Day-rooms (exclusive of Debtors’ apartments,) and 68 Cells. There have been 
S ° '• S 111 C0Iiblierilen ^ one time in the year.

Thus it appears that by the adoption of the mixed diet a clear annual saying of 
£274 25. lid., on an average of 112 persons daily, will ho secured to the County. 

The Prisoners, are all supplied with Gaol dresses. I would suggest that the Turnkeys 
should have a suitable uniform. 

With regard to a profitable industrial employment for Prisoners, this Gaol is very hack- Employment of 
ward. The profit to the County from this branch for the year has only amounted to Prisoners. 

£24 7s. ICef. In this sum, however, the value of work done for Prison use, such as clothing 
made, washing, &c., does not appear. If the Grand Jury would present for some small 
sum as a capital to commence a more efficient system on, under proper management, I 
conceive a much larger profit should annually accrue to the County. 

There have been 83 Recommittals within the year, and 134 Cases in which punishments 
were necessary for Prison offences. 

The School Department in Kilmainham is completely inefficient ; the Turnkeys who School, 
nominally instruct the Classes, are quite incompetent to fulfil such an office. The Turnkey 
who superintends the juvenilo Class is an intelligent man; he keeps a journal of the 
progress made by his pupils from the degree of ignorance or information in wliich they 
first entered under his charge ; but still I cannot say that I consider he possesses the requisites 
demanded for an efficient performance of the very important duties with which he in 
particular is intrusted. The Adult Classes devote a portion of each day (except Sunday) 
to instructional pur-poses, under their respective Turnkeys ; I have conversed with the 
latter, and found them, from their ignorance, comparatively unqualified for the functions in 
which they were then engaged. 

To a remark which was made to me by one of them, “ that he merely pretended to be a 
good Turnkey and not a Schoolmaster,” I cannot help allowing considerable force, particu- 
larly as it was quite in accordance with a conviction on my mind that a Schoolmaster 
should be attached to every Gaol. I am quite aware that if the requisites for discharging 
the double functions of Schoolmaster and Turnkey be found in the same individual, other 
advantages besides those of economy are secured ; and Boards of Superintendence, (or Gaol 
Governors when they have the filling of such appointments,) will of course give them the 
preference in electing these Prison Officers. But in my experience of the class of persons 
who fill the office of Turnkeys in our Gaols, I can scarcely point out one that I could 
consider sufficiently qualified to act as Schoolmaster. I have on one or two occasions found 
Prisoners teaching and instructing classes. I think this practice should not be allowed. 

When passing through this Gaol, Prisoners have applied to me to sanction their being 
furnished with pens, ink, and paper, which they proposed to employ in learning to write. 

In one case a man stated to me that he desired to be taught Arithmetic, and that the 
Turnkey was incompetent to teach him. The former of these applications I think should 
be complied with by the Board of Superintendence, as I can see no reasonable objection ; 
the latter if true, as I believe it to he, justifies the remarks I have been making. 

On my first visit I must state that I found the Hospital in anything hut a satisfactory state ; Hospital, 
the beds and bedding were not only worn, hut uncleanly. At one of my visits there were 6 
Male Patients under treatment. This Hospital is in the Female part of the Prison; two 
women who were sick at the same time, lay in a small Cell in a lower corridor, very ill 
calculated for such a purpose. Of the Male Patients two were affected with ulcerated legs, 
one with jaundice, two complained of pain in their chests, and one had a very slight gonorrhea, 
and lay in bed at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. On applying for the Hospital Journal, the 
Hospital Attendant, an aged and stupid man, who can*n either read nor write, produceda small 
note- book containing some very illegibly written memoranda of the cases; this record was in 
fact kept by the wife to the Attendant in the Ward ; the apartment itself was clean, well 
whitewashed, and the ventilation was very good. When medicines are required, the prescrip- 
tion book is sent to the Apothecary, who attends to the directions written by the Surgeon, and 
transmits the medieines accordingly. The expense attending this department is very low. 

I would recommend that a regular Hospital Journal should be kept for the future, as 
directed in the 72nd Clause of the Prison Act. On subsequent Inspections of the Gaol I 
am happy to have to say that I perceived improvement in the management of the Hospital. 

I would recommend that a sti’icter check upon the issue of Provisions should he secured 
by adopting some such means as I have suggested in the case of other Prisons ; and now 
that the mixed diet is about to bo introduced, a well regulated system of this nature is 
absolutely necessary. 

It was suggested to the Governor some time ago that Cocoa-nut fibre could be advan-

tagcously used for beds. The experiment has been tried, and the Governor reports in favour 
of this material as a substitute for straw, in point of durability, cleanliness, and economy, 

I have looked over the Books, and they appear to be kept regularly. The Contract* 
considering the vicinity of the Gaol to the Metropolis, arc moderate. 

It is much to be desired that a code of Bye-laws should be immediately prepared and 
adopted for the regulation and government of this Gaol, as their absence must have hitherto 
led to irregularities and misunderstanding. 

Four out of six Turnkeys attached to this Gaol are non-resident. I consider this repre- 
hensible. However, it is' said to bo unavoidable, from want of accommodation for these 
Officers. 

As not only the son, but also the son in-law of the Governor of Kilmainbam, hold 
responsible offices in the Gaol, I feel it my duty strongly to recommend that the services 
of these Officers should, if at all possible, bo employed in separate Institutions. I do not 
at all wish to impute any improper conduct to these Officers; but there are many and 
obvious reasons that three so closely connected members of the same family should not 
he continued in such important and responsible situations in the same Prison. Within the 
Last year one Deputy-Governor resigned his situation in the Gaol, alleging as his motive 
that he was not placed or sustained in his proper official situation by the Governor. 
Another, who was appointed to succeed him. was dismissed, after a period of six months, 
having nevertheless acquired a character for diligence and efficiency in the discharge of 
his duties. Neither of these Officers appear to have over had a proper mutual under- 
standing with the Governor. They state that they did not receive from him the instruc- 
tions and co-operation necessary to enable them to discharge their functions in a satisfactory 
manner. Assertions were further made, that the source of these compla ; nts lay, in a great 
measure, in the favoritism displayed by the Governor towards his relatives. Now, taking 
it for granted that there was not the slightest ground for these allegations, still the very 
fact of such serious assertions being made with any show of plausibility, supplies a very 
strong reason for the discontinuance of the state of things in which they originated. 

Some complaints have been made by a subordinate Officer concerning some minor points 
of the Goal management, which are to he shortly investigated by the Board of 
Superintendence. 

In conclusion, I must record my conviction, that a considerable degree of amelioration 
must take place in this Piison before its efficiency can be favorably reported. 



Since the preceding Report was written, the Board of Superintendence have investigated 
into the charges preferred against the Governor by one of the Turnkeys; upon which 
occasion I attended. After a full inquiry, it was found that one accusation made by the 
Turnkey, namely, that he had an undue proportion of duty unfairly imposed upon him by 
the Governor, originated in a misconception, in supposing that the Governor defined those 
duties. His duties were regulated by an order of the Board of Superintendence, to which 
the Governor was only acting in obedience. | 

With regard to the second allegation of the Turnkey, that the Governor exhibited a bias | 
against him in not inflicting the usual punishment on Prisoners in his class, of whom lie had I 
complained, it appeared that some grounds existed for the charge, and that the best feeling j 
did not exist between the Governor and the Sub-Officer in question. The Chairman, < 
however, at the conclusion of the proceedings impressed on the Governor and Turnkey the ; 
necessity of supporting the Prison Discipline in future, by exhibiting a greater dcreeof 
cordiality in the discharge of their mutual duties. 

I have also received a formal notification from the Board of Superintendence, that they 
can only permit me to see their Minute Book, in their presence, on their Monthly days of 
Meeting. I availed myself of this permission. But I must state that I conceive these 
restrictions not only liable to cause much inconvenience, but also unauthorised by anything 
contained in the Act of Parliament. 

I omitted to state in my Report that I consider a very objectionable practice exists in ? 
this Gaol, of entrusting the Turnkeys with the Clothes and other effects of Prisoners, and f 
holding thorn responsible for their safe keeping, when there is a regular paid Store-keeper j 
in the Gaol, whose province would much more appropriately comprise such duties. I have ) 
suggested an alteration in this practice to the Board of Superintendence. 

I have also suggested that in future, Prisoners on admission to this G aol should he cleansed, 
washed, and medically examined. For the latter purpose, a memorandum of every new 
Prisoner should be kept at the Hatch, in order that the Medical Attendant may be enabled 
to visit such Prisoner immediately. I consider this a very necessary measure to provide 
against the admission of any epidemic disorder. 1 

I am glad to have to report that I have since received a notice from the Board of 
Superintendence, informing me that they have rescinded their former resolution, and that 
their Minute Book is now open to my inspection.

This old Gaol has for some years been only used for the untried Male and Female 
Prisoners of the City of Dublin, and as the Commission and the Recorder’s Court 
frequently sit for a Gaol Delivery, it seldom occurs that any Prisoners arc detained above 
three weeks, and in a great many cases only a few days, till their trial, when (if not acquitted) 
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they are at once removed to the extensive Male and Female P, -nw 1 a v ^ 

liberality of the Grand Jury; under these circumstances ive would have little^o remark 
upon were there sufficient accommodation to separate lie Prisoners thus confined for a 
short P^od but th.s is not the case, and as an opportunity now offers of compfetinw Ihe 
Pnson Department of Dublm at a moderate expense, I oinuot lose that oppSrtuufv of 
urgrag it on the favorable consideration of the Grand Jury.

We have always considered Newgate as so badly constructed that it was impracticable 
to make it legally available for Prison purposes without rebuilding it; however this 
unforeseen opportunity of removing the Ecmaies induces ns to submit to the Grand Jury 
and Board o Superintendence, that the City Arehiteot might be able so to alter it that I 
Cell might thus bo procured for each of the average number of untried Males. I waited 
on the Recorder, and I am authorised by him to state, that the plan meets with his entire 
approbation. I am unable to give any estimate of the probable expense of these alteratS?

Having thus explained what appears to me as the best mode of talcing advantage of this 
opportunity for arranging the City Prisons in a manner creditable to the City, and 
advantageous to the public, it only remains that I should report on the present state of this 
Gaol, and the system pursued m its Discipline.

in accommodation for the purposes of confinement, or conducting a sound system of Discip- 
hnc, and it is right to place on record again that we see no reason to change the opiniol

V L venuiat eu (jells, so as to wive one to each of 
the average number of MaTe Inmates we consider that for all practical purposes, in a 
Pnson for the untried and for Short Confinements, where no employment can be given, 
hat Newgate may be made to answer the purpose, and in giving this opinion we consider^ 
the subject with a view to economy for the City, and the advantage of the Prison being so 
near the Court House, and these considerations overbalance the benefits that would arise 
irom a better and more enlarged site, in the environs of the City.

100 dafiy, as the number increases greatly just previous to the Sittings of the Commission 
and the Recorder. To accommodate those there are 62 Cells, and 4 dark Solitary Cells, 
y .Day-rooms, and 6 Yards ; there is a small Chapel with two divisions only, and 4 small 
rooms used as Hospitals ; there are also a few rooms for Debtors, hut as the latter class are 
removed now to the Marsbalsea ot the Four Courts, I consider an additional number of 
Oeils may be erected here, and thus increase the number of Cells to at least 100 ; however 
s ould the Grand Jury entertain tho subject I have recommended, one or both of the 
inspectors- General of Prisons will meet any Architect they may appoint to consult upon 
the best mode of carrying it out. 

There are only 3 Classes of Male Prisoners at present, hut should the plan proposed 
e brought into operation, we would propose, that in a great measure each Male Prisoner 
should have the advantage of living separated in his Cell during his short confinement. 

G* i 6re *1 D ° em P lo y™ ent whatever for Prisoners, nor are we prepared to recommend any, Employment and 
,, . e confinements seldom exceed three weeks, and the time is employed in preparing for School, 
their trial ; however, a good School is established under a qualified Master, and some good 
ls .f, oy R * n giving instruction to the ignorant ; however, this is periodically interfered 
with tor a few days previous to trial. 

The average number of untried Females confined is 27; they are attended to by a Females. 

Matron and Assistant, who take much pains to regulate and instruct the Classes, under the 
a verse circumstances of want of sufficient Cells, and the short period each remains previous 
to trial, and when there can be no employment and little time devoted to School instruction, 
there is no Laundry, and the Prisoners are not clothed. A few ladies occasionally visit 
this Glass from motives of benevolence. 

The Dietary is Bread and Milk, from the want of a public Kitchen, and it costs per Dietary.

eny only for a few days, and congregated together without employment ; I would hope, 
owever, that if a Cell was provided for each Prisoner, that an alteration would take place 
Ie moral government, partly by preventing evil communication amongst Prisoners of all • 
gr os, and partly by establishing a Library of useful books, and an opportunity of 
parate mspection and advice by the Chaplains and other Officers to Prisoners in their 
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Cells ; I have no reason to find fault with the attention of the Resident. Officers, to their 
various duties, and they cannot be responsible for the defects. The Non-resident Officers con- 
sisting of the Local Inspector, Chaplains, and Medical Officers are the same that attend the 
other City Prisons, and of whose attention to the duties imposed upon them by the Prison 
Acts, I have borne testimony in my Reports on those Prisons ; they regret with us the want of 
accommodation to establish Separation and a better system, but every pains are taken by 
them to secure economy and cleanliness, and such order as is practicable. 

In any new arrangement of this Prison, better accommodation for the sick would 
necessarily be included, as the small rooms now used are not adapted for the purpose, and 
are badly ventilated, and without airing Yards. The sick are carefully attended to by the 
Medical Officers of the City Prisons, and much pains taken to preserve cleanliness and 
prevent contagion ; the general health of the Prison is favourably reported upon by those 
Officers, which is surprising with such wretched accommodation. 

The Registry and Accounts, with various details peculiar to a City Prison, are carefully 
kept by an efficient Clerk, under the check of the Local Inspector, and the Board of Superin. 
tendence meet weekly at one of the City Gaols to regulate and decide upon all Accounts, 
or other matters brought before them, and I again desire to express my sense of the value 
of this Board to the City Gaols. 

The Lunatics still continue to bo a great evil and expense in this as in other Gaols; 
there are 1 1 at present, and no proper Cells for them. There is no general Prison dress 
allowed, and I do not wish to urge the expense on tho Grand Jury till sufficient aceommo- 
dation is provided. 

Those sentenced to Transportation are immediately removed to the Depots at Kilmainham 
and Grange Gorman Prisons. 

The Furniture and Blankets are provided (when required) by the Board. 

The number committed to Newgate this year were 2312, and tlie Recommittals 738 ; 
it only remains for me to state that without the alterations now suggested are made, and 
the Female Prisoners removed to the Sheriffs’ Prison, anything like a correct system of 
Discipline and Separation cannot be carried on, and I fully concur with Doctor White in 
his last Report, and which has been repeated by us for years, that the Prison of Newgate 
is at present utterly unsuitable as a Gaol in the accommodation for every Department, and 
should be rebuilt, or abandoned as a place of confinement. 

Richmond Bridewell, South Circular Road , Dublin. 

I have frequently inspected this Prison during the year, and am most anxious that the 
Metropolitan House of Correction for Male Prisoners convicted of Crime should be held 
up as an example for employment and moral discipline to all others ; but difficulties have 
arisen from the state of Trade in Dublin, such as to prevent the possibility of obtaining | 
profitable and useful work as formerly, and if the Grand Jury are unwilling to try Trades I 
and Manufactures, unless profit from them is certain, we must only rest contented for the I 
present, as I am not prepared to submit a plan for work at a loss, which would increase I 
the taxation of the City. Much, however, has been effected in preventing idleness by the | 
exertions of the Governor, Mr. Purdon, in procuring Wool-picking, and other minor work, 
and complying with the suggestions in Doctor White’s Report of last year. But if the 
funds of the City admitted of it-,. I would not hesitate to recommend Trades to be taught 
to all the Boys and younger Prisoners, at a small annual loss, and in the end, if accom- 
panied by a well arranged moral government, I would expect to find it profitable to the 
City, in the reduction of Crime and the number of Recommittals. 

Industrious and useful employment, with School instruction, enforced with steady zeal, 
yet with a humane and kind interest in the welfare of each individual, has ever been found 
the best means of reforming Prisoners, and any improvement in Discipline must be founded £ 
on these principles. Separation of every Prisoner from each other by day and night, so f 
much recommended of late, can only he valuable so far as it is accompanied by employment, j 
schooling, and well arranged frequent inspection, and council by qualified and zealous Sub- I 
officers ; without these accompaniments, I would give my humble opinion against Separa- f 
tion, as tending to no good purpose, hut rather having the appearance of cruelty ; I am 
aware that some persons consider reform as hopeless, and ridicule the attempt ; I am not ; 
contending with them, but addressing a Grand Jury, who have liberally provided ample , 
accommodation, (with a few trifling alterations,) in this Prison, and if I could induce them 
to enter into our views of employment, even at some loss, I think we could suggest to the 
Board of Superintendenco a system in this Prison, that would secure as much reformation 
as could be expected, as we put forward no scheme of visionary reform of all ; but we 
would assert that those who are not improved in their habits, will, by the Discipline, suffer 
the penalty of their crime. 

Having thus given my opinion for the favorable consideration of the Grand Jury, and 
the Board of Superintendence, on the most important part of Prison Discipline, I shall 
only add what I consider would enable them to commence, at little expense, a system of 
mo dined. Separation, and Employment, not without hopes of some profit. 

1st. I would submit that an order may be made to employ every Loom in the Prison at • 
such manufacture as the Taskmaster shall think most likely to pay, or at least to produce 
no loss, and that with the exception of the Teachers, well chosen young Prisoners should j. 
bo taught this branch of business. 
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2nd. That whenever a Prisoner who is a Tradesman is employed at Gaol work, he shall Dublin District. 

instruct one or two Boys who are disposed to learn, and recommended by the Governor ; . 

otherwise, it appears to me, that permitting Tradesmen to work at their Trades is rather RichraondBridewe11 - 
an indulgence than Discipline and punishment. 

3rd. In case profitable employment cannot be procured for all in a separate Cell, I would 
suggest that slight Sheds should be erected in the Yards, for about 30 or 40 Prisoners, 
divided by partitions, so that each man can work alone, under the eye of a Turnkey all 
day, which would nearly amount to Separation, and preclude all communication together ; 

I think this would answer well for the incorrigible cases, and frequently recommitted 
Prisoners ; and though it would not involve much knowledge for future employment, yet I 
believe considerable profit might arise from breaking Stones, for the streets, or by pounding 
Bones for manure ; it would also act as a punishment to such characters. 

4th. I think it is a bad plan to leave the Misdemeanants and Short Confinements totally 
idle, and though every pains is taken by the Governor to preserve silence and order, by 
inspection amongst them, it is not practicable to keep them from communicating together, 
and if it were, still I consider it most important to employ them, and enforce a reasonable 
quantity of work, which would prevent idleness and evil communication, and act as a 
punishment ; the Stone-breaking in the divided Sheds would be a valuable labor for such 
recommitted men, but sooner than have them unemployed, I would give them Wool or 
Oakum to pick, and let them understand that a moment’s idleness was not allowed in the 
Prison. Mr. Purdon agrees with me fully, and only requires orders and means (if neces- 
sary) to execute it, from the Board of Superintendence. 

5th. I would recommend that Separation should be enforced with the Felon Class in the 
Cells that are large enough and ventilated ; but some useful work should first be obtained, 
such as Weaving, Flax-dressing, preparing Freestone, or Trades for young Criminals. 

Books should also be provided, and constant inspection, exclusive of the daily visits of the 
Governor and Deputy, as well as the Chaplains, and the occasional visits and directions of 
the Medical Officers as to the continuance of the system in special cases. 

6th. I would recommend that in every case, each Prisoner should eat his meals in his 
Cell, as now much practised ; it exchanges a social meal into a solitary one ; when Discip- 
line is felt as an inconvenienco and a punishment, it forces meditation on the individual, and 
gives time to the Turnkeys from inspection for their own meals. 

7th. Provision should be made for the accommodation of a Turnkey in each of the 
Classes of the new Prison, as they have only a very small Cell now, without a fire-place ; 

I would submit that 2 Colls should be opened into one, and a fire-place made. 

If it is practicable to adopt these suggestions at present, I think the Prison would at 
once be greatly improved, and in many respects be an example to our County Gaols, and 
the Governor and his Officers, who, I must say, are all anxious for every improvement, 
would be encouraged to amend and perfect a system which would do them all credit, and fit 
the under Officers for promotion in other Prisons, as opportunities occurred. 

I shall now proceed to Report in detail the management of each Department, and so far 
as the means aro provided, and unavoidable difficulties do not arise, it is gratifying to state 
for the information of the Grand Jury, that every zealous exertion is made by all the 
Resident and Non-resident Officers to comply with the legal Enactments, and establish 
order and regularity throughout. 

No Female Prisoners are confined in this House of Correction, and the average number Classification and 
of Male Prisoners for the last year daily, was 280 ; on tho day of my Inspection, in Accommodation. 
December, there were 268 only, amongst whom there were 59 Boys, 21 Lunatics, and 18 
for Drunkenness. This statement shows a diminution of Crime, which is also evident in 
the other City Prisons, within the last 2 years, and is to be attributed much to the 
Temperance movement, to the provision made in the Poor-houses for Paupers, and to the 
vigilance of tho Police. The highest number in one day this year was 315, and the lowest 
200 ; the total number of Committals in the year 1 842, was 5534, and the number of 
Recommittals about 1700 ; this is certainly a vast number, but in so populous a City, 
perhaps it does not equal the Recommittals in other great Capitals. 

The Accommodation provided in this Prison consists of 291 Cells, with large and wide 
Corridors attached to each tier of Cells, which answer for Work-rooms occasionally ; there 
are also 6 large Work-rooms, 4 Solitary Cells, a large School-room, a Chapel with 4 
divisions only, and a good Infirmary, with 6 well ventilated Wards, a Tread-wheel, and 
apartments for a large staff of Officers, with a good Laundry and public Kitchen ; nearly 
the entire Gaol is heated with Hot-air Pipes. The new part of the Prison, consisting of 
5 radiating Wings, with airing Yards to each, is occupied chiefly by Misdemeanants who 
are committed for short periods, and 1 Wing is reserved for Drunkards. If work can be 
procured for these Classes in their Cells, I think it is a subject worth consideration, as to 
opening 2 Cells into one, and thus at once establish a system of Legal Separation by day 
and night, at present it has only the name of Separation, without any of the benefits to be 
derived from such a system. In the other part of the Gaol the Boys are divided into 3 
Classes, one of them for Recommittals, who are separated day and night, except at School 
hours ; and the Governor has shown much judgment in this arrangement; the Felons also 
are another Class, chiefly kept separate and employed, and if profitable and useful work 
can be obtained in the large Cells, I doubt not but this Prison would soon exhibit a 
good model. 

The Prisoners are all employed, except the Short Confinements in the new Gaol ; but g^ 1 ° 1 yment and 
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wit'll the exception of a few Weaving, and some Tradesman at work for the Gaol, no 
valuable manufacture, calculated to repay the County, to reward industry in the Prisoner 
or to instruct them in Trades, can be at present procured ; nor can our Gaols in Ireland m 
this respect, follow the practice of Glasgow, and some English Prisons, where manufacture 
is the employment of the people, and those confined can be easily taught, and the produce 
of their labor as easily sold. However the attempt should be gradually made, as I hare 
recommended above, and some sacrifice of money should even he risked in the case of the 
Boys, whose end must be a return to all the vices of a great City, unless reformed bv 
industrious habits, and encouraged to earn their bread honestly in future by instructing 
them in a Trade. I submit that the Looms may be all put to work, and a small School 
for Tailors and Shoemakers he at once established, for this Class at least. There is a 
good Laundry, which was useful when the Female Prisoners were confined here. The 
Governor has with judgment used it now not only for the Prison washing, but has taken 
the Contract for the Barrack washing of Blankets, &c., and it provides work for several 
men, and pays something to the County. 

An excellent School is established, cliiefly for the Boys, under the care of a well qualified 
Schoolmaster, and Assistant. I examined the Registry, which is correctly kept, and it 
appears that 27 Boys, utterly ignorant on being committed, have, within the year, left the 
Prison good Readers, and many of them proficient in Writing and Arithmetic. 

The Dietary of this Gaol differs from others, as Ox heads are allowed on certain days, 
hut as the expense per head per day does not exceed other Prisons, viz,, from 3d. to 3 fa 
per day, and as the Medical Officers consider it wholesome, and even advisable for the 
Criminals of a populous City, I am unwilling to submit an alteration at present ; it is 
cooked and served with order and regularity, and the Accounts and Checks on all issues 
correctly kept. 

Rations are allowed to the Officers of this and the other City Gaols. 

I willingly add my testimony to that of Doctor White in his Report of last year, to die 
creditable zeal of the Local Inspector, Governor, Deputy Governor, and Officers under 
them command, to carry on a sound system of Discipline ; and if my suggestions detailed in 
this Report can be complied with, especially as to useful and profitable employment, I again 
repeat that this Prison may become a good model for others, so far as the accommodation 
admits ; and should these things he accomplished, I would further submit that the Chapel 
and even the Plospital should he subdivided so as to separate the Prisoners as far as 
practicable, from communication, and if this can be canned out to total Separation, it would 
be an advantage. 

The Schoolmaster and his Assistant are qualified and useful Officers, and deserve much 
credit for the manner in which the Department is conducted. 

The three Chaplains visit regularly, take an interest in the School, inspect the Provisions, 
and perform the other important duties of their office. 

The arrangements for conducting this Department by the two Medical Officers of the 
Uty Gaols, appeal' tome to be excellent, and calculated to preserve the health of the 
lrison generally; there is an Apothecary also for all the Dublin Prisons, hut he has no 
salary ; the expense of Medicine for all, does not exceed the average expense of a County 
Gaol, and the Apothecary’s Accounts and charges are examined and certified half-yearly by 
the Medical Officers. The total charge will be found in our Appendix. The Hospital is 
fatted up and furnished with Baths, and every other requisite ; and I have only to regret 
the sad inconvenience arising from the number of Lunatics and Idiots confined in the 
Hospital ; there are now 21 of these poor creatures, who receive every care and aid an 
Hospital is capable of affording to them, but it is impossible to give employment and other

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r eo-alarity, and every improvement in Prison Discipline receives a fair trial. It ceases now Draws District. 
to^be an experiment whether an extensive Prison for the confinement of Females alone, Richmo ~f7 emale 
can be conducted in its Discipline and industry by Female Officers, without the usual p rison Grange 
adiunct of a Male Prison, with Officers controlling the whole ; we were aware that great Gorman Lane, 
difficulties would arise, and that if a very experienced and highly qualified Matron were 
not obtained, it must fail ; the appointment was left by Government to Mrs. Fry, who 
originated the plan, and we have every reason to approve of her choice in the person of 
Mrs- Rawlins, a Matron from Cold Bath Fields Prison, whose zeal and intelligence on the 
subject of Prison Discipline cannot be too highly reported upon. There is, however, neces- 
sarily a Governor, with a Male staff of a Clerk, a Store Keeper, a Hall Porter, and G Guards 
or Watchmen, without which the duties could not be effectually performed. The Governor 
has the safe keeping of the Prisoners under his charge, with the entire Expenditure, Stores, 
and the complicated Accounts of a large City Prison ; these duties have been discharged by 
him to the entire satisfaction of the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence; the 
Accounts are well arranged and kept, and on an excellent model for such Prisons, though 
possibly unsuited as a uniform system for smaller Prisons. 

The Separate System of keeping Prisoners day and night for the most part alone, 
without communication with others, has been adopted for nearly 2 years, under some modi- 
fications, and Mrs. Rawlins bears testimony to its value and importance, acting, as it does, 
as an encouragement to the well disposed and penitent, and a punishment to the vagrant 
and incorrigible ; each Class, however, assembles for an hour’s Schooling in the Day-room, 
partly on account of the failure of the Heating Apparatus for the Cells, and partly because 
the necessary legal form of obtaining the approval of the Privy Council for the strict rules, 
has not yet been obtained, from the want of some fittings and minor arrangements, and 
especially from the failure of the Hot-air Pipes, which subject is under the consideration 
of the Board of Superintendence, and will, I doubt not, be speedily remedied. 

Crime has considerably diminished in the City, so far as the Committals to Prison is a 
criterion, and doubtless the increased sobriety of the inhabitants, and the aid of the Poor- 
houses, has had a great tendency to reduce Crime. The numbers on the days of my 
Inspection did not exceed 223, including 26 Lunatics and Idiots, and the average number 
daily for the year, was only 242, so that there has been abundant room for any desirable 
minute Classification, and tne Cells are sufficiently large and ventilated for Separation and 
Employment. 

The Accommodation afforded in this Prison consists of 256 Cells, 20 Day-rooms, 12 Classification and 
Solitary Cells, 17 Yards, with 2 Chapels, and an excellent Hospital, lately erected ; there Accommodation, 
is also a good Laundry, Public Kitchen, and ample Officers’ apartments. The highest 
number confined on one day this year, was 305, and the total number of Committals 4346 
exclusive of 4147 Drunkards, only confined for 24 hours, and of the latter, numbers were 
Recommittals. There are 14 Classes, each under the care of a Sub-Matron, who remains 
with the Class the entire day, visiting from Cell to Cell, instructing them in work, and 
giving each appropriate advice ; with qualified and zealous Matrons, I know of no system 
so likely to produce reformation amongst this Class of Prisoners, and I can here bear 
testimony to the very judicious management of many of them, whose answers to my questions 
as to their duty and mode of performing it, evinced much zeal and intelligence. In every 
Prison the qualification of Officers is the chief object, otherwise, the best regulations and 
arrangements come to nothing, or are so deranged by obstinacy and ignorance as to be 

A Class of Government Convicts are also assembled here previous to embarkation for Convicts, 
the Colonies. In the present state of Crime, there is sufficient room for them without 
interfering with the City accommodation. There were only 30 of them, with some 
children ; they are fed, clothed, and inspected entirely at the Government expense, and their 
general appearance and management is creditable to Mrs. Rawlins, who has necessarily the 
care and instruction of them, as has Mr. Marquess of the Accounts, Stores, and Registr j . 

The Prisoners are all employed, with the exception of the sick, aged, or infirm ; Sewing, Employment and 
Washing, Cooking, and the house business are the chief occupations, and the profits tor 
this year, clear of all expenses, amount to £208 14s. 8ef. The Laundry is well arranged 
and fitted up, and washing is taken in from the inhabitants of the City ; 30 Prisoners are 
generally employed in this way, and many are thus made acquainted with a means ot 
earning their bread; the Cooks and Laundry women receive an allowance weekly out ot 
the work fund, as it would not be practicable to know the exact sum each earned, so as to 
pay one-third of the clear profits to all ; the other Prisoners work in their Cells, under tne 
constant inspection of the Class Matron. . „ 

A good School is now established, and each Class is collected for an hour in the -Lmy - 
room, and instructed. I have recommended a more correct Registry to be kept ot the 
proficiency, as I place reliance on this mode of improving the minds and. habits of Prisoners 
exclusive of the opportunity it affords of impressing good advice on individuals. 

It is gratifying to report that after a minute inquiry from each Class-Matron, and 
corroborated by Mrs. Rawlins, that a reasonable proportion of the Inmates have, at the 
expiration of their Sentences, turned to habits of order and industry, and many, (at their 
own request,) provided with a retreat from vice in the two charitable Asylums m .Dublin 
for Penitent Female Prisoners ; however, much cannot be expected in the way of relief, ti 
Government shall, (as in London,) give an annual grant for the support of an Institution 
professedly for young Females and Boys, at the expiration of their Sentences, instead o 
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their being obliged to return to vice for a livelihood, as no person can be expected to 
employ them without character. I have endeavoured to put forward such an Establishment 
under Government regulations, and I doubt not it will eventually be adopted. 

The Dietary is economically and well provided for in this Gaol ; the daily cost per head 
this year, will not exceed 2\d . ; it is served to each Prisoner in her Cell with great regu- 
larity, and the Accounts of it are kept under sound checks, and the issue of it and all other 
articles from the Stores, under efficient inspection. 

Rations are allowed to the Officers here, as in other Dublin Prisons. 

I have already stated the high estimation I have for Mrs. Rawlins’ qualifications for the 
office she holds ; and I think it is to be regretted that the Governor has not a larger field 
for the exercise of his zeal and acquired talents in the management of an extensive Male 
Prison. There is an Assistant Matron, an Hospital Matron, and one for the Stores, with 
14 Class Matrons, and when I consider the difficulties attending the selection of qualified 
individuals, and the possible disappointment even when the greatest pains are taken to 
choose them, we have much reason to be satisfied with the result, as many of the Class 
Matrons are eminently qualified, and the few that are not so, it is not to be attributed as a 
fault to them, as I can justly report that a general zeal and anxiety pervades the whole 
Establishment for its credit and order in every Department. 

The same Local Inspector, Medical Officers, and Chaplains,, attend here as in the Male 
Prison on the South Circular Road, and I have in my Report on that Gaol fully expressed 
my opinion of the faithful discharge of the duties of these Officers, who deservedly possess 
the confidence of the Grand Jury. 

An Infirmary has been erected within these few years, containing all the accommodation 
the Law requires, and the system, regulations, and dietary, are arranged by the Medical 
Officers in the best manner. The average number in Hospital is about 12 ; there have been 
upwards of 1,000 persons prescribed for in the last year, and the cost of the Medicines 
amounts to £103 8s. 7 d. There are 2 Yards for Convalescents, and the Infirmary Matron 
resides in the Hospital. 

The Books, Accounts, and Registries of this Prison are arranged on the best principles 
of checks, and provision made for the most ample information as a record, that can be 
required, as well as for the just issues of all Stores. They are very creditable to the 
Governor and his Clerk. 

The Board of Superintendence meet weekly at some of the Dublin Prisons to settle 
outstanding Accounts, to give all necessary orders, and decide upon all cases brought 
before them; the Grand Jury are much indebted to their zeal for the good order that 
prevails. 

The Prisoners are all clothed in a Gaol dress, on very moderate terms, and it only 
remains for me to express my regret at the continued inconvenience of Lunatics and Idiots 
being confined here ; there are now 26 of them, and only they are separated in a Class, 
(which can for the moment be spared,) the disturbance they would create would set order 
at defiance, independent of the evil to these poor creatures from not having the advantages 
afforded in a Lunatic Asylum, of appropriate care and employment; notwithstanding all 
this, a few have been discharged cured or convalescent, by the exertions and attention of 
the Medical Officers.

detaining Creditor ; since the 19th of August, 1842, there have been 49 Pauper Debtors 
discharged m this manner, 9 of whom had, on an average, been 6 years confined, and would 
probably remain so still but for this valuable and benevolent Act of Parliament. If this 
clause were extended to all other Prisons in Ireland for Debtors, it would relieve the Counties 
from, the tax of supporting Paupers, who cannot afford to take tho benefit of the Insolvent 
Act m the usual way. 

Considerable additional trouble and responsibility are attached to the Marshal and the 
Officers by the increase of numbers, notwithstanding which, great regularity and order 
prevails, with scarcely any coercion, and in no instance unkind treatment. The Rules of 
the Prison have been prepared by the Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench, under the 
authority of the Act 7th Goo. IV., cap. 74, and are added to or altered as occasion requires • 

“bey are trained in a spirit of reasonable indulgence, and no person has the slightest excuse 
for excess or impropriety of conduct. The rents of rooms are most moderate, and the 
Paupers are fed at the public expense, with Bread and Milk, at the cost of 5hd. per head 
per day, and reside in a separate division of the Prison. " 1

There were 115 Debtors confined on the day of my Inspection, 25 of whom were Paupers 
whereas there were only 39 confined on the Inspection for 1841 ; the increase is accounted 
for by the transfer of the Debtors from the Sheriff’s Prison, in August, 1842; there is 
sufficient accommodation at present for the average number confined, and under the existing 
laws tor arrest and discharge, it is not likely the numbers will increase ; there is a neat 
Chapel and Hospital accommodation, with Baths, and a Solitary Cell for refractory persons 

the Local Inspector attends to the internal economy on the part of the Government, and 
assists the Marshal m preserving order and system throughout ; the whole Prison is ’kept 
clean and the furniture in good order.

District Asylums — and as each Poor-house has a building especially allocated for the Insane, 
it appears to me practicable to receive such persons from our Gaols and Lunatic Asylum;, 
However, we have not been able as yet to effect this object, except m a few instances: 
it would be manifest economy, as the same persons have to pay the support of the Lunatics 
in either case, but the Poor-house diet is much cheaper, and the Establishment necessarily 
less expensive. . . 

The Board of Governors continue their benevolent attention to. this interesting Institu- 
tion, they meet twice in each month to regulate payments, admissions, and all the important 
routine duties ; this has been carried on for many years, in a most creditable manner, and 
no public Establishment could be better managed. The Medical Staff of the Asylum 
also take much interest in its prosperity, and their duties are performed with great care and 
zeal. There are two Chaplains appointed to visit the convalescents, and as this is not the 
case in other District Asylums, it would be very desirable to obtain a report from the 
Governors of their opinion of the value of such Officers in order to appoint them 
elsewhere if found practically useful. 

Doctor White has in his last year’s Report given several very important details of the 
salaries, dietary, and expenses of this Asylum which it is unnecessary to repeat here, and 
if it is practicable to reduce the expenditure it would he most desirable, however much 
difficulty exists in making great economy consistent with the necessary expenditure of all 
curable Hospitals ; a separate diet for Incurables and Idiots might perhaps be suggested.

The Diet costs 5d. per head per day, and the total cost per Annum, is £16 per head and a ? 
fraction, including salaries and all expenses. There are 44 Servants or Keepers employed- 
independent of the Medical Officers, Chaplains, Manager, and Matron, a list of whom, d 
their salaries, was given by my Colleague, Doctor White, in last year’s Report.

This highly valuable and charitable Institution continues to he conducted on the best 
known principles for the care and cure of Lunatics, and I was much gratified in my Inspec- ± 
tion of all the Patients, to see the manifest kind and intelligent treatment of them by tk E 
Master and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Cummins ; these Officers were removed here from& 
Belfast District Lunatic Asylum, where they had been eminently efficient, and since their 
appointment many improvements have been made in the classification and order of & | 
Hospital, which is under the care of a Board of Governors, consisting of the high Offing 
Authorities, under Dean Swift’s Will, and a certain number of Members elected. ^ * 
Board meet regularly to settle the Accounts and all matters connected with the Institution 
and the management of it is highly creditable to them. A Surgeon and Physician are ah 
elected by the Board, and their zeal and attention to the duty are manifested by the numerous 
cures effected, as. well as the good order and regularity of the system pursued. A ft* 
Patients are received for payment on a graduated scale, so low as £10 per annum, | 
which enables them to receive a few who are not actual paupers, yet are unable to payf» tJE? 
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The number of Inmates on the day of my Inspection was 154, viz., 82 Males and 72 St - Patrick ’ s Hospital 
Females; 58 of these paid more or less for their Board, and 96 were free Patients’ and all for Lunatics - 
were classed as follows : *

The Income and Fuads of this Hospital are considerable, and the Governors contemplate 
great improvements snch as rebuilding the Laundry and Drying-room, enlarging the 
TOidosvs for rentdation, and raismg the floors of the Cells. The boundary wall which 
was in a state of great dilapidation, has been rebuilt in the last year. Arrangements are 
made for complying with the Private Lunatic Asylum Act of last Sessions, so far as it 
apphes to this Hospital.

supported by an Annual Parliamentary Grant ; no addition is made to the number and thev 

are necessarily decreasing from deaths or other causes, and finally this department will 

cease to exist, which might be hastened if the Poor Houses through the Kingdom were 

obliged to take the cases belonging to their district. “ 

These poor creatures are carefully attended to under the management of Mr. Alley a 
very efficient Officer of the old House of Industry for many years, and his economical 
arrangements and zealous attention to all the duties is highly creditable to him and the very 
moderate staff allowed for conducting the whole business ; Mr. Alley has also charge of the 
three large Government Hospitals that had belonged to the House of Industry. 

The Idiots and Lunatics are divided into two departments, one of them in 103 Cells and 
some day rooms and yards, secured for this temporary purpose from the old House of In- 
dustry, and the other at Island Bridge in some ranges of Artillery stables fitted up for the 
purpose, in winch there are six large domitories and three day rooms on the ground floor 
economically fitted for their accommodation, though ill-suited for any permanent Establish- 
ment. It was very gratifying on my inspection to see the remarkable cleanliness and good 
order of each division, the absence of all restraint, and the kind care taken of every indi- 
vidual, notwithstanding the want of some acres of ground attached to enable Mr. Alley 
to employ them in the most suitable manner ; however, about 100 of the Inmates of the 
two Establishments are employed at house-work, and matt-making, &c. 

There is a good Laundry and Kitchen, and the diet is provided on very reasonable terms, Diet and Accounts, 
the cost per head per day is only 3%d. and the total cost of each individual annually for 
clothing, furniture, coals, candles, medicines, and Servants’ wages is only £2 16s. 3d. so that 
it is manifest a considerable saving would ensue in our District Asylums, if the Idiots and 
Incurable cases were separated from all others, and fed and clothed, &c. at a lower rate 
than the curable cases in each Hospital ; in my Reports this year on the District Asylums 
I have suggested this as a mode of reducing expenditure : — I examined the Books accurately 
and found them correctly kept, under efficient checks for all issues. 

On the first establishment of these Asylums, there were 477 Patients transferred to 
them — in the year 1840 — on the day of my inspection there were only 343, so that in two 
years the Establishment has been reduced by 134 Patients. The state of the two Depart-

The Report on this County Gaol must continue as hitherto to express our opinion that, 
from the want of accommodation for Classification, profitable employment, and general 
reformatory discipline, no good system can be effectually pursued ; and it is not to be 
expected that the Officers, however zealous, can exhibit to a visitor or Inspector anything 
like moral results, where the Criminals are necessarily mixed up together, without the 
means of preserving anything like separation or silence; and where the instructions at 
School, and the effects of industry, are destroyed by the_ subsequent mixture and contamina- 
tion of all grades of crime; notwithstandingthese difficulties, much is done to create order and 
regularity* when practicable. The Male Prisoners are almost all employed at stone-break, 
ing under Inspection when the weather permits, and a good School system is pursued by 
a competent Master. The meals are served with much order ; and thus as many hours of 
the day as possible are occupied so as to prevent evil intercourse, and no fault can be 
attributed to the Local Inspector and Governor on account of the contamination which 
must take place amongst the number that congregate in one Cell at night, or at the hours 
of recreation or exercise during the day. 

The new House of Correction now commencing to be erected at Belfast will, however, 
remedy most if not all the evils arising from the crowded state of the County Gaol at 
Carrickfergus, as I trust all the tried Criminals of the County will be assembled there, as 
well as many of the untried about Belfast, so that the County Gaol will chiefly be a 
receptacle for the untried and Debtors ; a very trifling outlay will make it available for 
these purposes, giving a single Cell for each Prisonor at night, and by a.little alteration 
perhaps the Separate System could be followed for the untried Classes during the day. 

It only remains that I should report upon the present state of the County Gaol andtbe 
System pursued; there were on the day of my Inspection in November, 1842, only 138 
Prisoners in custody, the average number being about 200. During the year there were 
1036 Committals, and out of these 290 were Recommittals, which shows the impossibility 
of a Reformatory System being carried on in the absence of minute Classification and the 
other advantages to be obtained by sufficient accommodation for a strict discipline. There 
are only 60 Cells and 3 Day-rooms for tho Male Criminal Classes, and no Work-rooms, * 
and consequently only 2 Classes for the tried and untried of all grades of crime. A Class 
of Boys has been long in operation in this Gaol, and there were 7 in it on the day of my 
Inspection. The attention paid to this interesting Class is very creditable to the Officers | 
in authority, and the pains taken to instruct them, and keep them separate from adult ■ 
Criminals, is a manifest proof of how much good may be produced in a badly constructed f 
and crowded Prison by the zeal of intelligent Officers. 

Most of the Male Prisoners were employed at stone-breaking in the Yard under the 
Inspection of Turnkeys and an armed Guard ; very little profit is made on this work, bat 
the accounts are regularly kept, and the Prisoners get their share of the earnings on 
leaving Gaol ; any Tradesmen are occasionally employed to work for the Prison, and a 
good School is established under the care of a qualified Master ; a correct Registry is kept 
of the instruction given, and the Chaplains take an interest in this Department. There is 
no Tread Wheel for Hard-labor Criminals, but the stone-breaking for roads answers all 
the purposes, and if the Board of Superintendence could erect sheds for this work, with 
divisions by a slight brick wall, for each Prisoner to work alone, much evil communication , 
would be prevented during work hours, and the Separate System be carried on for some 
hours of each day ; no interruption would also then take place on account of rain or bad 
weather, and eventually by building up the front with a door and window these small 
apartments might be used for other occupations besides stone-breaking. It has been tried 
in other Northern Gaols with advantage, and I think 40 such single Work-shops could be . 
erected for £60 ; and should the Board of Superintendence agree with me in the great \ 
advantage of such a Shed, I will give every aid I can to accomplish it, and give reference 
to those Prisons where the system is in progress. 

The Female Department of this Gaol is also sadly deficient in accommodation, but much j 
pains have been taken by the Board of Superintendence to remedy tho evil, by erecting a | 
Day and Work-room in the Yard, and encouraging the Matron and Deputy in a zealous 
discharge of their important duty. There are only 9 Female Sleeping Cells, and one ■ 
good Day-room, for an average number of at least 40, andlhavo seen 80 Female Prisoners | 
in this Gaol. There were only 31 confined on the day of Inspection ; they were all k | 
one Class, but attended to with care by the Matron and Deputy ; they were all clothed | 
and. employed at various works. A good School is established, and some ladies occasionally ; 
visit and instruct them. . 

The Diet of this Prison is provided for by the Board with much economy, as the daily 1 
price of food per head does not exceed 3d. ; it is good in quality and served with reg alarity> 
and is inspected as the Law directs by the Chaplains in turn. The accounts of receipt 5 ; 
and issues are correctly kept, and the Legal Books provided ; and in the absence of a 
uniform system of all Prison Accounts, which is so desirable to be enforced by Teg" | 
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authority, I consider a sufficient check is preserved by the Board against any fraud being Nome Distbict. 
practised; the resident Officers, with the exception of the Governor, all receive a Prisoner’s ~r~ 

Ration per day; this practice is discontinued in many Gaols, as a bad system, and changed carsickfMgus at 
into a money allowance, which I think would be much better in every way. 

The Hospital of this Prison is small, and ill-adapted for the purposes of Separation ; Infirmary, 
there are 5 rooms, and the accommodation has hitherto proved sufficient, but should there 
be much fever or epidemic diseases, the deficiency would be severely felt. The Gaol has 
always been remarkably healthy, and much attention paid by the Medical Officer, Doctor 
M'Gowan, to the sick, as well as to preserve the health of the whole Prison by ventilation, 
cleanliness, &c., &c. The cost of Medicines for the last year is about £48, but no salary 
is paid to the Apothecary. 

The Resident and Non-resident Officers of this Gaol are zealous and attentive in their Officers, 
various Departments ; and to the Local Inspector and Governor, it is but justice to say 
we are indebted for the order and cleanliness that exist in this Prison, notwithstanding the 
generally crowded state, and the sad want of acccommodation to classify, employ, or 
separate the inmates. There is a Deputy-governor and 8 Turnkeys. They appear well- 
chosen and attentive Officers. The Chaplains take an interest in the School, and are 
attentive to the duties required from them by the Act of Parliament. The Chapel is small, 
and not sufficiently divided for classifying the Prisoners at worship. 

The Registries, Account Books, and Journals, are correctly kept, and a sufficient check, Books. 

I think, is maintained, to prevent fraud in the Diet or issue of Provisions ; however, this 
subject with a view to uniformity in all Prisons, is under . consideration, as well as the 
propriety, if not legality, of having Contracts for all Provisions, instead of a Providore 
receiving a per centage, and purchasing in the market ; the latter method may often prove 
economical, but the advantages are more than doubtful when everything is taken into 
account. The Board of Superintendence take an interest in the well-being of this Prison, 
and to their readiness at all times to provide what is required to support the Officers in the 
discharge of an arduous duty, we owe much of the regularity that exists under very 
adverse circumstances. 

The County of the Town Gaol having been abandoned as utterly unsuitable for Town Prisoners, 
discipline, the Prisoners are at present committed to the County Gaol, and are provided 
for under the same regulations as the County Gaol, and are carefully attended to. The 
Expenditure for them is repaid to the County by the Town Grand Jury. There were 
4 Town Prisoners on the day of my Inspection, and during the current year there were 
occasionally 13 of the Town Criminals confined in one day. 

In the Appendix to this Annual Report will be found the General Expenditure of the 
Gaol in detail, with the account of Works, Schooling, and Accommodation, &c., &c., of 
every Gaol in Ireland, a copy of which General Sheet is herewith sent, for the information 
of the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence. 

Ballymena Brideicell. 

This Minor Prison is kept in good order, the Furniture is complete, and no abuse exists. BallymenaBridewell. 
It is only used, like all the Quarter Sessions’ Prisons in Ireland, for temporary Confinement, 
till a final Committal to the County Gaol, and consequently the accommodation is only 
sufficient for safe-keeping and separating Males from Females. There are 2 Day-rooms, 
and 8 Cells, with Keepers’ Apartments. I found it very clean, the Regulations hung up 
in the Hall, and the Registry of Prisoners correctly kept. The Diet is Bread and Milk, 
and costs 5 id. per head per day, which is higher than the County Gaol, as there are no 
proper means of co oking the mixed Diet, or obtaining Contracts for the few Prisoners 
confined. 



Ballymoney Bridewell. 

This small Bridewell is a new building, and similar in accommodation to that at Ballymoney Bride- 
Ballymena, containing 2 Day-rooms and 8 Cells. I found it in excellent order as to w 
Cleanliness, Furniture, &c. ; the Keeper attentive to his duty and the Registry ; and 
accounts correctly kept. There were no Prisoners confined at the time of my Inspection, 
but they are regularly transmitted to the County Gaol after final_Committal, escorted by 
the Constabulary Force. 

Antrim Bridewell. 

We have now reported this place of Confinement as utterly illegal for many years, yet Antrim Bridewell, 
no step is taken to provide a suitable Prison in this Quarter Sessions’ Town, as the Prison 
Act requires. It is literally only two dark unventilated Cells under the Court House, 
without Day-rooms, Y ards, or proper separation for the sexes, and open to free intercourse 
with the people in the street or Market-house. There is a small dark Cell for Drunkards. 

Doctor White, who inspected this place of Confinement last year', states in his Report that 
he corresponded with the Magistrates upon the subject, and if this does not produce the 
remedy of erecting a new Bridewell s imil ar to Ballymoney, we cannot avoid recommending 
the abolition of so discreditable a Prison. The Registry is kept, and the Pauper Prisoners 
are fed on Bread and Milk. 
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Belfast House of Correction. 



The new House of Correction about to be erected at Belfast, will I trust be a Model 
Prison for Ireland, as no pains have been spared by the Grand Jury in procuring the best 
plans, by sending the County Surveyor to London to inspect the Model Prison there, and 
obtain all the necessary information ; and having inspected the plans myself, and witnessed 
the zeal of Mr. Langan in preparing them, I feel much gratification in reporting that in 
my opinion the liberality of the Grand Jury in presenting money for this great undertaking, 
will be repaid by the profitable System of Discipline, moral Government, and work that 
will follow on occupying the Prison. I have inspected tbe site, and consider it well-chosen 
in every respect ; the foundation is laid, and all the necessary steps taken to commence the 
work ; and I trust within two years we shall be enabled to report that no deficiency exists 
in the County of Antrim in ample and legal accommodation for Criminals of all classes. 
Provision is made for the Separate System of Discipline, and it will be satisfactory to the 
County to know, that even should that System fail in some of its great objects in London 
or Perth, or wherever it may be tried, on account of the possible injury of long continued 
Separate Confinement to the health or reformation of some Prisoners, no loss will be 
sustained by the County, as accommodation is provided for modifying or even abandoning 
perfect Separation to any extent that may be required, and the room and classification 
provided will be equally necessary for either system. 

The old House of Correction in Belfast, under all the disadvantages of insecurity, 
construction, and sadly confined accommodation for classification or discipline, continues to 
be conducted in a manner highly creditable to the Board of Superintendence and Officers 
and proves how much may be effected by the well supported zeal and intelligence of qualified 
Officers, with very inferior and deficient room in Cells for Dormitories, or Work-rooms 
for employment, exclusive of the want of a good Chapel, Hospital, Laundry, or School- 
rooms. I need not again repeat here all the deficiencies of this ill-constructed building, as 
the County has so amply and liberally provided a remedy, and I shall proceed to report 
upon the present state and management. 

There are only 36 Cells, 5 Day-rooms and 2 Yards in this Prison for an average 
daily of 95 Prisoners ; there is consequently no Classification worth speaking of, and the 
Criminals sleep 3 or 4 in a small Cell. The result of this is numerous Recommittals at a 

g 'eat expense to the County. A sound moral Discipline, and rational punishment by 
onfinement, can alone produce reformation and consequent reduction of Crime. 

Every Prisoner in this Gaol is profitably employed, except prevented by sickness. The 
principal work is stone-breaking for the streets of Belfast, and a large profit to the County 
arises from it, as all the Prisoners are sentenced to Hard Labor, and receive no share of 
their earnings. However, the advantage of the Prisoners is not lost sight of, and as far as 
practicable some useful trades are taught to the young and intelligent, viz. : Weaving, 
Tailoring, Shoe and Clog-making, and Nets ; and the Females are employed at the Laundry 
teazing hair for Upholsterers, Y eining, and other profitable work pecu liar to this District. 
I would recommend Sheds to be made in the surrounding passage, and a separate division 
in it for each Prisoner. This would enable the Governor to have work done at the stones 
during rain and cold weather, and amply repay the trifling, expense, exclusive of the 
manifest advantage of separating the Prisoners for so many hours in the day. The expense 
of 60 separate Sheds, executed in a rough and cheap manner would not exceed £70, and for 
the ensuing two years, till the new Prison is ready it would amply repay the expenditure. 

A good School is established, and much improvement I found to be the result from 
personal examination, and the reports of the Registry ; each Turnkey instructs his own 
Llass, and my experience is that it is an effectual mode when the Turnkeys are qualified. 
It has the advantage of not assembling the Prisoners altogether, in' the Chapel, (a common 
practice), or otherwise employing at some expense to the County an extra Officer, who 
goes from Class to Class, and mterferes with the work of each at different hours. The 
Prisoners are all clothed from materials made in the Gaol at a cost of about 10s. per suit. 

liie Registries, Books, and Accounts of this Gaol are correctly kept, and an efficient 
check provided for the issue of Provisions and other articles of consumption. There is a 
?i?°Tv°r 6 ■ • established, the Legal Regulations are posted up in the Prison, and 

the Dietary jg provided for economically, and cooked by steam ; a Providore is employed, 
o purchase the Provisions in the market, and the expenditure per head per day does not 
exceed 3^., which is very moderate, however valuable in many respects the general system 
S . ontracts ma y be found.

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Matrons are calculated to improve them. Some ladies of Belfast visit these Classes and 
if persevered in, it is certain of producing much benefit in a moral point of view 

The Officers of this Prison are remarkable for their zealous attention to all their duties • 
the Governor is a well qualified Officer, and in my judgment fully competent to undertake 
the Management of the new Gaol. The Chaplains attend to their relio-ious dutv as the 
Law directs, and take an interest in the School, and the moral Government of the inmates 
The Turnkeys appear to me wed-chosen Officers, and the Local Inspector acts under the 
Board of Superintendence, as an efficient check over the expenditure and all the discipline 
and duty in the Prison. * 

The Medical Officer attends carefully to the sick, and it is very creditable to this 
Department that so little disease exists, in the absence of all proper Hospital accommodation 
that the Law requires. The charge for Medicine is only £33 for the year, which is 
moderate when compared with other Gaols. ' 

The Prison is kept very clean ; ..the Prisoners are all clothed in a Gaol dress ; and the 
Board of Superintendence meet regularly, and take much interest in all the details of the 
entire Institution. There were no complaints on the part of the Prisoners. 

For all the minute details of work and expenditure in this Gaol, &c., &c'., I refer to the 
extensive Appendix to the General Report, a copy of which accompanies this account of the 
state of the Belfast House of Correction. 

On the day of my Inspection, in November, 1842, there were 62 Males and 24 Females 
confined. 



Belfast District Lunatic Asylum. 

This Asylum for the Lunatic Poor of the Counties of Antrim and Down, including the 
Town of Carrickfergus, continues to be found a most valuable Establishment, and the 
addition made six years since, has enabled the Board of Governors to admit all recent cases 
tt- k-r? naC fr an< * ? an 7 County Gaols, ordered to be received by Warrant from 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. However, it does not yet appear that the District 
Asylums are large enough to provide for all the Lunatic Poor as well as Idiots in their 
Counties, and it would be desirable that a Wing should be added to each Asylum for 
incurable cases ; should this be effected, ample provision would be made for all the L unat ic 
and Idiotic Poor in Ireland, which I believe would he unexampled in any other country 
in Europe. J 

I found this Institution in excellent order as to cleanliness, land care of the Patients, 
out and indoor employment for each sex, and the proportion of Patients sent out cured and 
convalescent fully equal to former years. The state of the Asylum is highly creditable to 
Doctor Stewart the Manager, and the Female Department is equally so to the Matron. 
There were no Patients under restraint, and the system is conducted on the sound principles 
of kindness, constant inspection by the Manager and well-chosen Officers, and above all, 
employment, especially in Horticulture, and Farm Work, with the usual attention of the 
Medical Officer to all cases requiring his directions and professional aid. Such a system 
should not be departed from without strong grounds, and I am quite satisfied that whatever 
improvement may be made in these establishments by reducing the Expenditure, on all 
other points they are arranged on the soundest principles known, viz. : that of a resident 
moral Manager, giving his whole time to the moral restraint, care, and employment of 
the Patients, a Board, of Governors, and a Medical Officer, having authority, (which 
he possesses,) to give instructions to the Manager for the treatment of any or all of the 
Patients. 

A School has been established at the Armagh Asylum for instructing all the capable 
Patients in reading and writing, and the success of this system is reported to me as 
very great indeed as to proficiency and the good effects on the minds and habits of the 
inmates. F or the present I can only say, it is worth the consideration and inquiry of other 
Asylums. 

The Board of Governors meet monthly, to settle the accounts, to regulate admissions, 
and decide upon all points of detail ; and their gratuitous and benevolent attention to all the 
interests of the Asylum is very valuable. 

The District Asylums in Ireland are all erected on the same plan, viz. : 4 large Wings 
extending from the centre, with Cells, Day-rooms, Keepers’ apartment, Laundry, Cook- 
house and Manager’s apartments, with a room or part of one allocated for an Hospital. 
From 12 to 20 acres are attached to each Asylum, worked entirely by the Patients, under 
the direction of a Gardiner. Too much value cannot be placed on this mode of employing 
the Male Patients, which all the Medical Officers bear full testimony to. 

The Books are kept with care here, as in all the District Asylums, and I have no 
suggestion to make on this subject, except the necessity of reducing the expenditure as far 
as practicable ; I do not feel myself justified in proposing any specified reduction, as the 
necessary expenditure in these peculiar Institutions for the cure of disease is different from 
other Pauper Establishments; I would, however, state for consideration, that perhaps 
some saving might be made in the number of Keepers for Incurable and Idiot cases, and 
also in their Diet, as such Patients cease to be objects of cure, and therefore only subjects 
for the treatment and Diet of a Poor-house. 

Contracts are made for most of the Provisions and articles of issue ; generally speaking, 
the System of Contracts cannot safely be departed from.

The employment exclusive of Garden and Farm-work, consists of Weaving, Spinning, 
Shoe-making, Tailoring, making and mending the Clothing, and assisting the servants 
generally in the house ; and 188 were thus employed on the day of Inspection, out of 246 
Inmates ; 60 of the Males were at Garden work. 

Gas-light has been introduced since last Inspection through the whole ot this institution, 
which is valuable in point of cleanliness, safety, and general utility, and probably not more 
expensive than candles. A Steam Boiler for the Kitchen and Laundry has also been 
erected in the last year, causing a saving in the consumption of fuel. Some of the Day- 
rooms and Corridors are heated by Hot-water Pipes ; but the Manager does not place 
much value on this expensive apparatus.

County of Armagh Gaol at Armagh. 



This is the only remaining County Gaol in Ireland, that has not been added to by 
increased accommodation, so as to meet the wants of the County, and most of the modern 
improvements in Prison Discipline ; for some years past the Grand Jury have been 
convinced of the absolute necessity of a large addition in order to comply with the Prison 
Act, and the improvements in all the neighbouring Gaols ; Plans have been procured from 
eminent Architects, and approved of by the Government, and the Judges of Assize have 
called upon the Grand Jury to provide against this growing evil by a Presentment for tie 
new Gaol. As yet, however, nothing effectual has been accomplished ; and I fear tie 
Spring Assizes of 1843 may again witness a disappointment on this important subject 
We have now so often called upon the Grand Jury to assist us, that little remains in our 
power to do beyond again placing on record for the information _ of the Grand Jury ana 
Board of Superintendence the utter inefficiency of the present buildings, and the imposa- j 
bility of carrying on any sound system of Classification, Employment, Moral Government, j 
or Separation with them, and we submit for the favorable consideration of the Judge at 
the Assizes, that some step should he taken to remedy the existing evils. ; 

It is but justice to the Officers of the establishment to report favorably of the general ; 
order and cleanliness preserved under the circumstances, where Prisoners of all grades of ; 
crime are unavoidably congregated together at work, at meals, and in the Cells at night, 
there being only 18 Cells, in which from 3 to 6 sleep together, according to the crowded 
state of the Prison, and the remainder are collected in rooms never intended for Criminals. 

There are 50 Debtors, which is far more than there is room for in apartments allotted to 
that class. The County Grand Jury are indebted to the zeal, intelligence, and exertions, 
of Doctor Kidd, the Local Inspector, for the preservation of anything like economy an 
order in this sad state of things, as, without such an Officer, possessing the confidence of 
the County, with power to decide on any emergency, I would apprehend some fatality 
occurring, from the crowding and occasional discontent of the Prisoners ; and as it is useless 
for me to suggest improvements where no means exist for carrying them into execution, 
shall proceed to report on the present state of the different Departments. _ . . 

There were 127 Prisoners confined on the day of my Inspection, viz., 54 Male CruukialS' 
24 Females, and 48 Debtors, and the accommodation provided for them consists of 18 Cells. 

8 Day-rooms, 8 Yards, 12 Solitary Cells, and some rooms for Debtors, and indiscriminately 
used for all, as the crowded state of the Prison requires. There are also separate Hospital* 
for the sexes, with 2 rooms in each, a badly constructed Chapel, some Store-rooms, and » ;

Doctor Kidd has made 
arrangements to prevent the recurrence of short weights in the issue of Bread ; but in 
these small Prisons I fear we cannot establish a mixed diet without larger Kitchens and an 
allowance of fuel for the purpose, cleanliness is also better preserved by the Bread diet- 
however, if the Grand Jury approve of it, I will assist in the adoption of a general system 
to this effect.

The details of all the Expenditure of tins and the other District Asylums will be found 
in our general Appendix. 

I inspected Mr. Allen’s private Lunatic Asylum at Loughgall, near Armagh, and found Allen’s Private 
he was making preparations by additional buildings for an extension of the establishment. Lunatic As y’ um - 
He is about taking out a License under the Act of last Sessions, placing these Institutions 
under more minute and detailed Inspection by us as Commissioners. 

There are at present 1 9 Patients in this private Institution ; I saw them all, and have no 
reason to suspect any abuse exists, but certainly at present there is not sufficient accommoda- 
tion for Day-rooms and Dormitories. He has a large farm attached to the Asylum, and 
employs 2 Male, and 2 Female Keepers ; however, the Institution will be inspected under 
the new Act, within six months, and as the License will be in force, and the new system 
then commenced, a Report will be made to Government, as that Act requires, and as to 
how far it is complied with in every particular.

County of Cavan Gaol at Cavan. 

Since the addition has been made to the old ill-constructed Gaol, sufficient Cells are County of Cavan 
provided to separate each Prisoner at night, except the Females and Debtors, and to Gao1- 
employ them in small Classes during the day-time at various works, so that for some years 
past a manifest improvement has been made in all the details of Discipline, and the general 
state of the Prison is highly creditable to the Board of Superintendence, who meet regularly 
and take much interest in the Establishment. Any defects in the strict compliance with 
the Prison Act, is to be attributed to the want of accommodation, and not to the Officers ; 
and if the Grand Jury can supply the additional Cells for Female Prisoners, Sheds for 
separate work in the Yards, an efficient Hospital, and a few large ventilated Cells for 
Separation, all of which tilings are submitted for consideration in this Report, I have no 
doubt that the zeal and intelligence of the Governor, supported as he is by the Board of 
Superintendence, and the daily inspection and aid of the Local Inspector, this Prison 
would class amongst our first Gaols for an enlightened System of Discipline and good order, 
calculated to reduce crime, and improve the habits of the inmates ; much has been already 
performed to this end in every department. 

There were 125 Prisoners confined on the day of my Inspection, 60 of whom were 
Male Criminals, and 21 Female ; the remainder was composed of 37 Debtors, and 7 
Lunatics and Idiots. 

The accommodation afforded for the above numbers is as follows, viz 68 single Sleeping Classification and 

Cells, 6 badly ventilated Solitary Cells, 8 Day-rooms, 4 Work-rooms, 11 Yards, a well-divided Accommodation. 
Chapel, with 3 rooms used as an Hospital, without convalescent yards or other suitable ac- 
commodation of baths or proper separation. For the Females there are two Day-rooms and 
4 of the same size used as Dormitories, with a Laundry and Matron’s room. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is manifest, that about 20 Cells should be added to the Female Department, 
to enable the Matron to separate the Prisoners at night, and another Day-room, more 
effectually to classify them during the day; all which is as necessary for Females as Male 
Prisoners, and equally required by Law. It also appears, that a new and well-divided 
Hospital is much wanted, and I would strongly recommend these things to the immediate 
consideration of the Grand Jury.

I met some of the Board of Superintendence at my inspection, and also strongly recoin, 
mended some Sheds to be erected in the Yards, divided so as to enable each Prisoner to 
work separately, at stone-breaking or other employment. This can be done at a very little 
expense, probably not exceeding £50, and it would at once enable the Governor to com. 
mence a system of separation by day as -well as night, and thus, in a considerable degree, 
give effect to the Act for Separation of Prisoners passed last Sessions, 1 here are at pre- 

sent 4 Male Classes, 2 Female, and 2 Debtors’. -The average number daily in Prison is 
142, and the Recommittals for the last year have been 33. 

The employment consists of stone-breaking for the roads, -which pays some profit; but 
Trades are also taught to a few of the younger Prisoners— 16 of such have- been- enabled 
from instruction in the Gaol, as Tailors, Shoe or Clogmakers, to earn their bread if so 
'disposed ; and it is to be hoped that many would take advantage- of it There is also a 
Tread-wheel for the hard-labor sentences. A considerable degree of silence is preserved, 
and a good School is established, under the care of a Master, for 2 hours each day. I think 
this department is much improved since last inspection. 

The Female Department has been conducted in the original Hospital for some years, 
which the Surgeon permitted till a new Hospital should be erected. No alteration has 
taken place in the accommodation to fit it up with Cells for the Females, and, consequently, 
they remain sleeping in large Dormitories, and congregated in two Day-rooms. Under 
such adverse circumstances, no department could be better managed than this has been for 
some real's. The Board have taken care to procure a qualified Matron and Deputy, who 
devote their time and capacity entirely to a zealous discharge of their duty. The conse- 
quence is, that School instruction, work, and moral government, are strictly pursued, and 
were there Cells, &c., for separation, it would become an example to other Gaols. There 
is a Laundry. The Prisoners are all clothed in a Prison Dress, and I would urge, on the 
favorable consideration of tbe Grand Jury, not to let the next Assizes pass over without a 
presentment for these additions to the F emale Classes. 

The Diet of this Gaol is according to Law, and provided at a very moderate expense. 
I think it will not exceed this year 2 \d. per head per day. The Male_ Prisoners- eat their 
meals in their Cells, which, exclusive of the austere silence and rational punishment it 
conveys, leaves the Turnkeys free from inspection to eat their own meals. The Food is 
supplied by Contract, and a proper check is kept on the daily issue. 

The Local Inspector and Governor are zealous and attentive Officers, and to them we 
owe the general state of discipline, cleanliness, and good order this Gaol is always found 
in. The Chaplains attend to their duties, but it is right to remark that Dr. White’s obser- 
vations in last year’s Report, as to the Roman Catholic Chaplain having his worship on 
Saturday instead of Sunday, has not been altered, and I would submit that the salary 
should not be granted till this deviation from the Law is corrected. It may be a great con- 
venience, as stated, to tbe Clergyman, but it is a great inconvenience to the Gaol Officers, 
calling the Prisoners away on a week-day from their avocations, independent of which it is 
illegal and unseemly. 

There are seven Turnkeys in this Prison, and, generally speaking, they are well chosen 
and attentive. However, these subordinate Officers possess much power to do good or 
mischief, and there cannot be too much pains taken to elect qualified persons, whose moral 
character and zeal would assist the Governor in discipline and good order. During the 
work-hours, two Classes are collected under one Turnkey, to secure constant inspection, 
which is a good rule when there are not sufficient Sub-officers. 

A new Hospital should he erected ; only three rooms are at present allocated for this pur- 
pose, at the top of the centre house. There are no Yards or Baths, or proper separation 
for Male and Female Prisoners. The cost of Medicines is only £34 for last year. The 
health of the inmates of this Gaol is highly creditable to the Medical Officer whose zeal- 
ous attention to the duty has always been reported on by ns. 

The Books, Registries, and Accounts, are very correctly kept, under the- care and su- 
perintendence of the Governor. There is an efficient check on all issues from the Stores 
or Contractors, and I believe no fraud whatever exists. There is a good Code of By-Laws, 
and the Board meet Monthly for all Prison purposes, and pay all bills and salaries half- 
yearly. 

There are very few punishments necessary ; the Prisoners are all clothed in a Gaol 
Dress, and there were no complaints. The fuel is Turf, and is a considerable expense 
compared with some other Gaols. The cost this year will be about £184.

These three Minor Prisons, for the temporary confinement of Prisoners till committed 
finally to the County Gaol, are kept clean and regular, under the care of correct Keepers. 
\°n r 6C * a su PP^y °P any Furniture or Blankets required, and they have been issued by 
the Governor of the County Gaol, which is the practice in all Counties where the Boards 
of Superintendence take charge of the Quarter Sessions’ Bridewells. The Registries are 
properly kept, and sent Quarterly to our Office for examination previous to payment. The 
Pauper Prisoners are fed now at the moderate expense of 6d. per day, considering the 
necessity of giving bread and milk, as no means of cooking is provided. 

Ike Governor of the County Gaol informs me, that it is intended by the Grand Jury 
to sink a pump and repair the sewers of BaUycounell and Bailieboro’ Bridewells. There 
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are in each of these Prisons 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, with a few Cells for temporary deten- 
tion at Sessions or for further examination, and the Males and Females are kept sepa- 
rate, as the Law directs.

County of Donegal Gaol at Lifford. 

We have been in the habit of reporting very favorably on the Discipline carried on in 
this County Gaol for many years. It was amongst the first after our appointment in 1820, 
to abandon gradually the evil habits that existed then in almost every Gaol in Ireland,, 
which our Reports of that day will testify. Modern improvements are still going on in 
the arduous undertaking of making Prisons schools of moral government and reformation ; 
but it is necessarily a gradual process, and it is equally necessary to examine each improve- 
ment put forward by the friends of Prison Discipline, before an expensive experiment is 
tried: and I doubt not that the Grand Jury of Donegal County will adopt the Separate 
System, or any other sound principle, as soon as the 'merits of it shall be unquestionably 
proved. The question of total separation of each Prisoner day and night in large Cells, is 
surrounded with some difficulties, and much difference of opinion ; and I mention this as a 
sufficient excuse for the Grand Jury not entering at once on a new system, till the value of 
it is proved ; however, it is my duty to state, that I am convinced of its value under many 
modifications, as to its strictness, and especially as to applying it to all Prisoners. I shall 
be ready to give my detailed views on the subject, whenever called upon by the Grand 
Jury, or Board of Superintendence, and will also submit the most economical mode of 
carrying it into effect in Lifford Gaol, and in the meantime only wish to say, that the 
non-adoption of it at present has by no means lessened my high opinion of the Gaol, and 
the moral and excellent system pursued in it. 

My suggestions for improvements have always met with support in this County, and in 
the course of this Report, I will submit for favorable consideration such matters as appear 
to me advantageous. 

Crime appears evidently diminishing in this County, so far as the Gaol Records afford 
a criterion to judge by. There were only 68 Prisoners confined on the day of my Inspec- 
tion, consisting of 46 Males, 12 Females, 7 Debtors, and 3 Lunatics. The average number 
for the present year is 90, and much more for former years. The Recommittals also are 
only 6, which is a manifest proof of less crime, and very creditable to the Discip lin e 
pursued. 

The accommodation afforded consists of 85 single Cells, 1 1 Day -rooms, 6 Work-rooms, 
4 Solitary Cells, a well divided Chapel for Classes, and Hospital rooms for Males and 
Females. There are also a general Kitchen, Debtors’ apartments, and Store-rooms. There 
are 5 Male Classes preserved at present, under the constant inspection of Turnkeys, and 
the whole Prison is remarkable for neatness, cleanliness, and good order. Silence is 
preserved to a great extent, with as little punishment as such a system admits of. 

The Prisoners are all employed, but chiefly at Stone-breaking this year, as there is no 
sale for goods made in the Prison at present, except what is manufactured for the use of 
the Gaol ; for this purpose Tradesmen who are Prisoners are invariably employed, and a 
saving to the County arises from it ; however, some attempts are made at instructing the 
younger Prisoners, and 2 of them learned something from a Tin-worker who was confined, 
and could earn their bread as journeymen when they left Prison. Bone-breaking for 
manure is also annually carried on, and a profit arises from it, but the Stone-breaking 
does not pay. Where profits arise one-third is paid to the Prisoners as the Law directs. 
Two Looms are now at work, and should an opening; offer for the sale of manufactures in 
this locality, an attempt will be made to benefit the County and the Prisoners thereby. 

There is no Tread- wheel in this Gaol, and those sentenced to Hard Labor are required 
to finish more work than others to execute the sentence. A daily School is established in 
each ward for an hour under the care of the Turnkeys, a proper registry of it is kept, and 
much improvement has taken place. There are Sheds for work in two of the Yards, and 
in the absence of complete Separation day and night in large ventilated Cells, I would 
submit that two more Yards should have Sheds erected in them, and that all the Sheds 
should be divided into Compartments by a brick partition, and thus separation by day at 
work would be fully effected ; if to this were added the wholesome and austere practice of 
the Prisoners eating their meals in their Cells, I think practical separation from all evil 
communication amongst Prisoners would be gained, and at present 1 am not prepared to 
press it further. 

This Class of Prisoners are attended to by a competent Matron ; they are all clothed in 
a Prison dress, employed at various works, though not profitable ; they also receive School 
instruction, and are divided into two Classes. There were only 12 confined at my Inspec- 
tion, and 6 of these were for breaches of the Revenue Laws. The average number of Females 
confined is 15, their apartments are in the old Gaol, and if the tier of Cells now occupied 
partly as stores were added to their accommodation, each would have a separate Cell to 
to sleep in. 

The food of this Prison is economically provided for, by Contracts, and the cost per 
head per day, will not this year exceed 3d. The Prisoners eat their meals in Classes 
under the inspection of a Turnkey, and are served with regularity, and a sufficient check is 
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Infirmary.

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established for the issue of all Provisions, &c. The Resident Officers receive Rations i 
each day ; the Salaries are, however, moderate, and unless these Rations are changed into ‘ 
a money allowance, the abolition of them, if deemed necessary, would be an injury to the 
individual; Rations are abolishing gradually in other Gaols, and I submit the subject fa 
consideration, as also the habit of allowing 6d. per week to Wardsmen and Cooks; 1 believe 
no Provision is made by Law for this last practice, and I submit that it may be given up, . 
as I have recommended elsewhere. _ 

The Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Clerk, is too well known to the Grand Jury as a 
valuable Public Officer, to require any remark from me in addition to former Reports, than 
to bear my testimony to his continued zeal in the cause of Prison Discipline, and his 
intelligence on the subject. The Governor is an excellent Officer, and a good Disciplinarian. 
There’ is no Deputy, but 6 Turnkeys are found sufficient for inspection. I examined these 
Officers, and found them qualified for their important duties ; they are clothed in uniform. ’ 
and 4 of them are Tradesmen ; they do not all sleep in the Prison ; I would recommend (if 
practicable) that rooms should he allocated to them. There are 3 Chaplains, who alternately 
inspect the Provisions, and attend to their Clerical duties as the Law directs. 

The Infirmary is attached to the Gaol in the semicircular building, which is not usual, 
separate buildings being found more convenient and safe. The rooms are kept remarkably 
cleau and ventilated, and the Medical Officer reports the general health of the Prisoners 
to have been good within the last year ; the average number in the Hospital daily does 
not exceed 3, and the expense for Medicine is unusually moderate, not exceeding £6 for 
the current year. The Apothecary is only paid £15 annually for compounding the 
Medicino. 

I examined the Books, Registries, and Accounts, of this Gaol with great care, and found 
them carefully and neatly kept, and with as much minuteness in the various items as is 
practicable in the absence of a uniform system of Accounts for all the Irish Prisons, which 
arrangement is in progress, and I trust will soon be universally adopted. I believe no 
error whatsoever exists ; but as some representations had been made by a Grand Juror 
to the Irish Government, relative to presentments being made to the Board of Superinten- 
dence for Gaol purposes, which did not legitimately belong to the Prison Departments, 
and also a statement that Contracts were not made for Provisions, &c., by the Grand Jury 
or Board of Superintendence, but that a Providore purchased these things in the market, 5 
and received a per centage for lib trouble, I was directed by the Chief Secretary to inquire I 
into these matters, and they were also referred to the Board of Superintendence ; I did | 
inquire fully into the Accounts, and the Board also made a Report to Government on the | 
subject ; I can only repeat that I found the Accounts and Returns of Expenditure in | 
every respect correct and just, and Contracts have now been made for some years, instead f 
of a Providore ; however, a Providore is still employed in many of the Northern Gaols, 
with advantage as to economy, and I have reason to believe it is not illegal to do so, how- | 
ever expedient it may be to avoid it on general principles. 

As to some presentments being made to the Board by the Grand Jury, for Gaol purposes. | 
not legitimately belonging to the Prison Department, I can only say that if it be done, it is i 
calculated to confuse our accounts to Parliament in our Appendix of all Gaol expenses, and it f 
is most desirable to avoid it. I trust the Grand Jury will not, however, suppose that we desire 
to interfere with their functions. By-laws are established, and all Prison expenses paid * 
monthly by the Board of Superintendence ; as the money is now presented in advance, which , 
caused the appearance of double salaries being presented for in one year, when this system 
commenced, though in reality it was only paying Officers for the current half year, instead j 
of their being subject, as formerly, to be half a year in arrear, If I have not sufficiently !• 
explained these matters, I shall willingly attend at the Assizes, or at any other time I may j 
he required. . 

The Grand Jury will find in our general Appendix a minute account of the Expenditure 
of this Prison, and I submit that a Prison dress may be provided for all Prisoners. ( 

There are nine Idiots and Lunatics in the old Gaol at Lifford, but they are to be removed . 
to the P oor Houses this Summer, aud it is therefore unnecessary to urge their removal to 
the Derry Asylum, already too crowded. They are fed and clothed under the care of a 
very humane Keeper; but the basement story of the old Prison, under the Court House, 
is a very unsuitable place for them, the Cells being dark and not well ventilated. However, 
they have always been in good health, and are carefully attended to by the Medical Officer 
of the Gaol, and the Local Inspector,

This Minor Prison at. the Quarter Sessions Town, for temporary confinement ol 
Prisoners till finally committed to the County Gaol at Lifford, is kept in good order by an 
efficient Keeper. The Registry is correctly kept, the Pauper Prisoners are fed at a 
moderate expense, and the accommodation is sufficient for separating the sexes. It consists 
ot 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 5 Cells, and is furnished from the County Gaol with all 
requisites. 

Donegal Bridewell. 

This remote Bridewell has been always reported by us as deficient in Legal accommoda- 
tion, and not large enough for the wants of the district. It contains only 1 Day-room and 
6 small Cells ; the Yards are too small, and the Pump is out of order. A new Bride*® 
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should be at once erected, to contain 2 Day-rooms, and 7 or 8 Cells, ■with 2 large Yards North Disthict. 
for exercise ; otherwise it ought to be abolished as a place of Confinement. The Keeper — 7 

is an attentive good Officer, the Pauper Prisoners are fed, and the Registry correctly kept. I)one S al Bridewell. 

Buncrana Bridewell. 

This new Bridewell I found on Inspection in very neat order, consisting of 2 Day-rooms, Buncrana Bridewell. 
4 Cells, and 2 Yards. The Furniture is complete, the Registry correctly kept, and the 
Pauper Prisoners fed, under the care of a qualified Keeper, and the Local Inspector takes 
an interest in this establishment.

County of Down Gaol at Downpatrick. 

This extensive County Gaol has been erected within twenty years, notwithstanding County of Down 
which many defects in its structure exist, especially in the want of sufficient light in the G* 0 } at Down- 
Dav-rooms, Passages, and Cells, in the want of facility of inspection, and the small size of patnck ' 
the Cells. The Architect seemed to have planned it more for security than moral govern- 
ment ; however, it only remains for the Officers to make the best of what we possess, and 
it is fortunate for the County that the Governor, Mr. Rowan, is highly qualified for this 
task, and has at all times since his appointment made the best arrangements for Classifica- 
tion and Discipline, and much good has been effected in the way of secondary punishment 
and reformation of individual Prisoners. The best remedy I can suggest at present, con- 
sistent with economy, is to erect Sheds in 3 or 4 of the Yards, as in many of the Northern 
Gaols, with a slight division for each Prisoner, for stone or bone breaking, which is the 
chief employment at present ; and should these be made large enough, and built up here- 
after in front with a door and window, they would become Work-rooms by day for 40 or 
50 Criminals, under constant inspection and separation, and the expense would not exceed 
£100. The Prisoners could thus work at stones or other coarse employment in wet wea- 
ther. But the permanent alteration I would submit for consideration is, making two small 
Cells into one large one, for 50 Prisoners, and heating these with hot air by pipes from 
stoves, and thus prepare for the Separate System, under the Act of last Sessions, which is 
practised now in Glasgow, Perth, and the London Model Prison, and is likely, under cer- 
tain modifications, to become the most approved method of treating Prisoners with a view 
to reformation. It is, however, to be remembered, that such separation, without employ- 
ment, books, and constant inspection, is illegal, and certainly cannot tend to produce good 
effects. 

I shall proceed to detail the system pursued in this Gaol, and report how far the Law is 
complied with in each Department. 

There are 200 small single Cells, which, were they large enough, is ample accommodar- Accommodation and 
tion for the average number of Prisoners. There are 14 Day-rooms and Yards, 27 small a3S1 
Workshops, 2 Hospitals, a well divided Chapel as far as classes, with 16 small solitary 
Cells, not heated or prepared for executing a sentence, but merely fit and used for Prison 
punishments — not exceeding 3 days. To enable the Governor to apply the modern system 
of discipline, the Cells should be enlarged, the Yards, Hospitals, and Chapels divided into 
far more minute compartments, and in any case I would suggest that the solitary Cells 
should be heated and enlarged and the Day-rooms boarded. The average number confined 
daily is 194. The number on the day of my inspection was 171, and the Recommittals 
■within the year, 94. The number of Debtors confined on the day of my inspection was 
49, which is a large proportion indeed ; but I trust that this extensive occupation of our 
Gaols, by almost irresponsible Prisoners, under little control, will be gradually abolished, 
and the accommodation made available for Criminal Discipline. At present there are six 
Classes for Males, and four for Females, exclusive of which the Governor is trying the 
Separate System with 9 or 10 Criminals, chosen by him as likely to be benefitted. I, how- 
ever, informed him that it was illegal, without the extension of large and ventilated Cells, 
employment for each Criminal, the use of books, and final approval and order of His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant in Council, and I called his attention to the Act of Par- 
liament legalising separation on certain conditions. The younger Boys are kept separate 
from Adults. . 

Every Prisoner in this Gaol is employed chiefly at stone and freestone breaking ; how- Jw' ment “" d 
ever, occasionally, Carpenters, Tailors, and Shoemakers are put to work for the use of 
the Prison, weaving, flax-dressing, in all its process, and bruising oats, are also occasional 
employments, but the regular system of partially teaching Boys and Young Men Trades 
is not continued ; — work, to prevent the ill effects of idleness is. very valuably and also as 
a profit to the County, in some degree to repay the expense, as in Glasgow. But I cannot 
abandon the idea of the value of instructing all the youths, confined under sentence as 
Criminals, in some useful trade to enable them (if reformed) to earn their bread, or to make 
them useful members of society as emigrants. It must have a. tendency to raise, these 
youths in their own estimation, and encourage them to abandon vice and adopt an indus- 
trious course. This joined with School-instruction, and the moral and religious admonition 
of the Chaplains and Governor, I apprehend to be the best mode calculated to reform e 
Criminals. There is a Tread- wheel with separation on it for each Prisoner. 

A good School is . established, and much benefit derived from it, under a Schoolmaster, 
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aided by the Turnkeys, and inspected carefully by the Governor and Chaplains : a good f 
Registry is kept of improvements, and 30 Prisoners were this year taught to read, who 
were utterly ignorant. The Prisoners are all clothed at a moderate expense, and the a*, 
terials partly manufactured in the Prison : a considerable degree of silence is preserved by 
the Officers in the Classes, and the Gaol is clean and regular, under a code of By-Laws, 
which are not yet sanctioned by the Grand Jury and Judges. _ 

The Females are divided into 4 Classes, under two_ Matrons, m a wing of the Gaol 
allocated to them, and the separation from the Male Prison, as required by Law, is com- 
plied with. They are clothed, employed, and receive school-instruction, and I would hope 
some good as to reformation is going on. I would, however, be disposed to recommend in 
the absence of total separation, that the two Classes should be joined together in the hours 
of Work and School, so as to secure the constant inspection of a Female Officer in those 
hours; and this is the more desirable, as each Female Prisoner has the advantage of a ' 
separate Cell at night, which is unusual from want of room. The average number of 
Females is 50, and they have all a Prison Dress as well as the Males. 

The Diet of the Prisoners is served with regularity, and very economically provided 
for, and inspected by the Chaplains, and the accounts kept in a well-arranged set of books, 
-with sufficient checks against fraudulent issues or false entries. Contracts are not made 
for every article of consumption: the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence consider- 
ino- it more economical to purchase some things in the market and pay a Providore. The 
Contracts for Milk, Potatoes, and Bread, are made monthly, and the expense is 3 d. per 
head per day. The Prisoners eat their meals separately in their Dells, which preserves a 
partial separation, silence, and time for the Turnkeys to be absent at their meals without 
inconvenience. The Registries and Work Accounts, with the School Registries, Punish 
ment Book and Journals, are carefully and neatly kept. 

I have already stated the Governor to be a valuable and excellent Public Officer, and 
we have frequently had opportunities of stating our opinion, that the Grand J ury was 
fortunate in obtaining his services. There is no Loom. Inspector, and in this case it is 
unnecessary. The 3 Chaplains attend to their various duties, and the Turnkeys (10 in 
number) are, for the most part, well selected. There is a Deputy-Governor also, lately 
promoted in the Gaol, and he is reported by the Governor as a good and trust-worthy 
Officer. 

There are separate Infirmaries for the sexes, with sufficient accommodation for all ordi- 
nary occasions. It is remarkably well attended to by the Medical Officer, who reports j 
that only 64 patients were admitted in the year, though many others were prescribed for, t 
and that no epidemic or fever prevailed. The expense of Medicines was very moderate, ; 
being only £16 in the year. An Apothecary is paid a salary, and the medicines procured : 
in Dublin, and prepared in the Gaol as prescribed. 

A few Members of the Board of Superintendence met me on the day of my inspection: 
they meet monthly, at the Gaol, and pay all the accounts quarterly. If it is practicable, 

I would recommend additional accommodation for the Governor, whose apartments are toe 
confined, and ill-adapted for inspection. 

I refer to the General Appendix, to the expenses and other details, a copy of which 
accompanies this Report. 



Newry Bridewell. 

Newry Bridewell. I found this small Prison in good order, and the Registry and Accounts correctly kept. 
The Diet 5 d. per head per day, which is not unreasonable, considering that no contracts 
can be made for the small number of Prisoners, and that no means of cooking provisions is 
provided : bread and milk is necessarily the diet, and is the best for these minor Prisons. ! 

I stall am of opinion, and submit it again for the consideration of the Grand Jury, that 
a Bridewell should be erected in the rere of the New Court House. However, if this is : 
not approved of, the present Prison (which was formerly the Custom House), can be fitted . 
up as a good Bridewell, as there is sufficient ground, and two good Yards. The accommo* ’ 
dation at present consists of six large boarded rooms, and by altering them into 2 Day \ 
rooms and 15 Cells, it would supply the wants of this large town, at an expense of about 
£400, and the only inconvenience then would be the distance from the Court House. It 
is an unsafe Prison in its present state, and escapes are constantly attempted. A sum of , 
£600 was presented lately to erect a Bridewell under the Court House, but this was . 
abandoned on account of the Inspectors-General of Prisons objecting to the site, as under 
the level of adjoining ground, and, consequently, illegal, and the fear of its proving un- 
healthy from want of light and ventilation. I trust this sum may still be available for ibis 
important purpose of altering the present Bridewell, and submit it again for consideration 
by the Grand Jury. 

The roof requires pointing, and the ceilings are out of repair.

County of Fermanagh Gaol at Enniskillen. 

C°unty Fc r mariagh An addition to this County Prison has been presented for by the Grand Jury, and the 

ao a nms- en. Plans are approved, of by the Government. The work will commence this spring, so that 

it is unnecessary this year to report upon the want of accommodation in Cells, Hospital, and 
a well divided Chapel, I shall therefore only state that the Grand Jury have liberally pro* 
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vided for these deficiencies, and I hare no doubt from the efficiency of the Governor, and Noutb Disteict, 
the exertions already made by him. with the bad accommodation he has, that the County _ ~ 

will be amply repaid for this expenditure, by the increased discipline and good order of the Gaol at Ennbtifcn. 
Establishment. 

The present accommodation consists of 32 Cells, 5 Day -rooms, 5 Yards, and 4 Wash- Classification and 
rooms, with a few Debtors’ rooms, 3 rooms allocated for an Hospital, and 1 for a Chapel, Accommodation, 
for a daily average of 1 03 Prisoners ; on the day of my Inspection there were 114 confined, 

T ; z . 38 Male Criminals, 24 Females, 44 Debtors, and 8 Lunatics. There are 3 Male 

Classes continually under the inspection of a Turnkey to each, and pains are taken to 
preserve as much silence and order as the crowded state of each Class will admit of, and the 
entire Prison is kept remarkably clean. 

The Prisoners are employed at Stone-breaking chiefly, but an attempt at Trades has not Employment and 
been overlooked, and a few Weavers, Tailors, and Shoemakers, have been at work during School, 
the year, and some profitable work executed for the Gaol ; by the Return given to me, it 
appears that at least £91 has been saved to the County in this way, but there are no 
profits from the Stone-breaking. There is a Tread-wheel for Hard Labor sentences, 
and a good School is established under the care of a Master. 

A Matron has been appointed, and she takes pains to instruct the inmates at School, Females. 

Needle- Work, &c, but from the want of Rooms and Cells, there is but one Class, for an 
averao-e of 26 Females daily, consequently they are congregated together by day and night, 
and much good cannot arise from such a system. There is no regular Prison Dress. 

The Diet will cost this year about 3f d. per head per day, it is served with order in Dietary. 

Classes, and mostly purchased in the market by a Providore, as in many of the Northern 
Gaols ; however, this system is gradually giving way to Contracts for every article ; I do 
not venture an opinion, as, till the matter is settled by Law, the Board of Superintendence 
are the best judges of the local advantages of each plan. 

No Rations are allowed to Officers in this Gaol. 

The Governor of this Gaol had long been a Public Officer of merit in the Prison officers. 
Department, previous to his removal to Enniskillen Gaol, and is fully capable of conducting a 
better system than the accommodation of this Prison now admits of. The Local Inspector 
has been lately appointed, and I have every reason to believe will prove an acquisition. 

The Chaplains attend to their important duties, and there are Six Turnkeys who appear 
for the most part well chosen and qualified, one is a Tradesman. 

There is no proper Hospital till the new one shall be erected, a few rooms are allocated Infirmary, 
for the purpose, but the Sick are carefully attended to by the Infirmary Surgeon, who 
reports favorably on the general health of the Prisons during the year. The Medicines 
only cost last year £35, and the Apothecary has no salary. 

The Books are correctly kept, and the General Registries and Accounts carefully attended Book«. 
to by the Governor, and from the checks established, no fraud can I think exist. The 
Board of Superintendence meet monthly, and take an interest in all the details of duty. 

A Gaol Dress for all the Prisoners is much wanted. 

The details of all Expenditure will be found in the General Appendix. 

Newtown-Butler Bridewell. 

This small Sessions’ Town Prison is the only one in the County. I found it in good order Newtowii-Butler 
on my inspection, the Furniture complete, and the Registry correctly kept by a good Offi- Bndeweii. 
cer. There are 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 6 Cells, which is sufficient for the temporary 
confinements, till they are removed to the County Gaol.

County of Leitrim Gaol at Carrick-on-Shannon. 

Since this new Prison has been occupied, it has, at each annual Inspection, been with c^arrick-oii' 

much regret, we have not been able to report that the improvements in employing gjj annon . 
Prisoners in other neighbouring Gaols, such as Sligo, Mayo, and Cavan, are not even 
gradually progressing in this County Gaol, and no employment whatever exists for the 
Male Prisoners except Stone -breaking and the Tread-wheel ; not even an attempt made to 
instruct any of the younger Prisoners in Trades or other profitable work. I know not 
where to attach blame for this deficiency, as the Governor is a young man of sufficient 
intelligence, and previous to his appointment, remained some time m Waterford Gaol to 
receive instructions as to the best mode of profitably employing Prisoners. I have no 
power under the Prison Act to enforce it, and can only again submit to the favorable 
consideration of tbe Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence the advantage that would 
arise in the moral government of this Prison, if a fund is provided to establish instruc- 
tion in Trades to the younger Criminals. A presentment of £50 would enable tbe Local 
Inspector (wbo is a good and zealous Officer,) to arrange and enforce a system on a small 
scale, that would be creditable to the County, and. perhaps in the end profitable. It 
would tend also to lessen crime, improve the habits of individuals, and prevent the 
County of Leitrim Gaol from falling back in the scale of general and gradual improve- 
ment every where. _ , 

No separation, of individual Prisoners can he carried on at present from the want ot 
larger Cells to keep them in by day and night, under the late Act of Parliament, and 
I am not prepared to recommend the expense of some alterations, such as opening two 
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Cells into one, as even -were this done, it would be illegal to keep a Prisoner alone without r 
work and other conveniencies, which cannot be procured without a fund for it, and a 
zealous co-operation of the resident Officers to enforce it. There are separate Sheds 
already in the Yards, and if these were used for picking Oakum, or other work, it 
would prove a commencement and trial of individual Separation by day, and perhaps 
encourage the Board of Superintendence to try some profitable employment. I am still 
of opinion that work zealously pursued will eventually repay the County for the Diet 
whereas the stones now broken are reported to me as returning no profit to the County or 
the Criminals. 

The present state of the Gaol is as follows : 107 persons confined, consisting of 53 Male 
Prisoners, 16 Females, and 28 Debtors, the average number daily being about 120. The 
accommodation provided for this number is 74 Cells, 5 Day-rooms, and 5 Work-rooms, 
there arc also 4 Solitary Cells, 5 Male Yards, good separate Hospitals for the sexes’ 
a well divided Chapel, and some rooms for Debtors. There are 5 Male Classes, and 
2 Female, and the arrangements made for constant inspection by Turnkeys, is very 
creditable, and the whole Prison is kept very clean and regular. There are Sheds in 
the Yards for Stone-breaking, &c., but they are not all used from want of work. Some of 
the Turnkeys’ families reside in the Gaol, which is unusual, and inconvenient, and I submit 
that it may be abandoned as soon as practicable : the fewer irresponsible persons inside 
the Prison walls the better. 

The Prisoners are employed at Stone-breaking chiefly, and there is a Tread-wheel for 
Hard-labor sentences; but no Manufacture or Trades are carried on, and, except the School- 
ing, no moral benefit can arise to the Prisoners, especially as no profit is made by the 
Stone-breaking, and consequently no encouragement is held out to him from the fruits of 
industry, the Prison Act requiring that the Prisoner should receive one-third of the profits 
on his labor, for this special purpose. The Pauper Debtors also are made to break stones, 
though they receive no profit from the work. This I apprehend is illegal, as they are not 
Criminals, and are only obliged by the Law to work in order to repay the County for 
their food, and if no profit arises, it is quite clear, I think, they cannot be obliged to work. 

I have recommended to the Board of Superintendence to abandon this practice. A good 
School is established, under a competent Master, at which all Prisoners attend, and good 
has been derived to many individuals. 

This Department is divided into two Classes, under the care of a qualified Matron and 
Deputy. They are clothed, and receive School instruction, and are generally employed at 
some useful work ; but here also no profits arise, to repay the County, or encourage the 
Prisoners in industrious habits. 

The food of the Prisoners is economically provided for here, as in almost all the Irish 
Prisons, and the expense per head per day, will not exceed 3d. The Criminals eat their 
meals in the Cells, which is a good practice, as it gives time to the Turnkeys from inspec- 
tion as at the former social meals, and acts on the Prisoner as a rational punishment, even 
if it is not used as a season for meditation. The check on the issue of Provisions is not 
sufficient, and I arranged with the Local Inspector and Governor a more correct one. I 
found a Hard-labor Prisoner acting as a Cook in the general Kitchen, and as this is a place 
of trust, and rather a gratification to a Prisoner, I think such a practice should be 
abandoned. No Rations are allowed to the Resident Officers of this Gaol. 

The Local Inspector is a useful and zealous public Officer, and an efficient check for the 
Grand Jury in all the disbursements of the Prison. I met some of the Board of Super- 
intendence, who informed me that they valued his services highly ; the Governor attends 
to liis duty, and I found the Prison clean and orderly, and if I could discover in him 
a zealous and practical support in the useful and profitable employment of every Prisoner, it 
would gratify me much, as I am quite satisfied that the sound Discipline of a Gaol depends 
much on this point, and I cannot think highly of the moral government of any Prison where 
it is neglected. J 

There are eight Turnkeys, and a Schoolmaster. They appear to me generally well 
chosen and attentive, but none of them are Tradesmen, and consequently could not assist in 
the instruction of the Inmates. 

I did not see the Chaplains at my Inspection; but I have every reason to believe they 
attend to their important duties. 

There are two Separate Hospitals, for Males and Females, and the Department is kept in 
good order. The Medical Officer reports favorably of the general health of the Gaol. 

e resi es a few miles from the Town, which might in cases of emergency bo inconvenient, 
unless provision is made by a Resident acting for him. I only place this on record for the 



consideration of the Grand Jury, as I understand from the Infirmary Surgeon that he does

The details of Expenditure in this Gaol will be found in our general Appendix. 

Manorhamilton Bridewell. 

This Minor Prison for temporary confinement till final committal to the County Gaol, is Manorhamilton 
kept clean and regular by the Keeper, but it does not contain the Legal accommodation Bridewell, 
for proper separation of Males and Females, as there is but 1 Day-room, and 1 Yard, with 
2 Bed-rooms. There are no Cells, no Pumps or proper Sewers. I submit that a new 
Bridewell should be erected, or these wants provided for by an addition, as it is otherwise 
an illegal place of confinement. 

The Pauper Prisoners are fed, and the Registry kept. 

Ballinamore Bridewell. 

This new Bridewell is now correctly kept, in good order, and contains the Legal Ballinamore Bride- 
accommodation for a Sessions’ Town Prison. There are 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and a few ' veU - 
Cells, to separate the sexes. Some glazing is required, which the Local Inspector 
promised to get procured. The Pauper Prisoners are fed, and the Registry attended to.

County Gaol at Londonderry. 

Ample accommodation has been provided in this Gaol, by the liberality of the Grand at 

Jury, for every purpose, and whenever the Separate System of keeping Prisoners alone 011 on eri ‘ 
day and night shall be approved of by the Grand Jury and Board, under the Act legalising 
this mode of discipline, it can be at once enforced by opening two Cells into one, and ven- 
tilatino- them sufficiently, as there are much more than sufficient single Cells for the average 
number of Prisoners. This system, however, has not had sufficient trial of its expediency, 
in all cases, to justify my pressing it on the County at present, without much modification 
and consideration of the details of management. To a considerable extent it is virtually 
now carried on, as the Prisoners work in separate Stalls, under a Shed, during the day, 
have a single Cell each at night, and also eat their meals separate in their own Cells. The 
general order and silence thus obtained is highly creditable to this Gaol, and the few 
Prisoners confined, compared to former years, gives me reason to conclude that crime is 
partly lessened by the strict and austere discipline pursued. 

A great difficulty has arisen from the foundation of part of the new Gaol having given 
way, °which will cause considerable expense and inconvenience. However, the Board of 
Superintendence have, with their usual zeal, attended to the subject, _ and received plans 
and proposals from the best Architects for remedying the evil, which will be executed next 
spring and summer. 

There were only 84 Prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, viz. 52 Males, Classification and 
21 Females, and 11 Debtors. There were no Lunatics, which is an exception to all other Accommodation. 
County Prisons at present in Ireland. The average daily number confined for the current 
year is 90, and the Recommittals for the year only 14, which is very creditable to the 
discipline carried bn, and, perhaps, some credit may be given on this subject to the moral 
government pursued. __ , 

To accommodate this number, there are 168 single Cells, 13 Day-rooms, and 13 Work- 
rooms, 12 solitary Cells, 20 Yards, with 10 Rooms for Debtors. There is also a well- 
divided Chapel, separate Infirmaries, Store-rooms, and a public Kitchen ; and an alteration 
is m akin o- to give the Deputy-Governor suitable Apartments. Some improvements have 
also been 5 made in ventilation, by boring holes in all the Cell doors to let impure air escape, 
and the evils arising from inefficient Sewers have been remedied by portable Boxes placed • 
in the Water Closets of the whole Prison, which are daily removed, without any incon- 
venience. There are also Sheds, in two Yards, divided by partitions, so that each Prisoner 
works separately. There is no Tread-wheel, and only 2 Classes for Work in the Sheds, 
inspected continually by 2 Turnkeys in each Yard. ^ „ , . , , £ 



m Ev'ery PrisonM a employed constantly in this Gaol, chiefly at stone-breaking tor the 
roads, and pounding bones for manure : a few Tradesmen are employed, for Gaol work, 
when such are confined, and, in a few instances, instructions in a Trade has been given to 
young Prisoners. However, it is not the general practice, and I saw several Lads breaking 
stones whom I would be glad to be able to report as under tuition, to better their condition 
in life, and thus preclude the temptation to return to vicious habits. A considerable quan- 
tity of work bas been done for the Gaol, such as Clog-making, Clothing, and materials 
for work, and in this way a saving created, exclusive of which, the clear profits on stone- 
breaking, &c., are £123 for tbe last year. . „ „ f 

A good School is established, under a Master, for Male Prisoners, in four Classes, tor 
one hour each day, and a correct Registry is kept of it. T , 

The Female Department is placed under the care of a Matron and Assistant. e 
Prisoners are all employed at various Female works, but no profit arises from it, excep 
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some trifle from picking Oakum. The School is not sufficiently attended to, and no Registry 
of it is kept. Nominally, there are two Classes, but they are chiefly together ; and until ' 
some division is made in the Day-room, so that each Prisoner can work separately, much 
of the advantage of a single Cell at night, and eating their meals in their Cells, is lost by 
free intercourse during the day. Some arrangement might bo made, at a trifling expense 
by dividing the Day-rooms into Stalls ; but the best thing to be done is to confine them in 
their Cells by day, as in the extensive Female Prison in Dublin, and the two Matrons to 
be constantly employed in visiting them and giving general instructions. 

The expense of the Diet for each Prisoner is only 3-^rf. per day this year, and it is 
economically provided for by Contracts, and sufficient checks, under the constant care of 
the Board of Superintendence. An additional meal at supper is given, with the consent of 
the Court of Queen’s Bench, to those who perform the work allotted to them. This 
regulation has proved useful, and the privation of it acts as a punishment, yet the total 
expense per day is more moderate than in most other Gaols. All the Prisoners eat their 
meals in their Cells, Male and Female, and no extra allowance in money or food is given 
to Cooks or Wardsmen. 

All the Officers receive Rations. This allowance has hecn, in many Gaols, commuted 
for money by the Grand Jury, and I think it would be an improvement, especially in the 
accounts of Gaol expenditure. 

The Local Inspector, Dr. Skipton, is a valuable public Officer, and steadily continues 
his zealous exertions for the economy and good of this Prison. The Governor and Deputy 
are also good Officers, and discharge their duty faithfully. The Deputy merits promotion 
whenever an opportunity shall offer, and I will gladly add my testimony to bis qualifica- 
tions. There are only 5 Turnkeys, who are all well chosen and correct men, and clothed 
in uniform. 

There are three Chaplains, who inspect the provisions alternately, as the Law points 
out, and perform their several clerical duties with care and attention. 

Tho Hospitals for Males and Females are kept in remarkably clean and neat order, under 
the directions of the Medical Officer, Surgeon Rogan, who takes groat interest in the 
entire Gaol establishment, and by whose advice the ventilation of the Cells, &c., has been 
greatly improved. His reports to me of the general health of the Prisoners for the year 
are very favorable. The cost of Medicine for the year is only £24 19s., and the Apothecary 
receives no Salary. . 

_ The Registries, general Accounts, and Books, are correctly kept by a Clerk, under the \ 
directions of the Local Inspector, and the checks established by the Board are an excellent I 
security and protection to the County. There is a good Code of By-Laws, and the Board 
of Superintendence meet monthly to regulate all the details. They held a meeting on the 
day of my inspection, and I submitted for their consideration such matters as appeared to 
me to require their .interference, and I received from them the support I have always 
experienced in the execution of my duty in this County. $ 

All the Prisoners are clothed in a Prison Dress, and the Contracts are made annually, in r 
October, for all Provisions, &c. 

The minute Expenditure of this Gaol will be found in our general Appendix. 

Newtownlimavady Bridewell. 

This new Sessions’ Town Prison, adjoining the Court House, is only used for temporary J 

confinement, till final committal to the County Gaol, which is only 1 2 miles distant. It ‘ 

contains 2 small Day -rooms, 2 Yards, and 3 Cells, and is kept clean and regular, under the 
care of an old Public Servant, who should be now superannuated. The Diet has been i 
very high, viz. 8 d. per head, for Bread and Milk, as there is no mode of cooking the 
Potatoes and Meal; I, however, consulted with the Board of Superintendence at Derry, 
and arranged to reduce this charge, hut fuel for cooking must be allowed if the diet is > 
changed. ; ; 

Coleraine Bridewell. y 

This new Bridewell contains 4 Day-rooms, 16 Cells, and 4 Yards, and is kept in good \ 
order by the Keeper, who was a Turnkey at the County Gaol. It was originally intended * 
to keep Debtors here, from the Coleraine Corporation and Seneschal Court ; but few, if ; 
any, are now committed ; the distance from the County Gaol, 22 miles, and the large 
population of the Town and District, makes this Bridewell of consequence, and if the 
.Board of Superintendence could arrange for a fire-place and boiler to cook potatoes and 
meal, the Diet would be reduced to 4 d. per head. I made an arrangement with the 
Keeper to obtain the Bread diet cheaper, till the small Kitchen is provided. If the 
prisoners could be employed at breaking stones, or other penal labor, while they remained 
here it would add to the value of this District Prison ; here Prisoners on very short 
sentences might then be kept, and avoid the expense of removal to Derry. The Registries 
are correctly kept, and the Keeper no longer provides the Milk himself for the Prisoners, 
which was a bad and illegal practice. 



Magherafelt Bridewell. 

This new Bridewell was visited early this year by my Colleague, Dr. White, and will be 
again inspected; but I did not personally visit it in time for my Report, hut have 
corresponded with the Local Inspector at Derry, with tho view of remedying the defects 
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of the Chimneys, and other inconveniencies reported by Dr. White,. There is Legal 
accommodation for the separation of the sexes, consisting of 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 
4 Cells. The Registry is kept, ahd the Pauper Prisoners are fed.

District Lunatic Asylum. 

Nothing can exceed the excellent order and regularity I have ever found to exist in this District Lunatic 
valuable Establishment, -which does great credit to the Board of Governors and all the Asylum at Derry. 
Officers. It is situated close to the City, and can now accommodate 200 Patients, which, 
probably, will be found sufficient for the wants of the District, viz., the Counties of Derry, 

Donegal, and Tyrone. The Accounts are accurately kept in a well-arranged set of Books, 
and ail the items of Expenditure checked by the Board of Governors who meet monthly 
to regulate all details. 

This Asylum which can only be considered as a large Hospital, is also under the Medical 
care and superintendence of the Surgeon of tho Infirmary, Doctor Rogan, who accompanied 
me on my Inspection each day ; he takes a great interest in the whole Institution, and to 
his zealous exertions the County is indebted Tor the state of order it is always in. 

He bears ample testimony to the value of the Resilient Manager and Matron's zeal and 
qualifications for their Office in every particular, and it is my duty to add my favorable 
report of their merits. All the capable Patients are employed by them at various profit- 
able work, and the Males are chiefly engaged in Gardening and Agriculture, which has 
ever been found conducive to recovery in this malady. By the following statement it will 
he seen that the usual number of recoveries in the year has not fallen off. 

As soon as the Workhouses in Ireland are all in full operation, and the number of 
Idiots and harmless Lunatics provided for by these known, we shall be able probably to 
give a tolerably accurate statistic of the number of all denominations in this disease in 
Ireland, compared with the population ; till then any calculation will be inaccurate. Doctor 
White furnished a detailed account last year, of all salaries, allowances, and other expenses, 
which it is unnecessary to repeat here, as there are no alterations, and the general Expen- 
diture and costs are recorded in the general Appendix to this Report.

There were 93 Male Patients, and 90 Females, employed at various works, and only 3 
under any restraint. The clear profits on the land this year were £71 11s. 3^., exclusive of 
potatoes, &c., used in the Asylum. A large addition for Incurables will be required for 
this Institution, if they are not removed to the Poor-houses, as accommodation is now only 
provided by placing Beds in some Day and Store rooms at much inconvenience, and making 
stores and places “for work under the Piazzas and other unsuitable places. Under any 
circumstances, I submit that a Store-house should be at once erected, as it would save the 
cost in one year ; the Plan and Estimate are moderate, and the Manager reports it as 
absolutely necessary for economy, as well as to retain the present numbers in the Asylum. 
A great improvement has been made in cleansing the privies and sewers daily by moveable 
boxes. 



County of Longford Gaol at Longford. 

This County Prison has been erected within the last 20 years, and is built on the Semi- County of Longford 
circular plan. It has never had sufficient accommodation for the average number of Pri- Gaol, 
soners, which was occasioned by including the Hospital and Female Departments in the 
Semicircle, and adjoining the other Classes, instead of being separate buildings as the Act 
of Parliament requires ; and until this is complied with, occasional crowding and other 
evils will be felt, and I trust a remedy will be found by the Grand Jury as soon as practi- 
cable. The Prison discipline is conducted in a manner highly creditable to the Officers, 
and should a separate Hospital and Female Classes be provided for, room would be obtained 
for full employment and minute classification, if not total separation, and we would be 
enabled to report this Prison as a model in its interior economy and moral government. 

Difficulties, from the want of room, daily meet the Local Inspector and Governor in their 
exertions to establish good order, but much of these would be removed if the Board of 
Superintendence can arrange with the Grand Jury to allocate, as always intended, the 
trifling price of the Old Prison, lately sold, to the employment of Prisoners, as a fund, or 
rather capital, to work upon; and I do not hesitate to say it would be no loss to the 
County, as the fund would annually remain in money or stock to their credit,, and a great 
gain would arise in the moral government and discipline, as well as the lessening of crime. 

1 trust I need not add more arguments to induce the Grand J ury to accede to my recom- 
mendation.

The state of tlie Gaol, oa the day of my inspection, was as follows: — 110 Prison* 
confined, consisting of 68 Male Criminals, 24 Females, 12 Debtors, and 6 Lunatics * ' 
Idiots. The average number daily for the year is 1 20, and the Recommittals for the years? 

The accommodation for the above number consists of 63 Cells, 9 Day-rooms, 4 Solitai 
Cells, 11 Yards, with 6 Rooms for Females, and 6 for Debtors. * T 

There is also an Hospital, a Chapel, and Tread-wheel, with Governor’s Apartments

improvement of morals and habits should be the leading features of discipline. The pj£ 
soners eat their food in Classes, at a social meal, instead of in their Cells, and the Turn 
keys chiefly sleep in a few Work-rooms from want of accommodation for them elsewhere 

The Prisoners are employed chiefly at stone-breaking for roads, &c„ but every prepaid 
tion is made for Trades and other profitable work as soon as a small capital is provided as 
in many other Gaols; and injustice to the Local Inspector and Governor, I must here 
state their zealous anxiety to arrange a good system of profitable work, if the means an 
given to them. Any Tradesmen in the Gaol are even now employed, though no instruction 
can he given to the younger Criminals by them without funds. A few Weavers have been, 
however, instructed within the last year. I have already recommended Sheds to be erected 
in the Yards, for various separate works, and explained it to the Governor, who is p re . 
pared to adopt the principle, which can be done at a very trifling cost. 

We have reported, annually, for some time, the total absence of School-instruction on 
account of some dispute about the books to be used. But, I trust, this neglect of the La* 
has now ceased, as, at my inspection, I made an arrangement which I trust will satisfy 
all parties, and the Local Inspector has written to say the School is going on well. 

The Female Department is placed under the care of a qualified Matron and Assistant, 
but there is not sufficient work, and hitherto no School, for the causes above-mentioned' 
but I have reason to think both these evils are about being removed, and if a single Cell 
were provided for each Female Prisoner, I think the Officers of this Prison would enable 
us another year to make a more favorable report. 

The Diet of the Prisoners is provided with economy and care, by Contract, and an 
efficient check is placed over all the issues. The cost is only 3d. per head per day, and no 
Rations are allowed to the Officers. However, a practice has obtained of allowing one 
penny per day to Cooks and Wardsmen, which I apprehend to be illegal, and, certainly, not 
expedient. It had been done in many Gaols, but is now abandoned almost every where, 
and the duty full as well performed. 

I have already stated that I consider the Local Inspector and Governor to be very valua- 
ablo Public Officers. The three Chaplains attend to their various duties as the Law directs, 
and the Turnkeys, 10 in number, appear to be well chosen ; some of them arc Tradesmen] i 
and will he found useful when means are provided for work. 

The Hospital is attached to the Gaol, and should bo a separate building. There are \ 
five Rooms, and the Medical Officer, who is also the Infirmary Surgeon, states that the > 
Prison is very healthy. The average number in Hospital is 7, and no fever or epidemic i 
has prevailed during the year. The Medicines are provided for by Contract with, an ( 
Apothecary, at £25 per annum, and he als6 receives a salary of £25. I think Contracts * 
for all Medicines with a Gaol Officer is an illegal and inexpedient method, but in this case ? 
it is not more expensive than most other Prisons. There are two Baths. 

_ T J e Books, Registries, and Accounts, are neatly and correctly kept / there is a codeof 
By-Laws, and the Board of Superintendence meet Monthly and settle all the demands for 
payment, &c. &c. 

I have only to state that there is no Prison Dress for Male Criminals in this Gaol Wi I 
haro often pressed it on the Grand Jury, and I would again submit it for their favor* 
consideration. 

The Appendix contains an Account of all the Expenditure of this and other Prisons in ‘ 
Ireland, a copy of which accompanies this Report. 

There are no Bridewells in the County of Longford.

I had much reason to be gratified with the state of this Prison, as far as the accommodation 
admits of, at my Inspection on the 21st November, 1 842. I met the Board of Superinten- 
dence, -and have every reason to expect that the defective accommodation will be remedied 
in a great degreo by the erection of a general Cooking Kitchen, of Sheds in the. Yards 
being provided,, with separate Stalls for work, and the rooms now employed as Kitchens for 
each class, fended mto large Cells for Dormitories, and the Separate System by day i »

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There were only 54 Prisoners confined on the day of my Inspection, "but the daily 
average is 61, and the Recommittals are very few. The accommodation of the Gaol 
consists of 36 Cells, 4 Solitary Cells, 7 Day-rooms and 7 Yards, with an Hospital a Chanel 
and some Debtors’ apartments. There are three Male Classes. The Chapel is not 
sufficiently divided for separation at worship, and if this can he done, as well as the Sheds 
Cooking Kitchen, and Colls, I have before recommended, I think the accommodation 
would meet all the present wants of this County establishment, and without such aid I 
consider the zeal of the best Officers can accomplish nothing more than is now obtained ’ 

The Prisoners are employed at Stone-breaking and picking Oakum chiefly. Anv 
Tradesmen confined are employed for the work of the Gaol ; but no trades are taught to 
the younger Criminals. The School is much improved since my last Inspection, as Si the 
Prisoners now attend for an hour and a half daily in Classes, and the Registry is properly 
kept. There is a good Tread-wheel for Hard-labor sentences, and a good supply of water 
is pumped up by this machinery. J 

The Female Prisoners are all in one Class, under the care of a qualified and very 
attentive Matron. They have constant employment, and daily School instruction and 
they are occasionally visited by a lady, who takes an interest in their welfare. There were 
26 Females confined on the day of my Inspection, and I can only remind the Grand Jury 
of the illegality of the absence of all Classification in this department. They are necessarily 
congregated together by day and by night, and reformation of character or moral govern- 
ment cannot be expected under such circumstances. I have no doubt but the Grand Jury 
will see the necessity of remedying this evil, by providing Day-rooms and Cells, to enable 
the Matron to separate them. A good Laundry is also required. 

The Diet is at present cooked in each Class separately, a thing not practised in any 
other Prison— I have recommended a general Kitchen, and pointed out to the County- 
Surveyor a site for it. The food is economically provided for, and costs per head per 
day only, though a slight supper of half a pound of bread is given to a few tried Prisoners, 
who work hard, and perform it correctly ; to justify this deviation, the Act requires the 
approbation of a Judge of the Court of Queen's Bench, and I explained this to the 
Board of Superintendence. 

The Local Inspector and the Governor are intelligent and valuable public Officers, and I 
am confident, if sufficient accommodation be provided, this Prison will be equal to any other 
in discipline and good order. There are six Turnkeys, who appear well selected for 
the office. 

The Chaplains attend to their Legal duties, take an interest in the School, and inspect 
the Provisions, as required by Law. 1 

The Infirmary is small, containing only 3 rooms ; however, it has hitherto been sufficient, 
on account of the general health of the Prisoners. The Males and Females are kept 
separate, and the Medical Officer attends carefully to his duty. The charge for Medicines 
is remarkably small, being £8 only for the current year ; they are purchased in Dublin, 
and prepared in the Gaol by an Apothecary, who receives £20 annual salary for his 
attendance. The average number in the Hospital is 4 Prisoners, and there are 2 Baths. 
The Medical Officer stated to me that he requires a nurse in the Hospital, and I submit 
that one may be appointed. 

The Registries, Account Books, and Daily Diet issues, are correctly kept by the 
Governor, and an efficient check established ; I carefully examined the Expenditure, and 
am satisfied that no fraud exists. The work accounts are also properly kept, but the profits 
are very trifling. The tried Prisoners are clothed, and all the Females, and the work is 
done in the Gaol, and accounted for in the Books. The Punishment Book is also kept, and 
every case entered — they are very few. 

There is a good code of By-laws, and the Board of Superintendence meet regularly, 
and appoint one of their body as a visitor, to inspect the Gaol occasionally till the next 
meeting of the Board. 

Gas-light has been introduced into the Gaol since last Inspection, and some improvement, 
effected by Prison labor — by placing spouts round the roof to collect soft water, removing 
an offensive privy from the centre of the front yard, erecting 4 new Cells, and altering 
the Solitary Cells, &c. ° 

Ardee BrideweU. 

This small Prison contains 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 6 Cells. It is kept in excellent 
order by a qualified Keeper, whose salary is £50 per annum. The Pauper Prisoners are 
ted, the Registry is correctly kept, and the furniture complete. The Prisoners are removed 
to the County Gaol as soon as practicable after final Committal.

Dietary and Accounts. The Diet of the Prisoners is inspected regularly, and is of a good quality ; but the Con- , 

tracts for Meal, Milk, and Potatoes, are very high, in consequence of the delay, and , 
even doubt of payment, on account of the Cess not being collected hitherto. The Diet 
per head is about 5 d. per day. The Books and Registries are correctly kept, and there ' 
were no complaints requiring investigation, except a statement from a person in the Town, » 
that the Medical Officer, the Surgeon of the Infirmary, did not attend regularly to the 
Sick. One of the Board of Superintendence met me at the Prison, and we inquired into , 
this charge, and found it to he quite groundless : and considering the bad Infirmary accom- 
modation, it is my duty to report that the Prison has been remarkably healthy, and, I 
believe, the Sick are carefully attended to, and the moderate expense, viz., £6 for Medicines, 
last year, is very creditable.

County of Meath Gaol at Trim. 

_ This new County Gaol possesses all the accommodation necessary for a sound and moral 
discipline, and it is practicable to enlarge the Cells at a small expense, should it be deemed 
necessary at a future period to adopt the Separate System. The present plan of instruct- 
ing the Prisoners in useful Trades, congregated in small numbers under inspection, works 
well, and I am, therefore, unwilling to urge the trial of total separation till more experience 
has proved its positive good effects in all cases, and especially as it would require some 
expenditure to prepare tor it even on a small scale. There can be no doubt, I think, that 
keeping Criminals, of all classes, separate from each other, and from all possible evil’com- 
munieation, is in itself most desirable ; but such a system requires much regulation, vigilant 
inspection, and checks to prevent cruelty or injury to the health, constant employment 
and well ventilated wholesome Cells, with the daily attention of Chaplains and other 
Officers. Under these circumstances, I would prefer some delay in adopting separation in 
Trim Gaol, and prefer the present system, which I am glad to report is highly creditable 
to the County, and the working Officers of the Establishment. 

The entire Prison has the appearance of being damp, and though this is attributed in 
some degree to the nature of the stone used in the building, yet I cannot but consider it is 
partly occasioned by too much economy in Turf and Coal. I would recommend an increased 
quantity of fuel to each fire, and an Arnot Stove to be placed in every corridor. This 
arrangement must, in any case, precede an attempt at separation, or to execute a sentence 
to solitary confinement beyond two or three days. 

If we are to judge of the reduction of crime in a County by the few Prisoners sent to 
J ha v. e t0 report that it has manifestly lessened in the last year, as there were only 
45 Male Prisoners in the Gaol, and T Females on the day of my inspection. There were 
78 in all, but the remainder were made up of Debtors, Lunatics, and Idiots— there 
being 15 of the latter. The evil of committing Lunatics and Idiots to our Prisons has 
increased rapidly^ the last two years, and if a remedy is not provided by making large addi- 
tions to the District Lunatic Asylums, our Gaols will he so full of such inmates as materially 
to injure the discipline, exclusive of the disadvantage to the poor insane persons, who cannot 
m Gaol receive the comforts or care necessary to their case, in a place where no legal 
provision is made for their care or possible cure. In the case of Trim Gaol, however, it 
is right, to report, that the room allocated to them is creditable to the arrangements of the 
Local Officers, and the benevolent attention of the Medical Officer has enabled him to send

It is all Butter Milk, which has been regularly reported by us as not in conformity with Ga ° a nm ‘ 
the Law. The Grand Jury are of opinion, that it is the usual diet of the peasantry, and 
ought not to be altered. The Provisions are inspected by the Chaplains, as the Law 
directs, and the issue daily is sufficiently checked to prevent fraud. 

The Local Inspector is an attentive and zealous Officer, and has ever taken a great Officers, 
interest in the County Gaol. The Governor is an instance of one who had seen the evils 
of the old system, and gladly adopted a change when supported in it. He is an old Prison 
Officer, and is one of our best Governors now. His Gaol is highly creditable to him, and 
few Prisons in Ireland have advanced so far in the important point of improving young 
Prisoners in Trades and moral habits. . Ho considers, as he ought, that profits on work 
are a secondary object when compared with the good of the individuals. The Chaplains 
attend carefully to their various duties, and the Turnkeys are well chosen Public servants. 

The Hospital has sufficient accommodation for all ordinary occasions. The Furniture is Infirmary, 
amply provided, and a Nurse-tender paid by the County. The Medical Officer reports the 
prison to be generally very healthy, and his duties are all performed with strict attention. 

His care and occasional cure of Lunatic Patients it is but justice to report and remark upon. 

The Medicines and Apothecary’s attendance is procured by Contract, at £66 per annum ; 
and though this is not the method the Law points out, yet the Board of Superintendence 
and Grand Jury are of opinion it is not as expensive as any other mode. I believe the 
duty is faithfully performed. 

I examined the Books, Registries, and Accounts of this Gaol carefully, and am of opinion Books, 
that no fraud exists. They are neatly and carefully kept, and the Board of Superinten- 
dence meet monthly, examine the Books, and pay all accounts. There are a regular set 
of By-laws, and Mr. Justice Burton, who visited this Gaol last Assizes, has expressed 
himself as much gratified by the discipline and good order he found to exist. 

The Prisoners are all clothed in a Prison Dress. There were no complaints, and very 
few punishments, which, in a well-ordered Prison, is a proof of a good system. A few 
pairs of Blankets should be ordered to replace those worn out. 

In the Appendix to this General Report will be found the Expenditure, and all the 
details of Work, Schooling, &c., a copy of which accompanies this Report for the informa- 
tion of the Grand Jury. 

* Navan Bridewell. 

I found this small Quarter Sessions’ Town Bridewell clean and regular,. the Furniture Navan Bridewell, 
in good order, and the Keeper attentive to his duty, and the Pauper Prisoners fed, and 
forwarded to the County Gaol as soon as practicable after final committal. The Registry 
is correctly kept, and the returns of it sent Quarterly to our Office, though the payment 
is made by the Board of Superintendence, and not in the usual way, by the Collector of 
Excise on our Certificate. There are 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 16 Cells, which is 
sufficient accommodation for such a temporary Prison. 

Kells Bridewell. 

This Bridewell is also a new one, and built precisely on the same plan as that at Navan, Kells Bridewell, 
with 2 Day-rooms, Yards, and 16 Cells. I found it on inspection in excellent order, 
under the care of a correct Keeper, who attends to the Registry, feeds the Pauper 
Prisoners on moderate terms, and transmits the Quarterly Returns regularly. It is only 
a temporary Prison, like Navan, and all Prisoners are finally forwarded to Trim Gaol 
after committal.

County of Monaghan Gaol. 

The Inspection of this Prison has given us much satisfaction for many years. It County of Monaghan 
was one of the first Counties in Ireland to erect a new Gaol, about the year 1820, on the Gao1, 
principles of Classification, Employment, and Moral Discipline, and the Grand Jury and 
Board of Superintendence have steadily persevered from that period in encouraging good 
order and a sound system, and in giving our Office every support, by adopting our sugges- 
tions for any improvement, at each successive Inspection. The Board are regular in their 
monthly meetings, take agreat interest in this County Establishment, and economy is practised 
and enforced in every department by their arrangements; the Officers have been well 
chosen and qualified, and in no County have I experienced more the benefit of the Local 
Authorities having abandoned personal considerations or interested motives in the choice of . . 

the several Officers. 

Under these circumstances, I have little to suggest previous to giving a detailed. Report 
on each Department, however, the late Act for legalising the separation of Criminals by 
day and night, in large ventilated Cells, and thus avoiding all communication amongst them, 
requires some Official remarks : I had the satisfaction of meeting the Board of Superinten- 
dence as usual here, on the day of my Inspection, and entered fully on this subject, and 
explained to them my objections to press on them at present any expense in trying the 
system, till we had more satisfactory evidence of its working well elsewhere. The Act has 
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North Dutxoi. at present left it to the judgment of the Grand Jury and from the experiment made f„, 

some years in Glasgow, and now in progress in the London Model Prison, and at Perth, 

County of Monaghan ^ House of Correction now erecting at Belfast, we shall have abundant opportunity 
Gao1 - 0 f judging the results ; in my judgment the principle is a sound one, but I confess that 

in practice the modifications are so numerous, and possibly the exceptions, even of certain 
Classos, from health or habits, 'that I would wish somo delay previous to any serious outlay. 

Iu the mean time, I suggested to the Board (and they at once adopted it), the advantage 
of separating the working Sheds in Yards, by a slight brick partition, so that each man can 
work alone,’ and thus at once, at a few pounds expense, practically have separation during 
work hours, and commence the system without the danger that might arise to the health 
of body or min d of a few by total separation. Whenever it shall be deemed advisable to carry 
out the practice, I think it can be effected at a very moderate expense in Monaghan Gaol, by 
doubling some Cells, and dividing a few Day-rooms. 

The average number of Prisoners confined daily this year is 106, but there were HO or

days of my inspection, consisting of 60 Male Criminals, 28 Females, 46 Debtors, and 
T.iinafica* and the accommodation provided consists of 68 Cells,. 8 Day-rooms, 10

Yards, with 2 open and undivided Sheds, 12 Debtors’ rooms, 7 Solitary Cells, a good 
Chapel, Hospitals for both Sexes, a Tread-wheel, and good public Kitchen ; this is sufficient 
for the present mode of Discipline pursued, as soon as the Sheds shall be divided, and I 
doubt not hut Monaghan Gaol will keep pace with other Prisons in all rational improvements 
suggested by experience. 

The number of Recommittals for this year is 41, and the number of Debtors has 
increased in this and many of the Northern Gaols ; this mode of trying to recover any 
small sums, is very inconvenient to our Prisons, and expensive to the County, from feeding 
and providing for the Paupers ; the gradual abolition of arrest for debt will give us some 
useful accommodation for future separation. There are 4 Male Classes, and a Tread-wheel 
to execute -Hard-labor sentences, under the constant inspection of Turnkeys, and the few 



boys confined are kept as separate as possible from the adults. The Solitary Cells require 
more ventilation, and should be provided with heatc-d' air, if used for any period beyond the

School. 



3 days allowed for Gaol punishments by the Governor. 

The Prisoners are all employed, chiefly at Stone-breaking, and the Tread-wheel; hut 
exertions have been made by the Local Inspector and Governor to establish instruction for 
the younger Criminals in Trades, however, the want of a market in a midland County, is 
a great bar against much manufacture in the Prison. I am aware of a feeling prevailing 
against Trades being taught thus, from the idea that it injures out-door Tradesmen, and 
encourages the young delinquent. Experience has not proved this to me, and I believe 
the moral 'good effected by sending out of Gaol a reformed character, able to earn his 
bread honestly, outweighs any difficulty, if it exists, as the man becomes a good subject 
instead of leaving Gaol to plunder the Public ; and as to injui’ing out-door Tradesmen, the 
Tailoring and Shoe-making for the Prison alone, would annually instruct a few, and if it 
were extended, a Contract for the Poor-house work, or some distant market, would remove 
the difficulty. A few instances have occurred this year of Weaving being taught here, 
and one young man learned much of the Trade of a Carpenter. The debtors arc employed 
at Stone-breaking, but I doubt the legality of this unless a profit arises to the County from 
it, as Debtors are not Criminals, and are only bound to work by the Act, to repay the 
County their expenses. 

A good School is established, and from the Registry kept, it is manifest that much 
improvement lias arisen from it ; many Prisoners have been taught in the last year to read, 
who were ignorant on coming into Gaol. 

There is a Matron and Assistant over this Department, and much pains are taken to 
employ the Prisoners at Spinning ancl Needlework, and also to give them School instruc- 
tion ; but they are all congregated together in one Class, and without minute Classification, 
or considerable separation by day and night, any great progress in reformation can scarcely 
be expected ; it is fully as necessary to classify the Female as the Male Prisoners, and, if 
possible, greater evils arise from the free communication of the latter together, as the 
hardened Criminal will assuredly try to debauch the mind of the younger Females. I 
would strongly urge on the consideration of the Board of Superintendence, the separation 
of them by day at work, in Stalls, or divisions in the Day-rooms, and in single Cells at 
night ; and I can hear testimony to the good effects of it in Sligo Gaol, where the Females 
eat their meals in the Cells, have a single Cell at night, and as much separation and silence 
as possible preserved during the day, and the result has been an immediate and manifest 
reduction of numbers, this probably arose at first from fear of the Discipline, but such a 
system would be followed by occasional reformation. 

The tried Female Prisoners are clothed. I would submit that all should wear a Gaol 



_ . L . _ „ dress. ^ is now usual in almost all our Prisons. No profit at present arises from the work. 
Dietary and Rations. The Male Prisoners all eat their meals in their Cells, and the Diet is economically 



provided for by the Board, under judicious Contracts ; the price of the Food per head 



per day will not this year exceed S\d. and the whole process of Cooking and serving the 
meals is conducted with order and neatness, which I witnessed at both Breakfast and. 



Dinner. No Rations are allowed to any Officer in this Gaol. 

The Local Inspector, the Rev. Mr. Moffet, is an intelligent and useful Officer, and takes 
much pains to secure economy and good order, under the directions of the Board of 
Superintendence. The Governor, Mr. Rowland, is a faithful and zealous Public Officer. 
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now *br many years, and merits the confidence reposed in him by the Local authorities ; North District. 
and the Chaplains inspect the Provisions in turn, and attend to their various duties. 

There are 7 Turnkeys, 2 of -whom are Tradesmen, and they appear tv ell chosen and Q^ ty of Monaghan 
qualified Sub-Officers. 

There are Separate Infirmariesfor the sexes, containing 5 rooms, and kept remarkably Infirmar y- 
clean and regular, under the efficient care and directions of the Infirmary Surgeon, Doctor 
M'Donnell, who reports to me favorably of the general health of the Prisoners during the 
last year ; the average number in Hospital is only 8. The cost of the Medicines for the 
year did not exceed £30, and no salary is paid to the Apothecary. 

The Books, Registries, and Accounts, are kept with neatness and accuracy ; I examined Books - 
them carefully, and believe that no fraud or irregularity exists, and an efficient check is 
kept upon all issues ; it is however, desirable that a uniform System of Accounts for all the 
Irish Prisons should he established, and such is in contemplation. There is a code of By- 
laws, and the Board of Superintendence meet monthly to regulate the Accounts and all the 
details of the Discipline. 

The Annual Expenditure of this Gaol will he found in our general Appendix, which will 
accompany this Report at the Spring Assizes. 

Castleblaney Bridewell. 

This Minor Quarter Sessions’ Town Prison is used like all others of that Class, only for Castleblaney Bride- 
a few days’ confinement previous to final committal to the County Gaol. It contains 2 welL 
Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 7 Cells, and is kept in good order by an efficient Keeper. The 
Pauper Prisoners are fed on Bread and Milk, at 6 d. per day, and the Registry is carefully 
kept, and forwarded Quarterly to our Office. The Pump is out of order, and requires 
repair. 

Carrickmacross Bridewell. 

This small Prison is only lately finished, and contains 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 4 Carrickmacross 
Cells, only. There is a large Dormitory also, and I have recommended that it should be Bridewell, 
divided into 3 more Cells. The rooms and furniture are kept clean and regular under a 
qualified Keeper ; however, I found him engaged as Overseer over some road work or • 
contract, and this should not be permitted in future, as it is illegal, and necessarily creates 
absence from his duty at the Bridewell. The Registry is correctly kept.

County of Roscommon Gaol at Roscommon. 

I inspected this County Gaol on the 3 1st of October, and am enabled to report a steady per- County Roscommon 
severance in the employment of the Male Prisoners, and the general good order and clean- 8 
liness of this part of the Prison, notwithstanding the difficulties that arise from the want 
of sufficient accommodation. The Female Class is the chief existing evil, and the absence 
of School-instruction for Males as well as Females. In the first case, there are no Cells 
to separate the Female Prisoners at night, and the Matron is, from age or infirmity, quite 
unable to manage a Class of from 25 to 30 Prisoners without an Assistant. She should 
obtain from the Grand Jury, under the Act of Parliament, a retired allowance, which her 
services merit, and a qualified Matron should be appointed in her place. Unless this is 
accomplished, and some Cells ■ added to this Class, there can be no expectation, of the 
Department being creditable to the County, or benefiting this interesting Class of Prisoners, 
by School-instruction or moral government. 

There is no School-instruction for Male Criminals, which is contrary to Law. It has 
arisen, I believe, from some difficulty about Books. I have recommended the National 
School collection, and I have reason to trust that a remedy will.be provided, and that we 
shall not again have occasion to report on this neglect of the Prison Act. 

There are fewer Prisoners than usual in this Gaol at present, . there being only 82, though 
the average number is 100, and the small number of Recommittals, viz., 20 in the year, 
is creditable. ... , . 

There are 56 Single Cells in this Gaol, and 10 larger ones, intended to provide against Accommodation a»c 
a crowded state. The large Cells, if properly heated and ventilated, would answer for assl ca on - 
a trial of the Separate System at a future period ; but there are not sufficient Cells to give 
one to each Prisoner at night, and some addition will be necessary, especially, for the 
Female Classes, who now sleep in rooms congregated together, without the possibuity ot 
inspection or moral government. There are 8 Day-rooms, 4 rooms for work, ana 8 Yards ; 
a well-divided Chapel, a Separate Hospital, and a Tread-wheel for Hard-labor sen- 
tences, but there are no proper Solitary Cells. There are seven Male Classes including 
the Debtors’, and pains are taken to preserve silence and good order by the inspection ot 
the Turnkevs. 

Considerable progress has been gradually made lately, in employing the Male Prisoners |“P lo y ment and 
at Trades, and the Board of Superintendence have given much encouragement to it by 
engaging a Master of Works. This Officer has taken much pains to establish a general sys- 
tem of profitable work in Trades and instructing the younger Male Prisoners, but great 
difficulties arise from the want of a Market in a small County T own, and though, conse- 
quently, no large profits can be expected, yet good has been effected, as 15 young persons 
have left the Gaol at the expiration of their sentences, well instructed in Weaving or bhoe- 
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wink ing, -within the year, and there is reason to believe that some, if not all, of them at e 
earning their bread honestly. Stone-breaking for the roads is _ carried on to some extent 
and 28 Prisoners were engaged at it. The Shed should be divided into compartments, So 
that each Prisoner might work separately, and I beg to recommend to the Board this 

arrangement, which can be effected at a very small expense. 

There is no School for Males or Females in this Prison, which is contrary to the express 
enactment of the Prison Act. I have urged it upon the Governor and Local Inspector, 
and I have reason to trust that the Board of Superintendence will interfere and enforce a 
settlement of the difficulty which prevents this valuable employment of the time of the 

I have already submitted for consideration the superannuation of the Matron, who has 
been a faithful Public Officer. Much discipline or order could not be expected where there 
is no accommodation for classification in Day-rooms or Cells for an average of 25 Prisoners. 
No Assistant no School, no Clothing, and but little work, except working in a temporary

The Diet is now cooked in a general kitchen, and provided tor with economy, and served 
with order, in Classes. The cost per head per day will not exceed 2\d. this year. The 
Food is purchased in the Market, except Milk, which is by a Contract. This system, 
which has obtained in many of the Northern Prisons, of purchasing by; a Providore in the 
Markets, may be questionable as to expediency, but, I believe, it is not illegal, and, 
certainly, in practice, it appears to me economical in general. The Officers receive no 
Rations in this Gaol. 

The Local Inspector and Governor are attentive Officers to _ their several duties, and the 
Chaplains visit regularly, inspect the Provisions, and take an interest in the establishment 
There is no Deputy-Governor at present, but there are 9 Turnkeys, 3 of whom are 
Tradesmen, and they are qualified Officers. 

There are Hospitals for Males and Females, with 4 rooms in each. The Medical Officer 
is attentive to all his duty, and reports very favorably of the general health of the 
Prisoners. The average number in Hospital is only 5 or 6 Prisoners, but some Debtors are 
allowed to reside there from want of accommodation elsewhere. 

There are two Baths, and here as well as in some other Gaols, the Medicines are con- 
traded for with the Apothecary at 40 guineas per annum. I cannot think this expedient, 
even if it is legal. 

The Books, consisting of Registries, Diet, and General Accounts, are now kept very 
regular. There was, however, no separate correct Registry of Convicts, which has been 
ordered. There are By-laws, and the Board of Superintendence meet Monthly, andtake 
a kind interest in all the details of the discipline. 

I beg again to submit for the favorable consideration of the Grand Jury and Board, 
that there is no regular Prison Dress allowed, which has been generally provided for in 
other Prisons, and has been found useful as a part of good order and discipline. 

I would also state, that 1<2. per day is allowed to Wardsmen and Cooks, which is discon- 
tinued in other Prisons generally. I believe it is not legal, and, certainly, is not a good 
mode of encouraging Prisoners to perform a work which they are glad to be employed at, 
as they escape other labor by it. There were no complaints, and but few punishments 
for breaches of Prison Regulations. 

The details of Expenditure in this Gaol will be found in the General Appendix, a copy 
of which accompanies this Report. 



StroJestoion Bridewell. 



This Minor Prison, for a few days’ confinement previous to final committal to the County 
Gaol, contains 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 4 Cells. They are kept clean, and the Regis- 
try of Prisoners preserved and transmitted Quarterly to our Office, and the Pauper Pri- 
soners are fed at a moderate expense. The salary of the Keeper is only £10 per annum, 
which is unusually low. 

A fire-place is wanted in one of the Day-rooms ; some Blankets are required, and glass 
is broken in the Day-rooms. There is no Pump, and the Yard-walls should be raised a 
few feet for security. In many Counties the Board of Superintendence take charge of 
the Bi'ide wells, and supply all defects and wants from the County Gaol. Till this plan 
shall he adopted, we find great difficulty in procuring the necessary furniture and repairs. 

Boyle Bridewell. 

This Bridewell contains 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 10 Cells. A new Keeper has been 
appointed, and it is kept much cleaner and in better order than formerly. The Registry 
and Diet is correctly attended to, and the Prisoners forwarded to the County Gaol as soon 
as practicable. The Prison requires Painting ; a few pairs of Blankets is also required, 
which should be sent from the County Gaol. I have directed a new Registry Book to be 
sent to replace the old one. 



Castlerea Bridewell. 

This small Bridewell is also kept clean and in tolerably good order, but the Keeper is 
an old and faithful Officer, and merits superannuation. The Registry is correctly kept, and 
the Pauper Prisoners are fed. Some bed-ticks and four locks require to be replaced by 
new ones. A Presentment will be made for these at the next Sessions. 
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Athlone Bridewell. North District. 

We have generally found this small Prison in cleaner and "better order than at present Athlone Bridewell, 
since it was erected. The Pauper Prisoners are fed, and the Registries correctly kept, 

Md nothing is at present wanted to call the attention of the Grand Jury to.

County of Sligo Gaol at Sligo. 

This County Gaol has rapidly advanced in all the known improvements in Prison County of Sligo Gaol. 
Discipline, with the exception of not having been able, as yet, to give a fair trial to the 
entire Separation of individual Prisoners from others, on account of the Cells not being 
large enough, or sufficiently heated and ventilated to keep a Prisoner confined in them by 
day as well as night. This is not to be regretted, as from the experiments now making in 
England and Scotland, some modifications of the System may be advisable, and I am 
unwilling to press on the Grand Jury, who have so liberally provided Gaol accommodation, 
any expense on this point, without at the same time certifying the absolute necessity and 
benefit of it. 

I would however recommend an increase of divided Sheds in the Yards, as the expense 
is trifling and the benefit certain. It commences a system of Separation by day at work, 
without any risk, and will repay the County by the extra work performed in Stone or 
Bone-breaking, &c., &c., exclusive of which it has a manifest tendency to lessen crime by 
withdrawing from persons in confinement the comforts of social intercourse, as well as the 
evils arising from such intercourse. I have every reason to believe that moral and religious 
improvement has progressed in this Gaol since last Inspection, and the small number of 
Recommittals manifests a wholesome dislike of the Discipline pursued. Anew Road has 
also been made from the Court House to the Prison, which is a considerable improvement. 

There were only 73 persons confined on the day of my Inspection, consisting of 51 Classification and 
Males, 12 Females, and 10 Debtors; the average for the year daily being 81. The Accommodation, 
accommodation provided by the Grand Jury is 88 Single Cells, 11 Day-rooms, 8 Work- 
rooms, 5 Solitary Cells, and 11 Yards for exercise, good Separate Infirmaries for Males 
and Females, a well divided Chapel for 8 Classes, a separate Building for Debtors a general 
Kitchen, and sufficient Store-rooms. This is abundant accommodation for the present state 
of Crime in the County, to execute the ordinary mode of Class Discipline, and by doubling 
the Cells, Separation under the Act can be carried on whenever it shall be deemed 
necessary. There are 5 Male Classes at present, and the Solitary Cells are provided with 

a heated apparatus by stoves, when required to be used. . 

Every Prisoner is employed in this Gaol, and it is reported that 26 Male Criminals were Employment and 
great proficients as Shoe-makers and Tailors, &c., at the expiration of their sentences, School, 
many of whom are earning a livelihood, instead of returning to vicious habits. 1 wo Sheds 
have been erected in the Yards with Divisions for Separate Labor, at Stone or Bone-break- 
ing or picking Oakum, &c., and I have recommended two more Sheds to be built, which 
will complete the Separate Work System by day. There is a Tread-wheel to execute the 
Hard-labor sentences, and the Prisoner’s legal share of the earnings is paid to him on 
leaving Gaol. Blankets have also been manufactured m the Gaol for Prison use. There 
is a good School conducted in each Class by the Turnkeys under the guidance of a School- 
master, who personally attends to the higher Class, chosen from the others to learn 
Writing and Cyphering. . , ,, , , , 

There are two Classes in this Department. Since last Inspection the Matron has been Females, 
superannuated on a County Pension, and the Deputy promoted, who appears qualified, and 
is approved of by some ladies of the Prison Association, who have for years continued their 
benevolent visits to the Gaol, with great benefit to the Female Prisoners There were 
only 8 confined at my Inspection, though the average number is 20. This apparent 
reduction of Crime in this Class is attributed to the Discipline carried on, especially to that 
part of it which gives not only a Cell to each Female at night, but enforces their eating 
their meals in their Cells, instead of a social meal m Classes. If the size of the CeUs 
admitted it, or other means were provided to enable the Matron to have the work earned on 
in Separate Stalls, or small Work-rooms, I have no doubt of the good effects, a^nd I would 
recommend such a System for all Gaols. Six new Cells have been added since last Inspec- 
tion, and all the inmateB are clothed and employed.. - „ , n . . 

The Food of the Prisoners is economically provided for, at the cost ofS^perheadper Dietary, 
day. The Inmates are marched to their Cells at Meal hours, and thus the Turnkey i have 
leisure from Inspection without injury to Discipline. . There is a good gener 
the Cooking and serving out the Provisions is carried on with order and regdanty, and 
the Contracts are carefully made. Rations are allowed to all Resident Officers except 

The Local Inspector is an intelligent and good Public Officer. The G over nor is very Officers, 
zealous in the discharge of all his duties, and the state of the Gaol m every p 
very creditable to these Officers. There are 9 Turnkeys and a Deputy c ^° jernor, who 
appear to me to be well chosen and qualified for them "particular duties , T , 

Tradesmen, and especially useful by instructing young Prisoners in their Ira e • 
are all dressed in uniform. The three Chaplains inspect the .Provisions in turn, a 
directs, and are attentive to their various and important duties. 
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The Hospital Department of this Gaol is conducted with unusual economy and good 
order, under the care of Doctor Carter. The cost of the Medicines is only £14 f or ° ^ 
last year. It is purchased at the Apothecaries’ Hall in Dublin, and compounded in tk 
Hospital, by an Apothecary who receives £20 annually for his trouble. The Prisoner* 
arc very healthy, and the Infirmary for Males and Females separated and commodious 
Some Lunatics committed to the Gaol, have been placed in the Hospital, and sent out 
convalescent or cured, by the care of the Medical Officer, who took advantage of the span- 
accommodation and garden labor, to apply the proper remedy, which cannot be done h 
most other Gaols, from deficient room. The Surgeon of the Infirmary attends when 
required in surgical cases. 

The Registries, Books, and Accounts, are neatly and carefully kept, and a good check 
established for all issues of Provisions, &c. I examined them carefully, and in the absence 
of a uniform System of Accounts for all Gaols, (which I hope will soon be established ) I 
found the Accounts accurately kept. ’ 

There is a code of By-laws, and the Board of Superintendence meet monthly at the 
Gaol. A Special Board assembled on the day of my Inspection, and with their usual 
kind co-operation, undertook to recommend my suggestions to the Grand Jury. 

Every Prisoner is clothed in a Prison dress, and as all the materials are made up in the 
Gaol, and some of them manufactured, the cost of this important addition to Gaol Discipline 
does not exceed £50 per annum. All recommitted Prisoners have the letter R conspicu- 
ously placed on their dress, which is, I think, a good regulation. 

The details of all the Expenditure will he found in the general Appendix to this Report, 
a copy of which is forwarded for the information of the Grand Jury. 

Ballymote Bridewell. 

This is the only Minor Prison in the County for the temporary detention of Prisoners 
till committed to the County Gaol. It has always been kept in good order by a qualified 
Keeper. The accommodation consists of 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 2 Colls. The 
Registry is attended to, the Pauper Prisoners are fed, and the Quarterly Returns sent to 
our Office.

County of Tyrone Gaol at Omagh. 

I inspected this County Gaol on the 11th and 12th of November, and after a minute 
inquiry into every Department, I have, generally speaking, reason to he satisfied with the 
state of Discipline and employment of the Prisoners, and will submit in the following 
Report any suggestions for improvement for the consideration of the Grand Jury and 
Board of Superintendence.. The Governor was not on his appointment promoted from this 
or any. other Gaol, which is the principle we would anxiously wish to be followed on all 
vacancies, with the view of encouraging merit, and obtaining for each Prison the best 
qualified Officers ; however, he has taken pains to obtain information on the Discipline 
carried on in other Prisons, and the state of the Gaol is, on the whole, creditable to all 
® c ® r8. The qualifications of a Governor are most important, not only requiring 
zeal and .intelligence, but such a command of temper and knowledge of human nature as will 
enable him to manage and control in the best manner the unruly wills of his fellow creatures, 
and nothing can give us more satisfaction than to be able to report the high qualifications 
of Governors of Gaols in this respect. 

„ day of my Inspection there were 138 Prisoners confined, consisting of 91 Males, 

2o temales, and 21 Debtors ; of these 15 were Lunatics or Idiots, and I have only to 
repeat with Doctor White in his last year’s Report, the sad inconvenience to the Discipline 
°I a traoi which arises from such Inmates, and I trust a remedy will be found by making 
additions to the District Lunatic Asylums. The average number confined daily for the 
iast year is 13b, and the Recommittals in the same period were 42. The number of 
Recommittals is a good criterion to judge of the moral good effected in a Gaol, and in this 
case the numbers are more than I expected to find. 

The accommodation this Prison affords consists of 60 single Cells, 12 Day-rooms, 6 
Work-rooms, and 11 Yards. There are 18 small rooms with Beds for Debtors, &c., 1 
Lhapel, 2 separate Hospitals, 10 Solitary Cells, and a Tread-wheel for Hard-labor sentences, 
ihere are also 6 Store-rooms, and an ill-constructed small Kitchen.

There are 5 Male Classes under the constant inspection of a Turnkey, and considerable 
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silence is preserved, but no actual separation by day and night can as yet be tried from 
tbe want of large Cells. 

The Prisoners (with the exception of 20 infirm or sick,) were all employed at some 
work, and though the difficulties exist here as elsewhere, as to finding a Market for 
manufactured goods, yet considerable exertions have been made to instruct some of the 
younger Male Prisoners in Trades, and 17 of them have left the Gaol within the year 
improved in this respect, and able to earn their bread as Carpenters, Sawyers, Shoe-makers, 
and Tailors ; the other Prisoners are employed at Stone and Bone breaking for manure, 
and the Hard-labor men on the Tread-wheel. The Profits, including chiefly work made 
for the use of the Gaol, are stated to be £187, and the Prisoners receive one-third of their 
clear earnings. There are 2 Sheds for Stone-breaking, &c., divided into separate Stalls; 

I would recommend an addition to these, to comply, as far as practicable at present, with 
the Act legalising Separation, as, doubtless, the more Prisoners are kept from evil communi- 
cation with each other, the better, when it can be done consistently with health of body 
and mind. 

There is a School established daily in the Chapel, and some good has arisen from it ; 
however, the Schoolmaster is a very old man, and should be superannuated, having served 
faithfully for many years. I would recommend the School in future to be in Classes, by 
the Turnkeys, and a proper Registry of improvement to be kept by each Officer. 

The Female Department is under the care of a qualified Matron, who has them all 
employed, and gives School instruction, but an Assistant is much wanted, especially as they 
are congregated together day and night, from want of Cells, and the average number being 
25, I think it is too much for one Matron to attend to effectually. A Laundry is building, 
which will prove very useful, but nothing short of an addition of Cells, could enable the 
Matron to carry on a sound moral system. 

The Food of the Prisoners is economically provided for, and the cost per head per day, 
is 3 \d . ; it is served with order and regularity, and each Prisoner eats his Meals in his Cell, 
giving time to the Turnkeys from inspection, and an opportunity for reflection to each 
Prisoner, instead of a social, or perhaps convivial meal, if not under close inspection ; I 
found some tea and tobacco admitted to the Lunatics, without sufficient control and order 
from the Medical Officer, but I have no doubt such a practice will not again occur. I submit 
that a good cooking Kitchen should be at once presented for, as the present one is utterly 
unfit for the purpose. 

Rations are allowed to all the Resident Officers, which cost the County about £9 for 
each : the salaries are very low, and this is meant as a mode of increasing them, but I would 
submit that it would be better at once to commute this allowance for a money t payment, as 
it is, to say the least, a bad mode of remunerating Officers. 

There is a Governor, Deputy Governor, and Clerk, and 7 Turnkeys, resident in this 
Gaol, and it is satisfactory to he enabled to state, that I have no reason to report unfavor- 
ably of the general discharge of their duties ; it is but justice, however, to state, that the 
Deputy Governor appears to me a valuable and intelligent Officer, and qualified for 
conducting the entire details of a Prison should a favorable opportunity offer of promoting 
him ; two of the Turnkeys are Tradesmen. 

I have always found the Local Inspector attentive to his duty, and anxious for the well 
being of the Gaol in all its Departments. There are 3 Chaplains, who inspect the Provi- 
sions, as the Law directs, and who attend to their various duties, as appears by the visiting 
book, and other minute inquiries, I made on the subject. 

There are separate Hospitals for the sexes, and they have sufficient accommodation for 
ordinary occasions ; they are kept remarkably clean and regular ; the Medical Officer 
reports favorably of the general state of health in the Prison for the current year ; the 
cost of Medicines for the year is only £17 6s. 3c?. and the Apothecary has no salary. 

The Books, Registries, and Accounts, are neatly and correctly kept, and a sufficient 
check established against any fraud ; however, here, as well as elsewhere, it is very desirable 
that a uniform system of all expenditure Accounts should be kept in all Gaols, and such 
a system is in progress. There is a code of By-laws, and the Board .of Superinten- 
dence meet monthly and settle all demands on the Gaol Funds ; the fuel is a very heavy 
expense in Gaol, and being more than the average cost in other Prisons, I would submit 
that an exertion may be made to reduce it. 

The number of Lunatics committed is also a great expense and inconvenience to the 
Discipline ; I trust this difficulty will soon be removed by an addition to the District 
Lunatic Asylum. The Prisoners are all clothed in a Prison dress, which is very creditable 
and adds much to tho order and appearance of a Gaol; the cost is about 18s. for each 
Prisoner. The detailed Account of all the Expenditure will be found in our general 
Appendix, which accompanies this Report. 

Strabane Bridewell. 

This small Sessions’ Town Prison contains 2 Day-rooms, 4 Cells, and 1 Yard ; it is kept 
clean and regular by a qualified Keeper, who feeds the Pauper Prisoners, keeps the 
Registry correctly, and transmits it quarterly to our Office. The large Yard should be 
divided, so as to have separate Yards for the sexes, and a Pump should be sunk, to give 
the accommodation required by Law. 

Dungannon Bridewell. 

This is a larger Bridewell than usual in Sessions’ Towns, as the High Sheriff and Minor 
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Courts are in the habit of confining Debtors here, and on some occasions, the Magistrate* \ 
permit Prisoners to remain during short sentences, which saves the expense of transmission. : 
to the County Gaol ; I apprehend this is not legal, as the Act. requires all sentenced Prisoner* 
to be forwarded to the Gaol ; however, no serious inconvenience arises at present from the 
practice There are 3 Day-rooms, 9 Cells, and 3 Yards. Ihe furniture is complete, the 
Registries correctly kept, and the Pauper Prisoners fed, at the cost of 3d. per day. The 
Local Inspector visits regularly. There were confined on the day of my Inspection, U 
Debtors, 18 Male Criminals, and 4 Females. The Yards require gravelling. 

Clogher Bridewell. 

This new Bridewell contains legal accommodation for a temporary Prison, viz. 2 Dav. 
rooms, 3 Cells, and 2 Yards, and is kept in good order by a qualified Keeper, who attend* 
to the Registry, and feeds the Pauper Prisoners, at 6 d. per head, which is the cost of 
Bread and Milk. 

A Child has been left here by a Prisoner, and has been kept at the County expense for 
a length of time, and I have frequently objected to it and corresponded with the Local 
Inspector ; there is now some hope of her being removed to the Poor-house, but the Bride- ; 
well was no legal place for her detention ; the Keeper has been kind, and attentive to her 
education.

County of Westmeath Gaol at Mullingar. 

The last year’s Report on this County Gaol recommended various improvements in the 
system of discipline, and calculated on the zeal of the newly-appointed Governor for great 
exertions in forwarding them. It is my duty to report that the expectations have been 
realized, and the employment of all the Prisoners (now for the first time fully established), 
with other evidence of the intelligence of Mr. Tyrrell, the new Governor, enables me to 
report favorably of bis qualifications for the office in the following details. 

I regret the necessity of recording the present state of the walls of this new building, 

. Some settle or failure in parts of the foundation has occurred, and cracks have appeared in 
various parts of the walls and arches. It is difficult to trace the cause, and useless now 
to attribute the evil to any neglect in the original workmanship. However, I find, the 
Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence are engaged in finding a remedy for this un- i 
toward event, and have had proposals and tenders for Contracts before them, and have 
provided against danger, as far as practicable, and consulted the best architects on the f 
subject. 

Mr. Butler has called upon me and stated that he will be fully prepared with the plan 
and estimate for the General Sessions. He also proposes a plan, which I have examined, f 
which would remedy the evil, and, at same time, add much to the separate accommodation, \ 
at a small expense, exceeding what must he expended in security alone. I beg to recoin- \ 
mend it strongly to the consideration of the Grand Jury and Sessions. 

There .were 110 Prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, consisting of 78 Males, f 
27 Females, and 5 Debtors; the average number for the year being 122 daily, and the l 
number of re-committals, within the year, only 19. 

The accommodation consists of 100 Single Cells and Day-rooms, 7 Work-rooms, 4 con- [ 
fined Solitary Cells, 1 divided Chapel, 1 Hospital, a Tread- wheel, with 1 1 tYards for . 
exercise. The Cells are not large enough for separation during the day, under the late Act 
■ of Parliament. But should that system work well, when fully tried, a few of the present . 
Cells could be opened by an arch into each other, and, on being prepared by ventilation, 
a Class or two could be separated at a trifling expense. In the meantime, I would recom- 
mend some Sheds to be erected in the Yards, divided for each individual to break stones, j, 
or other work, separately, and thus commence the system by day as well as night, as then 
are sufficient Cells to give each Male Prisoner a Cell to himself. These Sheds would not * 
cost above £100 for 40 Criminals, and if the Grand Jury will present that sum for Sheds . 
and employment, the Governor states that it will be repaid to the County in one year, by | 
the addition of work performed by the Prisoners. 

There are 7 Male Classes, and a Tread- wheel for hard-labour sentences, and mud t 
silence and order is preserved by the constant inspection of the Turnkeys. Some more 1 
suitable apartments are required for the Turnkeys; and as the Chapel and many parts of i 
the Prison has all the appearance of damp, I would suggest that Arnott Stoves should be ; 
placed in the corridors, &c. 

The Prisoners are now all employed at profitable and useful work, and several of tbe 
younger Prisoners have made great progress in learning Trades ; eighteen have been re- 
ported to me as leaving the Gaol, at the expiration of their sentences, well instructed, ai« 
seven of them are known to be earning their bread industriously. Employment has also 
been obtained by making Clogs and Stockings for the P oor-house. A good School is ester 
bushed under the Turnkeys, and I think the system of instruction works well in this Gad- 
Ihe Ola Prison is allocated for the Females and Debtors, and the accommodation! 3 
bad and inefficient. There are only 8 Cells and 2 Day-rooms, consequently, they are 
congregated together by day and night, and but little efforts can be made to reform th 6 ® 
habits ; and it is impossible to classify them as to crime, as the Law directs. They are, 
however, clothed in a Prison Dress, receive some School-instruction and employ®®'

Should Mr. Butler’s plan, above alluded to, be adopted, far better accommodation could 
be (riven to the Female Department. There is a Matron and Assistant, who are attentive, 
butTa fair trial cannot be given to their qualifications for managing this important Class. 

The Prisoners eat their meals in their Cells, thus giving time to the Turnkeys for an 
hour for theirs. The Provisions are procured by Contracts, made with the Board of 
Superintendence ; the expense is moderate, and will be this year about 3 %d. per head per 
day. The Legal Provision Book is now regularly kept, and I suggested an additional 
check on the daily issue, which has been adopted. No Rations are issued to Officers 
except the Matron and Assistant, whose salaries are very low. 

The Officers all attend to their various duties, except the Roman Catholic Chaplain, who 
pleads want of time from other avocations. I trust that some arrangement will be made 
bv the Board of Superintendence to secure to the Roman Catholic Prisoners the legal and 
regular attendance of their Clergy. I have already stated, that the Governor and Deputy 
are qualified and intelligent Officers. The Local Inspector, who is also Chaplain, and the 
Presbyterian Chaplain, are zealous Public Officers, and the Turnkeys, 8 in number, appear 
qualified, as Sub-officers, for their duty, and 4 of them are Tradesmen. 

The Hospital is separated from the Prison, and has sufficient room for all ordinary 
occasions, and the Medical Officer, who is constant in his attendance, informs me, that the 
Prison has hitherto been remarkably healthy. Some Furniture is required, and I requested 
him to make a requisition to the Board for it, and a supply would be ordered. A Contract 
is made with the Apothecary at £40 per annum, of the legality and expediency of which 
we have always expressed a doubt in our Reports, however economical it may prove to be. 
A Nurse-tender is provided for the sick. 

The Books, Registries, and Accounts, are very correctly and neatly kept, and on exa- 
mination, I believe, no fraud whatever exists. I suggested a better mode of checking all 
issues. There are By-laws approved of by the Court of Queen’s Bench; and the Board 
of Superintendence meet Monthly, to regulate the Accounts and all the details of the 
Establishment. They held a meeting on the day of my inspection, I recommended to them 
the advantages and legality of providing a Prison Dress for Male Prisoners, the want of 
which is a great deficiency in this Gaol. 

In the Appendix will be found all the details of expenditure in this Prison, a copy of 
which is forwarded, with this Report, for the information of the Grand Jury. 

Moate Bridewell . 

This is the only Minor Prison in the County ; it is built in the rere of the Court-house 
for Quarter Sessions. It contains all the accommodation required for a temporary place of 
confinement, viz., 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 7 Cells, as the Prisoners are always for- 
warded to the County Gaol after final committal. The Pauper Prisoners are fed, and the 
Registries correctly kept by an intelligent Keeper.

County of Carlow Gaol. 

Having paid some previous visits to this Gaol, I made my inspection of it on the 29th of 
November. Colonel Bruen, M.P., and Messrs. Burton, Fishbourne, Waters, and Alexander, 
members of the Board of Superintendence, attended, supplying me with considerable infer, 
mation and assistance. The Rev. Mr. Jameson, Local Inspector, and Protestant Chaplain, 
and the Rev. J. Walsh, Roman Catholic Clergyman, acting Chaplain,, were also present. 

This Gaol presented a very clean and orderly appearance. It is well supplied with \ 
Water, Baths, and Privies. There is a detached building lately erected, (containing eight 
Cells, and Turnkey’s apartment) which is very well adapted for carrying, into effect the 
Separate System. The Cells are about nine feet square, and the same in height. They are 
well lit ; but the manner in which the windows are at present constructed, does not admit 
of perfect ventilation. There are no ventilation holes in the lower part of the doors. Con- 
sidering this an omission (one lately attended with fatal . effects in another Gaol) I have 
advisee! openings to be made in the doors, and an alteration in the windows, which would 
considerably improve the ventilation, and conduce to the health and cleanliness of the 
Prisoners. 

These rooms are heated by hot water apparatus, the fitting up of which cost £38, It 
seems to answer very well ; and I found it to diffuse an agreeable warmth through the 
building. Although it would be desirable to introduce this apparatus into the other com- 
partments of the Gaol, there is an objection urged against its further adoption ; viz., that 
from the detached nature of the wings, a separate furnace and appendages would be requi- j 
site for each building, thus involving a considerable extra expense. 

Of the four radiating wings at the rere of the Governor’s House, one is exclusively 
appropriated to the women ; the next is a House of Correction, in which none but convicted ‘ 
Prisoners aro confined ; in the third are the tried and untried misdemeanants ; in the fourth, } 
the tried and untried felons. It is to be regretted, that in the first of these wings alone ' 
does the accommodation admit of a separation of the tried and untried Prisoners. 

There were 50 Prisoners in the Gaol at the period of my inspection ; all (except two |. 
unfit for work) engaged in useful occupations. It is creditable to the management of the § 
Gaol, that a profit of over £70 has been realized on work sold during the last year ; this, of I 
course, exclusive of the sum credited to the County on work done for the Prison. There 
is a Tread-wheel in the Gaol, but the propriety of continuing this method of punishment, 

I am convinced, is more than questionable when it is unconnected with any useful process, i 
such as forcing water for Gaol use, &c. 

The cost of each Prisoner for the year, is £21 15s. 

The Infirmary in this Gaol is good. It accommodates about 20 patients, and is so contrived | 
as to secure a perfect separation of the Male and Female classes. There were no sick in i 
hospital when I visited it. The Gaol has been very healthy for the last year; no death £ 
has occurred. 

The School Department I found, (as indeed is too generally the case at present,) very 5 
deficient, although two hours daily are devoted to instruction. Here, as elsewhere, I would 
suggest to the Gaol Authorities the propriety, the necessity, of procuring a sufficient num- 
ber of well-selected books, adapted to the capacities and habits of those with whom they have 
to deal. Is it not absurd to require a man arrived at the meridian of his years, to learn [ 
reading through the medium of such a tale as Tommy and Harry ? If he be a labourer, 
let him have a book from which he may derive some information as to his occupations. H 
he be a mechanic, so likewise provide him with books that may afford him knowledge con- 
nected with his trade. These remarks of course do not include the method of instruction 
in trades. This department, on the contrary, has been well conducted — 54 persons having 
learnt useful trades in this Prison during the past year. I apprehend that one of the chief 
evils in tho present system will be found in the unfitness of the Turnkeys in general to 
discharge the functions of instructors. A partial remedy for this evil may be secured. by 
greater circumspection on the part of the Boards of Superintendence in the future selection 
of these Officers. The system must indeed be radically bad, when a man may, after a ax 
months’ confinement, leave a Prison as he entered it, ignorant of reading and writing ; or, if 
he should have had an imperfect acquaintance with either, with his knowledge unincreasei 
I would respectfully recommend the Board of Superintendence to consider these remark * 
I am convinced much improvement can be effected m the system, by attention and exertion £ 
on their part. There is an “ Outline of the Method of Teaching” in the National Schools, 
issued by the Board for the use of their Teachers, which could easily be procured for distri- 
bution in the Prisons ; and I am convinced that great good would accrue from an attentive 
study of its directions by the Turnkeys who act as Schoolmasters. The first, second,- ana 
third “ Books of Lessons,” published by the same Board, are, I think, the very best 
elementary books that could be adopted. 

The Office Department is conducted by James Young, Deputy Governor. I examinod 
the books, and found them to be correctly kept. In the provision book I found a deviation 
from the instructions of the Act to exist, which might have led to some confusion in tne 
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general-accounts ; but I hare directed an alteration. The Contracts I consider on the whole South Disthict. 

moderate. On a consideration of the quantity of Coal issued in this Gaol, the annual 

expense for this item seems too high ; and I do not think the issue of fuel in summer shows County Carlow Gao1 - 
a sufficient proportionate decrease on the winter consumption. I think the £20 per annum 
allotted to the Prison Clerk, might very well for the future be saved to the County. His 
duties appear almost nominal, as the Deputy Governor keeps all the accounts, and is quite 

X ble of doing so correctly. I recommend, then, the discontinuance of the former officer’s 
■y ; and perhaps it would be well to allow, say £5 a year, in addition to the present 
salary of the Deputy Governor. 

I was much pleased with the cleanliness and order that prevailed in this Prison ; and I Discipline and Ac- 
think the Governor enforces the very best system of Gaol discipline compatible with the commodation. 
accommodation at his disposal. But the construction of the Prison, (with the solitary excep- 
tion of the new addition to which I have alluded,) is exceedingly defective. I here saw men 
associated together, working at their trades in a comfortable room, with a good fire ; and I 
would consider -their condition, compared with that of a poor journeyman working in a tire- 
less garret in the town of Carlow, if not a bonus on crime, at least destitute of all the terrors 
a prison confinement should inspire. 1 think the Gaol capable of improvement in structure, 
so that additional cells could be devoted to the Separate System, and that an architect expe- 
rienced in such matters could give the Board of Superintendence much valuable information. 

There appeared to be a good deal of irregularity in the attendance of the Roman Catholic 
Cliaplain. It seems no one has been officially elected to that office for some yeai’s. Three 
different clergymen have officiated in this capacity within the last month. I would suggest 
to the Board the propriety of remedying this evil ; and I should hope it will then no longer 
appear that the Prison shall have been visited but thirty times by that officer in the space 
of six months.

County of Clare Gaol at Ennis. 

I was very much gratified on my Inspection of this Gaol with the general order, system, Coi,n ty Clare Gnol 
and regularity, that prevailed, the Gaol was very cleanly, and is on the whole, one of at Enn ' s ' 
the very best I have as yet inspected, as it continues to maintain the high character bestowed 
on it by Major Palmer in his last Report. 

There are 121 sleeping Cells, and 12 other rooms containing beds. Forty of the former Separation of 
are well adapted for the Separate System. They are warmed by hot-water apparatus, Prisoners, 
and well lit and ventilated. The System has been in operation for the last two months in 
the Female Wing, and has already been attended by manifest and most satisfactory results. 

It is to be immediately introduced into the Male division of the Prison. 

Cots are used in this Prison, instead of metal bedsteads ; and I think tliey are for many 
reasons a great improvement ; but I would again prefer Hammocks to these, as taking up 
less room, and being more easily packed and managed. They are adopted in many of the 
best Gaols in England and Scotland. . 

The Prisoners were variously employed in Weaving, Shoe-making, Tailoring, &c. Some Occupations of 
of the Turnkeys are Tradesmen, and well calculated effectively to superintend their Prisoners, 
respective departments. There were a good many Prisoners employed in breaking stones, 
for which there is here a considerable demand. All the articles of Clothing and Blankets 
used, are made within the Prison. Silence appears to be strictly enforced. 

There is a regular Schoolmaster attached to this Gaol. He attends sedulously to the 
different classes. The School-books of the National Board are those in use. 

The Hospital is a detached building, very properly divided into two parts for the Male Hospital, 
and Female patients. It is a very convenient and compact structure, and contains all the 
requisites necessary for the proper treatment of the patients. The prescriptions, however, 
are compounded in the town ; which I do not consider so desirable a plan as that of having 
a regular Compounding Department in the Prison supplied with the necessary Medicines. 

The Prisoners are supplied with Gaol dresses, and the Turnkeys were appropriately 
provided with a regular Livery. 

The Dietary is supplied on economical terms ; and the Contracts for the year appeared 
to be concluded at prices favorable to the Gaol. The issue of Provisions is properly 
regulated, and every necessary check secured, to provide against irregularities or fraud. 

There have been 26 Recommittals of twice and upwards, during the year. I do not 
consider this many where there is a daily average of 110 Prisoners. 

I examined the Prison Books and Registries, and found them kept with minuteness and 
accuracy, at least as far as it is in my power to pronounce. The Gaol stores are also kept 
in very excellent order. 

The cost of each Prisoner for the year will amount to £19 13s. 8d. 

The Governor, Mr. D’Arcy, is a most excellent Officer, and deserves every credit for 
the high state of Discipline maintained in the Gaol. I expect that in our next Report we 
shall have to notice a still further improvement, which it is only reasonable to suppose will 
result from a more perfect adoption of the improved System of Prison Discipline now 
legalised by Act of Parliament. 

Bridewells of County Clare. 

These Bridewells are under the superintendence of Mr. D’Arcy, the County Gaol County Clabe

efficiency. I have availed myself of his services m my Report on two of the Bridewells f 

County Clare Kilrush and Ennistymon, which I was unable to visit on account ot my having been delavei 
Bridewells. & GovernmeIlt i nqu iry, on which I was engaged, beyond the usual period for commencing 
our Inspections. 

Six-mile-bridge Bridewell. 

Six-nnle-bridge. I found this Bridewell very clean and orderly. It was undergoing some repairs, and : 

when they are effected it will be a very completeBndewell. 1 lie price of diet is modern 
and I was glad to see the Local Magistracy are m the habit of visiting. 

Killaloe Bridewell. 

Killaloe. This is a new Bridewell opened only since last August. It is on a very good plan, fe 

Male and Female divisions being effectually separated by a Corridor. For the Male ’ 
there are three Cells, a Day-room, and a Yard. The Cells are of good proportions, and 
well lighted ; but there are no ventilation holes in the doors. The Cells were slightly damp. 
There°are two Cells, a Day-room, and Yard, for the Females. The chimneys smoke, and 
the roof admits some rain ; these defects should he remedied forthwith. 

There is a Pump required here, and the Yards should be gravelled and put in order. 

The Rco-istry was correctly kept. The mixed Diet is used, at an expense of 3 d. pc? 
head per diem. 

Tulla Bridewell. 

Tulla. This Bridewell was very clean and regularly kept. The Pump required repairs, and 

there are some few articles required. The charge for Provisions was very moderate. 

Kilrush Bridewell. 

SLlrush. This is the largest in the County, containing 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 8 Cells, (5 ; 

Male and 2 Female,) exclusive of Keepers’ apartments. It had been newly painted, and a 
sum of £6 12s. 6d. lately expended on improvements. 

It is well kept, and every thing in the Keeper’s charge in good order. The Bridewell 
is visited by the Rev. Mr. Whitty, the Rector. 

Ennistymon Bridewell. 

Ennistymon. This Bridewell contains 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 4 Cells. It is carefully attended to j. 

by a qualified Keeper. The regulations are duly posted and observed. | 

It has also been lately painted. The bedding is new, and in good order. The Keeper's | 
salary is £20 a year.

Although, previous to our last Report, 34 Cells had been fitted up and reported to k | 
properly adapted for the Separate System of Discipline in this Prison, still it has not yet ; 
been carried into operation, owing to objections entertained against its introduction by some 
of the Members of the Board of Superintendence. From my own conviction, as well . 



an attentive consideration of the experience of others, I would urge on the attention of , 
the Board, the propriety of at least making an experimental trial of a sy stein that, in other 
Gaols, has been found to produce such desirable effects. I think, also, that this Gaol afford- 5 j

more requisites, and is altogether better adapted for the introduction of the Separate 
System of confinement than most others that I have as yet inspected in Ireland. Ik 
number of Sleeping Cells has exceeded the daily average confined during the past year by 
60. Should the Separate System be approved when carried on in the 34 Cells at pres® 
prepared for it, there are 48 in addition, which might be easily rendered available for tte 
same purpose. The fitting up of the hot-water apparatus for these 34 Cells has cost 
hut I consider a sufficient degree of warmth might be secured much less expensively, by 
the erection of Stoves, with flues to traverse the corridors into which the Cells open. 

I recommended that the Prisoners should have their meals in Separate Cells, but, 
believe, the Board of Superintendence have hesitated to act on this suggestion without an 
order from Government. I am, of course, perfectly aware that, under the first Clause 
the 3rd and 4th Viet., c. 44, the approval of the Lord Lieutenant in council is requ'^ 
previous to establishing the Separate System amongst Prisoners. But this has not W* 
usually considered necessary for the mere temporary confinement during meals, ana it ' 
frequently been adopted on the suggestion of the Inspeetors-General in other Gaols, a 1 ®' 
I believe, uniformly, with the best results. _ , k 

s There were hut 157 Prisoners in confinement on the day of my inspection, although 
daily average for the year 1842 was 199. In the year 1841, the daily average amount 
to 242, which shows a decrease of 43 on the average number confined daily during a* 
past year, with a consequent decrease in the annual expenditure of these two Gaols, amo 
ing to £568 Os. 2 hd. 
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There has also been a decrease of £106 3s. 8£d. in the Annual Expenditure of the 
seventeen County Bridewells. 

A commendable system of industry is established in the Gaol and. House of Correction.

The amount of the return on Prisoners’ Work for the year has been £5 14 17s. 8 d., sub- 
ject to the deduction of the original capital expended. 

There have been 175 Recommittals during the year, and 150 cases of punishment for 
Prison offences. The Prisoners are provided with a suitable Gaol uniform. 

The Dietary consists of Bread and Milk, and is provided at an expense of A\d. per Dietary, 
head per diem. This, of course, is above the usual average in County Gaols, and I see 
no iust reason why the mixed diet should not, in preference, be adopted. 

The School department is conducted by the Turnkeys, but here, as almost universally .School, 
elsewhere in our Gaols, I am unable to report favorably of the efficiency of this branch 
of the Prison discipline. I think a want of a proper class of instructional books, for Adult 
Prisoners, is very observable ; and I think a small outlay in purchasing a well-selected 
collection of hooks would be a very judicious arrangement in every Gaol. 

The Hospital in this Gaol is uncomfortable and inconveniently situated. The Water- Hospital, 
closets and Bath appear out of repair. The Boiler is also out of order, and the conveyance 
of water and other necessaries to the Wards must be attended with much inconvenience, 
as they are approached by an ascent of about 80 steps. I think stands should be procured 
for the sides of the beds, for placing medicines, &e., upon. The Medicines are supplied 
from the Druggists, at a moderate expense, and compounded in the Prison by the Medical 
Officers. 

The Laundry is inconveniently small, and the Drying-room is not sufficient for the pur- 
pose. The doors of the Cells require ventilating apertures. 

I inspected the Books and Registries, and they appeared to be kept with a very great Books, 
degree of accuracy and clearness. The bills are paid monthly , and a great deal of regu- 
larity in this respect is observed in this Gaol. I have received from the Local Inspector a 
printed account containing an Abstract of the Expenditure of the Cork County Gaol and 
Bridewells, from which I have derived a good deal of valuable information. 

The Officers of this Prison appear to be very efficient and very attentive to their duties. 

I understand that the health of the Gaol, for the last year, has been generally good : 107 
have been treated in Hospital, and no death has occurred. 

Bridewells of County Cork. 



These minor Prisons arc under the management of the Board of Superintendence of the 
County Gaol ; and whenever a vacancy for a Keeper occurs, an experienced Turnkey of 
good character, is selected from the County Gaol for the situation.

Bandon Bridewell. 

This Bridewell is of the first class of minor Prisons in the County. It contains 4 Male 
Cells, Day-room, and Yard. There is no. convenient supply of water. The Female 
division, consisting of equal accommodation, is quite separate from the Male. At Quarter 
Sessions, and when at times Prisoners are passing between Cork and Bantry, this Bridewell 
becomes crowded. Three large Tickens and three pair of large Blankets would be required 
to meet these exigencies. 

The Registry of Prisoners was regularly made, and the Accounts. seemed correct. The 
Diet, which consists of Bread and Milk, costs od. per diem. During the last Quarter, 
when Stirabout and Milk was given, it only cost 3V. The . Prisoners, I was informed! 
invariably refused this latter diet, and prefer potatoes and milk. It appeared more as a 
matter of convenience to the Keeper that the former diet is adopted, as the cooking is 
attended with additional trouble. I would suggest, cn the whole, that the mixed should 
be substituted for the present diet. The Hon. and Rev. Mr. Bernard visits frequently, 
and the Roman Catholic Curate attends on Sundays.

On my inspection of this Bridewell, I was gratified with the cleanliness, order, and i 
regularity, that prevailed. There were 7 Male and 8 Female Prisoners in confinement 
The Books were regularly made up, aud I consider the Keeper a very efficient Officer. f 

Skibbereen Bridewell 

Was altogether clean and in an efficient condition. The Keeper states that it will be 
necessary to have a Shed erected for laying in a proper supply of turf. 

Bantry Bridewell. 

This is one of the best that I have inspected in this County. It was in very good order, ■ 
and in point of cleanliness and regularity quite satisfactory. The Registry and Accounts 
were made up very regularly. 

Clonakilty Bridewell. 

This is an exceedingly well-arranged building ; the Cells and Day -rooms all well adapted j 
to the use for which they are intended. 

The state of this Bridewell was altogether satisfactory. It appeared to be kept in s 
clean and orderly manner. 

Rosscarberry Bridewell. 

I do not think there are a sufficient number of Cells in this Prison. It requires some 
repairs and considerable cleaning up. 

Fermoy Bridewell. 

On. inspection of this Bridewell, I found it in an efficient state, and it appeared to be 
kept in a satisfactory manner. The rooms were very cleanly and presented an appearance 
of proper regularity and order. 



Mitchelstown Bridewell. 

There is a Store-room required in this Bridewell. The Yards and Cells are very 
and consequently an additional degreo of attention to cleanliness will require to be oxer e 
It was undergoing whitewashing and cleansing on the day of my inspection, and, certain Ji 
not before it required it. 

Charleville Bridewell. 

This is a good Bridewell. The Male and Female Cells and Yards are properly separate > 
and were clean and orderly. This Prison labors under a defect in common with most 
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the other Bridewells of the County — that of having no Store or proper accommodation for Soctu District. 
locking up provisions, fuel, &c. 

Midleton Bridewell. 

This Bridewell was cleanly and generally in good order on the day of my inspection. Midleton. 

It is well constructed, and the Day-rooms, Cells, and Yards, are quite separated for the 
Male and Female Prisoners. 

Cove Bridewell. ■ 

I found this Bridewell (which is, I believe, under the control of the Corporation,) in a Cove, 
very disgraceful condition. I do not mean to attach the blame to the Keeper, because it is 
quite plain no vigilance or exertions could establish or maintain any system in such a place. 

The roof, and, indeed, the interior generally, are in a dilapidated condition, and completely 
saturated with damp. There was but one set of bedding in the Prison, and even that 
was filthy. In one very confined apartment were four men committed for smuggling. 

They had been already ten days in this room, and were to have been detained there for 
some days more. This, independently of its other defects, I regard as quite insecure as 
a place of confinement. M1 , , 

I am informed, however, that a new Court-house and Bridewell will be constructed, 
which, of course, when finished, will rectify all the evils of which I complain. 

Having been deterred by the extreme inclemency of the weather and other causes, 
from personally inspecting the Bridewells at Castletown and Dunmanway within the usual 
period, I shall take an early opportunity of visiting them next year.

I inspected tils Gaol od tie If th of December, the Male Prisoners are divided into font city of Co* G«ol. 
Classes, the Females into two. A more minute Classification is said to be impracticable 

owing to the manner in which the Gaol is constructed. . . 

Tlie Gaol is kept very clean, but it appears very much out of repair ; and I think it Repairs of Gaol, 
necessary that I should here introduce the following abstract of a Report by Sir Thomas 
Deane upon this subject. An opinion coming from such a high authority is entitled to 
every consideration, and I do think immediate steps should be taken to remedy the defects 
which exist in this extensive Prison. . . ,, c ,, . 

“ Sir Thomas Deane states that after having carefully examined the roof, the cement 
covering on some of the platforms put on as a substitute for Slating, has not been effectual, 
particularly where the Platform has been constructed upon Timber Joists, &c., which have 
warped and shrunk from the alternate action of the sun and damp constantly cracking the 
Cement, that the Joists are rotted; he recommends that those serious causes should be 
immediately removed, otherwise serious consequences in regard to the stability ol the 
Buildings under these Platforms must ensue. _ .. . 

“ Sir Thomas reports, that the Cement on the Towers oyer the Felons Cells and Day- 
rooms, has answered its intended purpose, in consequence of its being laid on Stone Arches, 
but that a power to expend a trifle even on this part of the Budding will he necessary, as 

no Building is exempt from decay. , • ■. + > 

“ He reports on the Front part of the Budding, that the ram has got m through the 
Joints in the hammer-dressed Stone Work, which watf considered too ornamental for 
dashing, he recommends that those Joints should be raked, and stopt with Mastic Roman 

and White Lead Cements. , , , , , 

“ To remedy those defects, he reports that it will be necessary to construct oyer each oi 
the Corridors a Cast-iron Cistern; and over the centre Building aKoof of limber covered 
with Welch Slate, discharging its water into the Iron Cisterns proposed to be placed over 

“ For those necessary Works, Sir Thomas states, that a sum of £515 would be neces 
sary, which was hid before the Cess Payers, and by them rejected. ' 

The Corridors and Cells on the ground door were very damp and cold .there was no 
method of heating them, a deficiency very much to be regretted. Tim Corridors are yjy 
long, and the ventilation being exceedingly defective, the atmosphere is ccnseguently of a 
very impnre nature. I wool! beg leave to tapes, on the Board of Supermtenta.ce the 
necessity of providing for the warmth and circulation of the air in these passages and

Stone-breaking seems to be the principal employment here provided for t > 

hut as there are no separate Stalls or Partitions in the Working Shed, 1 m P 
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sible to prevent them from speaking and communicating with each other. The Female 
Prisoners were principally engaged at Needle-work. The Tread-wheel by which wateris 
supplied for Prison use, was in good order, and worked by those sentenced to Hard Labor. 

The Dietary is Bread and Milk, provided at an expense of 3f d. per (hem. . There waj 
a complaint made by the Pauper Debtors of the quality of the Milk, hut on investigation 
it appeared to he groundless. There had been no Journal kept by the Chaplain as 
required by the Prison Act, but this will be remedied for the future. I have also suggested 
to the Governor that ho should be more particular in filling up a regular requisition every 
morning for the necessary quantity of Provisions ; this should be signed by him and 
countersigned by the Store-keeper, as a security against irregularities in this important 
Department. 

The Infirmary is a detached building, divided into Male and Female Wards. On the 
whole the accommodation afforded is good. Some of the apartments which were not 
immediately in use required cleansing and white- washing. During the 1 1 months preceding 
my visit to this Gaol, 57 Cases had been treated in Hospital ; of these 22 were of Fever. 

The Turnkeys instruct their respective Classes, but I cannot say much for their efficiency 
in this Department. 

I inspected the Prison Books and Registries, and they appeared to he kept with accuracy 
and regularity ; there was, however, a mode of making entries in the Provision-book 
which 1 considered objectionable, as likely to lead to much confusion in the general Accounts; 
this is to be corrected. 

The present construction of the Chapels in this Gaol is open to objection ; the Male and 
Female Prisoners can see each other ; I think this could be easily remedied by altering the 
arrangement of the seats. 

The Laundry is very bad, being completely exposed to the weather. 

The Prisoners in this Gaol are provided with Prison dresses. 

The situation of this Gaol exposes it to many disadvantages ; the entire Prison (being 
built on the declivity of a lull) is overlooked by the ground in the rere, from which 
communications might easily be established with the Prisoners ; tobacco and various other 
matters have been at times thrown over the wall. A certain feeling of insecurity must of 
course attend this inconvenience, and I was informed that during the confinement of the 
vitriol throwers, when the neighbourhood of the Gaol was crowdedly frequented, the 
Officers had to be continually on the alert, and were not unfrequently alarmed. 

The Staff of this Gaol appears generally composed of well selected and diligent Officers.

City of Cork Bridewell. 

This, though of limited accommodation, is a very useful Prison ; it is very strong, and 
generally affords adequate room for the short periods during which Prisoners are confined 
in it ; these principally consist of Drunkards and night Rioters, and those awaiting further 
examination prior to discharge or committal to Gaol. 

There are 3 Turnkeys ana a Matron attached to this Bridewell, and the cost of •mnintarn . 
ing it is rather moderate. 

It is used also as a depot for receiving persons found dead, and for holding the consequent 
inquests. I do not think that this practice should be continued ; the evils arising from 
such a course are too evident to need dwelling on them, and must inevitably result from 
a practice so completely beyond the province of a Prison. 



County of Galway Gaol. 

I was much pleased on my Inspection of this Gaol with its generalcleanliness and neatness, 
and the regularity and system that prevailed through its several departments. Still, there is 
nothing liko proper accommodation for the average number of Prisoners confined. There 
have been 152 Prisoners daily, on an average, in confinement during the past year, whilst 
for the reception of this! number there are only 98 Sleeping Cells ; the only approach that 
can consequently be made towards a separation of tho Prisoners, consists in a temporary 
confinement during meal times iu their Cells, and in the enforcement of silence, as far as 



practicable, when, from the confined nature of the Prison, they are necessarily congregated 



^Notwithstanding all these defects, the industrial employment of the Prisoners has made 
rapid strides during the past year, under the direction and management of the new Gover- 
nor, whom I consider a very active, efficient, and intelligent Officer. A Mill has been erected 
lor grinding corn, and another for bruising hones for manure, both worked by Prisoners 
wno nave been condemned to Hard Labor on the Tread-wheel. The machinery is well 
contrived, and appears to.be working very efficiently. Oatmeal is thus supplied for the Gaol 
consumption, and a quantity of bone manure manufactured, upon which a considerable profit 
is expected. A Kiln for drying corn, was, at the period of my Inspection, about being put 
TT 7? e f a T ’ <and , re * s c y er y reason to believe the experiment will be a successful one. 

selul trades are also practised with success in this Gaol, and the Prisoners have been 
supplied with dresses which were manufactured inside the Avails of the Prison. It is in 
ntemplation to establish a Tuck-mill, which would supply an additional source of valuable 
pioyment. Altogether this Department is exceedingly well carried on, and I am glad to 
ave to report that the exertions displayed in this branch of Discipline in this Prison, have 
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not been limited by the degree of success already attained, but that there is every hope of 
still further improvement. 

The mixed Diet is used, the Provision stores -were very clean, and well kept ; the meal 
and potatoes of good quality. Steam has been introduced in Cooking, as being more 
economical than the ordinary mode that is adopted. The Provisions are all supplied by 
Contract, with the exception of oatmeal, which is manufactured in the Prison. The daily 
expense of Diet per head, has been, until the 1st of October, 3 since which, on new 
Contracts, it has been reduced to 2 The Contractors’ prices for Milk have been reduced 
from lOrf. and 7 cl, to 'Id. and 4td., in consequence of the Governor’s proposing to establish a 
Dairy in connexion with the Prison, which proposal had the effect of reducing the Tenders 
to the amount stated. 

The School Department is here conducted in the usual manner, by the Turnkeys in their 
respective Classes. I am quite opposed to this system, and am perfectly convinced that good 
results can never be securely calculated upon, until there is a change in this system ; I would 
recommend that every Gaol should have a regularly qualified Schoolmaster. 

There have been 169 Cases treated in Hospital duringthe year ; four deaths have occurred, 
two were cases of Lunacy ; there was one fatal case of Fever, and one death from Marasmus. 
There is nothing else in the Medical Report I have received, calling for particular attention. 

On the Female side of this Prison the Day-rooms arc very small, and the air very 
confined. The Prisoners were employed in Spinning and Carding wool. There were six 
rooms capable of containing 3 beds each ; they were flagged, and seemed rather damp. The 
Matron and Assistant superintend the work and instruction of this Class ; the books employed 
for the latter purpose were those published by the National Board. This division of the 
Prison is excessively limited in its compass ; the accommodation in the Marshalsea, in which 
were 32 Pauper Debtors, at my Inspection, is also very limited. 

The Recommittals for the year amounted to 26. 

The Chaplains attend very regularly to their duties. 

The Office Department is very well conducted, and much accuracy and regularity obser- 
vable in the method of keeping Accounts, and likewise in the distribution of Provisions. 

The consolidation of this and the Town Gaol appears to he a very necessary and desirable 
measure ; they are situated in a peculiarly convenient manner for effecting this junction, as 
they adjoin one another. I understand it is likely this subject will be favorably entertained 
at the ensuing Assizes ; and I beg to submit my humble opinion to the Grand Juries, as in 
favor of the consolidation ; the accommodation in the County Prison is quite insufficient ; 
and the Town Gaol I consider a very defective one. Both Prisons would be benefitted by 
the alteration. The locality appears to afford every room and facility for the alterations 
and additions that would be necessary to meet the exigencies of so extensive a County, and 
so populous a Town, and for carrying into practice the modern improvements that have been 
recognised as alone giving proper efficacy to a system of reformatory and penal Discipline. 
I may here remark, that if the junction of the two Gaols be determined on, there is a 
peculiar opportunity afforded by their immediate neighbourhood, of conveniently employing 
the labor of the Prisoners to a considerable extent, for that object.

Bridewells of County Galway. 

I have received a notification from the Board of Superintendence of the County Gaol that Count? Gai. 
the Grand Jury have passed a resolution placing the Bridewells of the County under them 
control and direction. This is a measure which has been attended with considerable success 
in other Counties, and I t hink the best results are to he expected from its adoption in this. 

Ballinasloe Bridewell. 

This is a good Bridewell, and it is kept with a good deal of cleanliness and order. The Ballinasloe. 
Registry and Books were correctly made up. 

At the period of my Inspection, which was in the most inclement season of the year, the 
Cells and Day-rooms appeared rather damp, owing to the lime-stone with which it is 
constructed. I think the walls in the Yards rather insecure, and to remedy this defect, I 
would recommend that at the angles they should be spiked. The Bedding is generally 
good, but it will require some little repair. The Chimneys appear to smoke a good. deal. 

Mr. D’ Arcy, the Local Inspector, has made a very good and necessary remark on the 
visiting book, which I have always considered should he attended to, viz ; “ that it would be 
necessary for the Keeper to got an acknowledgment from the Police when ho gives up a 
Prisoner into their custody.” I think also the precise hoar of each Prisoner’s entering and 
leaving the Bridewell should be specified therein for obvious reasons. 

Byrecourt Bridewell. 

This was in a very had state of repair ; there was no Pump, and the Yards were in a Eyrecourt. 
very filthy state. _ . , . , , 

Altogether, I think it should undergo a thorough repair, _ and that Estimates should be 
required as to the expenses requisite to put it in a fit and efficient state for the safe keeping 
of Prisoners. ... , 

The bedding was quite worn and filthy. There were some very judicious remarks made 
here also by the Local Inspector, similar to those to which I have alluded in my Report on 
Ballinasloe Bridewell. It is quite necessary that tho Keepers should be able to produce 
dated Certificates from the public authorities as to the precise hour ol admission and discharge 
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Sooth District, of Prisoners, in order to guard against the possibility of fraud in charging for a longer period 
than any of them may have been in reality in confinement. 

The charge for diet per head per day, is 5d. 

Gort Bridewell. 

Gort. This is a new Bridewell, only a few months occupied. It cost £800 ; but owing to some 

inadvertency on the part of those whose duty it was to certify as to the duo completion of 
the Building, and its being in a fit state for the reception of Prisoners, it was not given ud 
in a proper state by the Contractor ; this accounts for some defects which exist here, although 
its erection is so recent. The Cells and Day-rooms are very small, particularly the former 
there was likewise a good deal of dampness observable ; a Store-room is still required. ’ 

The Bridewell was cleanly, and in pretty good order. The Local Inspector is in the habit 
of visiting. 

The doors of the Cells are entirely too small, and the door leading into the Yard is most 
inconveniently narrow. 

Loughrea Bridewell. 

Loughrea. This Bridewell was cleanly, and appeared to be kept in very good order ; it required 

whitewashing, and I suggested some changes in the method of ventilation. 

The mixed diet is used, at a daily cost per head of 4 d. exclusive of fuel expense. The 
Registry and Accounts were accurately kept. This Bridewell is scarcely ever without a 
Prisoner. The Local Inspector visits this as well as the other Bridewells, and the practice 
is attended with very good results. 

Tuam Bridewell. 

Tuam - This is one of the Bridewells lately erected in this County. It contains 2 Dav-rooms 2 

Yards, and 8 Cells, for the temporary confinement of Prisoners, until committal to the 
County Gaol. It is kept clean and regular, and the Registry correctly attended to. If 
the means of preparing the mixed diet were afforded, the use of Bread and Milk might be 
discontinued, and a saving secured by the adoption of the former, which would only cost 
about 4 d. a head per day, whereas the latter costs 6d.

Woodford Bridewell. 

The following is a copy of a resolution passed by the Board of Superintendence with 
regard to this Prison : 

“ That the Local Inspector be directed to inform the Inspectors-Gcneral of our determi- 
nation to save the County the expenso of the Woodford Bridewell, same not appearing to 
us necessary, and to request they will bring it under the notice of His Excellency, in order 
that it may be suppressed, as directed in the 90th Section of the Prison Act.” 

I quite concur in this resolution, as it is a very had Bridewell, with most inconvenient 
accommodation in a very dilapidated condition, and besides this, it appears altogether 
unnecessary, especially as there is a new Bridewell about being built at Portumna, which 
will be quite sufficient for the District. 

It was in Am most ruinous and filthy state when I inspected it. The Keeper was of so 
exceedingly advanced and infirm age, and I do not think he should bo continued any longer 
in the discharge of active duty. 

I recommend the immediate discontinuance of this Bridewell. 



Oughterard Bridewell. 

This is a new Bridewell, with a Court House attached, but it will require some further 
precautions for security before it can be pronounced complete. There have been no Prisoners 
admitted into it as yet. 



Clifden Bridewell. 

This Bridewell is a good substantial building, about 20 years erected : it requires semi 
little repairs, which have been ordered by the Board. The Local Inspector is vofv attain 
m the discharge of his duties, and interests himself laudably in the management of fin 
Prison. I he Keeper is represented as an efficient Officer.

slightest approach to any separation amongst those confined ; they have their mea 
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in Classes, and far too many opportunities for mutual intercourse appear to be afforded ; in 
short idleness was the predominant feature that I observed in the Establishment. 

There was a Tread-wheel pumping water, worked by those condemned to Har'd Labor. I 
am not in any case partial to its use, but I thought it here worked in an unsatisfactory 
manner ; Stalls should be erected, so that the Prisoners whilst on the Wheel, should be 
separated from each other, and the possibility of intercourse precluded. 

The Cells are too small, and are badly ventilated ; the Bedding appeared rather worn and 
out of repair. 

The Debtors’ rooms appeared disorderly ; the windows broken, no bedsteads, and the 
beds on the floor. 

A proper Store-room appeared much wanted, as I saw a quantity of oatmeal heaped in 
one of the Cells, quite exposed to the air. 

The Prisoners on the Female side were but half clad, and many wanted shoes and stock- 
ings. No employment is regularly afforded to them ; occasionally the Sisters of Charity, 
(whose labors here, as well as in every other scene in which it is the lot of man to suffer, 
it would be superfluous in me to praise,) provide these Prisoners with work, and afford them 
religious instruction, in which they are assisted by the Roman Catholic Chaplain. 

The Hospital is ill -constructed, not being properly divided for the sexes ; the medicines 
are supplied from the druggists, and compounded in the Surgery ; the Medical Attendant 
appears to pay every attention to his duties here, as well as in the County Prison; and the 
health of the Gaol has been generally good during the last year, only 17 Cases having been 
admitted to Hospital, and all having been successfully treated. 

The mixed diet has been adopted in this Prison since our last Report ; the present rate 
of Diet daily per head, is scarcely above 3 \d. In the preceding year, when Bread and Milk 
were used, the cost was 6^<£. ; thus a saving of nearly 3d. a day is effected on each Prisoner. 

I can scarcely say that any system of instruction exists in this Prison ; there is a Female 
School, but the Males never receive any instruction. I do not think this evil should have 
existed, when we consider the deficiency of employment in the Gaol. 

In conclusion, I have to. express my hope that the Grand Juries will favorably entertain 
the proposal of the consolidation of the two Gaols. I am sure it is a measure from which 
the best results must arise to each. The defects of structure that exist in both, should, to 
a great degree, be remedied, increased accommodation should be provided, and both 
Establishments united, under the management of one efficient staff. The system of industry 
exhibited at present in the County Gaol, should also, upon an extended scale, form a leading 
feature in the consolidated Prison ; a proper educational system should be introduced ; and I 
think, from the efficiency and zeal of the Local Inspector of the County Gaol, and the other 
Officers attached to these Prisons, that the most sanguine hopes might be entertained of an 
excellent system of sound Prison Discipline being speedily established.

County of Kerry Gaol, Tralee. 

I inspected this Gaol on the 26th of December ; Mr. John O’Connell, Mr. Fairfield, 
the Rev. Mr. Hurley,. Local Inspector, the R. C. Chaplain, and Dr. Crump attended. 

The state of the Prison, as to cleanliness and regularity, was very creditable to the Offi- 
cers, but the ventilation is very defective. This evil arises, in a great measure, from the 
structure of the Building. The usual classification is here adopted, but from the very li- 
mited accommodation, nothing approaching to the separation of the Prisoners can be at all 
attempted. There are but 79 Sleeping Cells in the Gaol, and on the day of my visit there 
were 107 in confinement The accommodation on the Female side is particularly confined. 

The following Table shows the manner in which the Prisoners were employed on the 
day of my inspection.

The Tread-mill is scarcely ever used in this Prison, and only for pumping water. 

Although this Gaol has till lately been deficient in that most important branch of 
discipline, the employment of Prisoners, still it is very gratifying to have to report than 
Within the last two years, owing to the zeal and exertions of the Board of Superintendence, 
a strict system of industry has been adopted. Some Trades have been taught, materials 
lor Gaol Dresses have been manufactured, and I observed in the Store-rooms some excel- 
ent strong Cloth, Flannel, Shoes, &c., made in the Prison. A profit of £59 3s. 3| d. 
appears on the work done in the Prison during the last year.

The Prisoners I was gratified to find, are to be immediately supplied with Gaol Dresses, 
all manufactured^ the Prison. They are of a strong sort of Paragon and the expense 
will be about 11 shillings per suit. The Female Prisoners are clothed at an expense of

intended. It contains 2 Wards, capable of accommodating about 10 Patients, with a due 



regard to health and safety. There is a Privy off each Ward, which the Physician _ 
very properly prohibited from further use. He visits twice a week regularly, and oftener 

W ^ThJhealth^of the Gaol has been good for the last year ; 66 were admitted into Hospi- 
tal, but no death has occurred. , „ i 

The School Department is similarly conducted as m most other Gaols, by the turnkeys. 

I cannot say anything in favor of the system of instruction. 

The Chaplains attend very sedulously to their duties. 

I found the Accounts, Books, and Registries, very accurately kept ; and the issue of 
Provisions, which I generally observed in other Gaols to be loosely conducted, is here 
regulated in a more business-like manner. The Deputy-Governor attends to this depart- 
ment and acts as Clerk. He appears to be a very good accountant. 

The Female side of the Gaol was very crowded; and at night some of the women have 
to be provided with Sleeping Cells in the Male division of the Prison. Notwithstanding 
the want of accommodation, the appearance of these Prisoners was cleanly, and regularity 
appeared to exist. The Matron seems very attentive to her duties, which are efficiently 
discharged. 

The Chapel is rather a good one, and divided into compartments for the several Classes. 

I was very much pleased with the appearance of the Turnkeys in this Gaol. They 
were provided with Prison Liveries, appeared a well-selected Class of Officers, and some 
were Tradesmen capable of well instructing the Prisoners. There is no Bath in this Pri- 
son, and the Medical inspection and cleansing of Prisoners on Committal has hitherto not 
been sufficiently attended to. This evil will, for the future, be remedied, and a Bath is 
about to be erected. 

The Prisoners eat tbeir meals together in the Day-rooms. This is a very reprehensible 
practice. It should be immediately rectified, as far as the accommodation of the Gaol will 
permit, by sending as many as possible into Separate Cells for this purpose. I think the 
Governor should select the worst characters in the Gaol for this partial separation; for 
although the Separate System, when fully carried into operation, is considered a boon, and 
not a severity to a Prisoner, stall the temporary seclusion of an hour, when no employ- 
ment is provided, must, I conceive, be regarded as a punishment. 

The Gaol cannot but be regarded as altogether too small for the exigencies of tlie exten- 
sive County to which it belongs ; and I would, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
Grand Jury, (as I believe my colleague, Major Palmer, has already done), to take into 
immediate consideration the propriety of presenting for an addition. 

The Contracts for the year were very moderate. 

There is a sort of Bridewell in Tralee, in which Prisoners for minor offences, Drunk- 
ards, &c., are at times confined. It is quite insecure. I could find no authorised persons 
connected with it ; but it appears there was a Keeper attached, although he had never been 
paid for performing the duties. It should be discontinued as a Prison, in its present con- 
dition, at all events. 



Bridewells of County Kerry. 



The Bridewells of this County are placed under the control of the Board of Superin- 
tendence, who cause the necessary supplies of Furniture, &c., to be furnished when re-

or his Deputy shah visit each of these Minor Prisons, at stated periods of the year, 
report on their condition. 

I found, with one or two exceptions, these Bridewells kept very clean and in good order. 
The Books and Accounts appeared on inspection correct. _ , , 

They are all built in the same style, and afford nearly the same accommodation, '"’kick 
in some Districts, (Killarney for instance), I consider too limited for the number frequently 
confined during Petty Sessions. 

The Chimneys of nearly all smoke, and from some defect_ in the roofing, there is * 
leakage in some of them which causes dampness in the Cells. 
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Kenmare Bridewell. Socth District. 

I inspected this Bridewell on the 23rd of December, and am sorry to say did not find it Kenmare. 
in so clean and orderly a condition as I could desire. However, the Keeper stated, that 
the wetness of the weather and continual smoking of the chimneys were the causes of my 
havinf any grounds to complain. The Yards were dirty ; the door of one broken and off 
the hinges, and in the other were Turf, Potatoes, and other articles, heaped indiscrimin- 
ately together. On the whole, I consider there was a complete air of neglect and want of 
system in this Bridewell. There was no Prisoner in confinement. 

Killamey Bridewell. 

I visited this Bridewell in company with Arthur Saunders, Esq., High Sheriff of the Killamey. 
County. 

The Cells appeared damp, and the ventilation very imperfect, from the absence of any 
apertures in the doors to permit the circulation of the air. This must be regarded as a 
very great defect, because three Prisoners are frequently obliged to sleep in each, and their 
dimensions do not exceed 9 feet by 6. _ 

There are but five sets of Bedding in this Prison, some of them nearly worn out. An 
additional supply will be required from the Board of Superintendence. I recommend a 
strong Rug to be substituted for the third Blanket as at present used. It would be more 
durable and warm, and present a neater and more cleanly appearance. 

The Bridewell is not sufficiently large for this District of the County. It has only 5 
Sleeping Cells, and there are often 30 in confinement at Quarter Sessions ; and Prisoners 
on their way from Kenmare to Tralee are usually kept here for a night. 

The Chimnies smoke to such an extent as to make it at times almost impossible to breathe 
in them ; and, from the same cause, the walls here can never have a cleanly appearance. 

Miltown Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell generally clean and well kept. 

Castleisland Bridewell. 

At the period of my inspection appeared clean and orderly, but with the defects, of 
which I have already spoken, in the Roof and Chimneys. 

The Rev. Mr. Maunsell visits the Bridewell frequently. 

The Keeper states he is frequently at a loss for Medical advice for the Prisoners when 
Sick, and that no Medical man will attend unless paid. 

Tarlert Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell in very good and cleanly order. Accounts and Registries correctly 
kept. 

Listowel Bridewell 

This I found also in good order and cleanly. The Books, &c., regularly kept. 

In consequence of certain charges which were made against the Keeper of this Bride- 
well, I considered it my duty to investigate their truth, by holding an inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances. _ . 

I was assisted by the Local Inspector and some of the Magistrates, and having heard tho 
witnesses that were adduced, we dismissed the complaint, merely with a reprimand to the 
Keeper for permitting too indiscriminate an admission to Visitors to the Prison. 

Dingle Bridewell. 

This Bridewell is kept clean, and regularly; hut it is very damp, and the Chimneys Dingle, 
smoke a good deal. The Furniture and Bedding are good. 

Cahirciveen Bridewell 

This Bridewell is also very damp, and wants painting very badly. There are about a Calurciveen. 
dozen panes of glass broken, and as they are principally in the sleeping CeUs ; no time 
should be lost in repairing them. The Bed ticken is also very bad, and should be 
immediately renewed.

County of Kildare Gaol, Naas. 

I visited this Gaol on the 11th of November. Lord Mayo, Mr. Beamnan, the Rev. Count, KildmGaol 
Mr. Burgh, Local Inspector, and Dr. Walsh did me the honor to attend. Mr Clarke, aaa - 
the Governor, was absent. . . _ , 

The Prison was generally clean and orderly on the day of my inspection. In tne 
Female division, however, I had reason to find fault with some of the Cells whim did not 
appear to me sufficiently cleanly nor well white-washed. These defects, however, I directed 
to be remedied. , . , , 

Some of the Cells in this Prison are particularly well lit and ventilated ; and indeed 
none of them, on this head, are objectionable. I was happy to find that the number o 
Prisoners that can be accommodated in separate Cells exceeds the daily average oi connned

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in this Gaol. Considerable facilities are afforded to the Officers for sustaining a strict sr«tp 
of Inspection. ^ ® 

Of 27 Male Prisoners employed on the day of my visit, 10 were stone-breakine q 
engaged in Prison duties, and 8 only working at useful trades. I think the numb ^ 
accounted for here at Prison duties too high. Indeed I found in this Prison a very stro^ 
confirmation of an opinion I entertain on the impropriety of selecting Prisoners for th° 
performance of any Prison duties, for which on the ground of good conduct they may b 
thought eligible. It will, I apprehend, very generally prove that, when such places as 
those of cooks, wardsmen, &c., are open to Prisoners, they will be found to be enjoyed by 
those who least deserve the indulgence. The most hardened criminals have penetration 
enough to see the comparative comforts attending these employments ; and they are too 
often, I fear, bestowed on those who are merely indebted to hypocrisy for obtaining them. 
Now, in this Gaol I found a man employed as cook who was undergoing his seventh 
imprisonment. I conceive this circumstance supplies a very strong practice proof of the 
truth of what I assert ; and it is but a solitary instance of many that I could adduce. 

Where it is necessary to employ so large a proportion as the above in Prison duties I 
would suggest to the Governor, who I understand is an active and zealous Officer that 
they should be selected from the Debtor and Untried Classes. 

Of 12 Females at work, 9 were knitting, sewing, and washing; and 3 reported at Prison 
duties. A clear profit of over £111 appeared from the employment of the Prisoners for 
the year. This sum, when compared with that returned from other Gaols with even 
higher average of Prisoners, is very creditable to the Governor. 

The Dietary is both good and economical. The daily cost per head 3 \d. The Prisoners 
have their meals in their Cells, which is always a most desirable arrangement. The 
Chaplains attend to the requisite inspection of the Dietary. 

On account of the Governor’s absence I was not able to examine the Prison Books and 
Registries, as minutely as I desired, some of them being locked up, I shall therefore if 
possible revisit this Gaol before sending in our Parliamentary Report for the purpose of 
inspecting this Department. I would here suggest generally that, when a Governor has 
unavoidably to be absent from his Prison, he should devolve the charge of the Official 
Documents of his trust upon the next Officer in seniority, in order that there may be no 
disappointment to those authorised to inspect them. J 

I observed in this Gaol, as in many others, a rather loose system of issuing Provisions. 
I would recommend to the Board of Superintendence that this should be corrected'. 
Bruited Dockets might be struck off for this purpose, to bo filled up from the Daily State 
Book, showing the quantity of provisions necessary for the day’s consumption. This 
should be examined and signed by the Governor; each article measured out accordingly

The Chaplains do not keep the regular Journals required in the 69th Clause of the 
i naon Act. I his is an omission that should be immediately rectified. And I would also 
respectfully suggest, that the Roman Catholic Chaplain should attend the Gaol more 
frequently. His visits for 10 months and 11 days only amount to 53 ; whereas, were the 
equations of the. Act attended to, for the same period, they would amount to 120.

In conclusion, I must say, I was satisfied with my inspection of this Prison ; and that its 
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state was creditable to the Governor. I shall, however, if I can so arrange it, take an South District. 
opportunity of revisiting it before closing my Report. 

Athy Gaol. 

I inspected this Prison on the 12th of November. Athy Gaol. 

It is about 12 years built, of a semicircular form, with the Governor’s house in the 
centre. It presents, a cleanly appearance and many symptoms of being well managed. 

The average number of Prisoners daily for the preceding quarter was under 34:, and the 
Gaol contains 35 Cells. 

The Prisoners (23 in number) were all employed in useful occupations at the period of Occupations of 
my visit. I received a very minute account of the outlay on materials, profits from work Pnsoners * 
done, &c. &c., for the quarter ending on the 30th of October, but I could not ascertain 
the precise profits for that period as the accounts appeared to be partly mixed up with the 
preceding part of the year. 

The Diet is mixed, according to Law. Daily expense per head 3 Jr/. I perceived a Dietary, 
similar defect to exist here to that upon which I have animadverted in the Gaol of Naas ; 
that of a loose method of issuing Provisions, and I would advise in this case a similar 
remedy to that which I have suggested in the other. ' 

I examined the Books and Registries and their state was generally satisfactory ; but the 
Chaplains have neither signed nor certified as to Provisions which they are bound by the 
Act to do. 

Prison Dresses are not issued in this Gaol ; this must be considered under any circum- 
stances a very culpable omission in the management of a Gaol ; and one that should as 
soon as practicable be supplied. 

The number of Recommittals for the quarter amounted to 9. The contracts for the 
Tear I consider moderate.

County of Kilkenny Gaol. 

I inspected this Gaol twice, and on each occasion found every attention paid to regularity County Kilkenny 
and cleanliness ; but it labors under insurmountable defects of structure and accommoda- Gao1 - 
tion. The ventilation is very defective, (as indeed it is in most of our Gaols,) and once, 
when I visited the Prison at night, 1 found the air impure to the utmost degree. On this 
occasion there were several instances in which three Prisoners were confined in the same Cell. 

The daily average confined for the last year has been 90 j to accommodate which number Classification and 
there are only 48 Male sleeping Cells, and 11 for Females. From the very limited extent Employment of 
of the Prison, no proper classification can be efficiently made, and a very considerable Pnsoners * 
degree of intercourse must necessarily exist amongst the Prisoners. 

The following shows the employments, &c. of 98 Prisoners confined on the last day of 
my inspection :

There is a Tread- wheel in the Gaol connected with machinery, by which Chalk, is 
pounded, in which state that material finds a ready and profitable sale in this District. 

Some Prisoners have been instructed in useful Trades during the year, and a considerable 
quantity of manufacture produced, although the profits returned are not so extensive as 
might he expected from a Gaol with so high an average of Prisoners.. 

The dietary is of the mixed description, but differs from tbat used in most other Gaols. Dietary. 
Each Prisoner is allowed lib. of Bread and 5lb. of Potatoes with a quart of New milk daily. 

The daily cost is 5d. a head. It is question for the Board of Superintendence whether 
they could not reduce this expense, which exceeds the average in other County Gaols, by 
substituting the more usually adopted scale of mixed diet. The Prisoners get their meals 
iu their Cells and silence is enforced as much as practicable. 

The Prisoners are supplied with Gaol dresses (to a partial extent,) at a cost of £1 Is. 0 d, 
a suit for Males, and 16s. for Females. 

The Recommittals for the last year have only amounted to 8. The number of punish- 
ments for Prison offences, however, are very numerous, amounting to 215.. 

The classification of Prisoners in this Gaol is quite defective : hut indeed with such 
limited accommodation no proper system of distinction could be observed. 

I consider it useless to point out in detail here, some defects which I should otherwise

TinvR noticed, as it is quite allowed on all hands that it is necessary that a considerable f 
addition should be made to render the present Gaol in any way efficient. 

The Grand Jury have not as yet decided upon the plans for this purpose, although thev l 
have presented for a sum which exceeds the Estimates. It appears that one plan ^ 
abandoned because the tenders for building the proposed alterations and additions far ei- j 
ceeded the Estimate. I trust, however, that at the ensuing Assizes all obstacles will be snr. * 
mounted; and in the consideration of this subject, I beg leave to suggest, for the attention t 
of the Grand Jury my humble recommendation, that whatever plan they adopt it should ? 
comprise all the new" improvements requisite to carry into efficient operation a separate 
system of Prison Discipline. 

I did not find that any recognised Rules or regular By-laws had been laid down in this 
Gaol by the Board of Superintendence for its government ; I think this a very great j 
omission, as they are quite necessary to the proper management of every well conducted ? 
Gaol. I found, on looking over the minutes of Proceedings of the Board, that they onlv > 
met five times during the year, and that their last recorded meeting took place on the 29th 
of July. With great respect, I beg leave to say, that I think this very much to be 
regretted ; exclusive of the consideration of the very great additional responsibility thus 
thrown on the Local Inspector and Governor of the Gaol, it is quite clear that the practice ; 
might lead to innumerable abuses. The attention of a vigilant Board of Superintendence 
to a Prison is essentially requisite to its efficient management. It is usual for Boards to 
meet at least monthly in other Prisons, and I think that practice should be adopted here. 

I inspected the Books and Contracts ; the former were regularly kept, and the latter 
were very reasonable ; but I have before alluded to the expensive nature of the Dietary in 
this Prison. 

There were 10 Prisoners in the House of Correction on the day of my visit ; they were 
employed in breaking Stones. This Prison was cleanly on the day of my visit, and in 
charge of two Turnkeys ; I think its abolition would not be the least advantage resulting 
from an extension and consolidation of the County Gaol. 

There were no less than 10 Lunatics in the County Gaol on my inspection, who could ; 
not be accommodated in the District Asylum. I need not repeat here how very detrimental 
the practice of confining Lunatics in Gaols must be to the maintenance of Prison Discipline, 

I see no remedy for the evil, however, until a considerable extension and enlargement is 
effected iu the Asylums, to make them adequate to the exigencies of the Districts in which 
they are situated. 

Bridewells or County Kilkenny. 

I would recommend that these minor Prisons should be placed under the direction of lie ; 
Board of Superintendence of the County Gaol. This is an arrangement that has proved 
productive of excellent results in other Counties in which it has been adopted. Tie 
Board should depute their Governor to make quarterly inspections, and then to report to 
them accordingly. 

Urlingford and Callan Bridewells. 

These have been only recently established; in fact they are not as yet completed, 
although Prisoners are received into them. They will require room for storage which does 
not seem to be at present provided for. 

Thomastovm Bridewell. 

Although this is such au important Quarter Sessions’ town in the County, its Bridewell j 
is one of the very worst I have as yet inspected. It is quite in a ruinous condition. The l 
Cells are wretched, the windows broken, the pumps out of repair, and the bedding indifferent j 

I would recommend the Grand Jury to make some provision for building a new Bridewell i, 
in this very important district.

City of Kilkenny Gaol. 

. This Prison has been very often brought under unfavorable notice, and I entirely concur 
m the observations which appeared in our last year’s Report on this subject. 

The daily average confined for the past year has been only 30 ; and I think, if possible, 
provision should be made for an average of somewhat over this number in an efficient 
consolidated City and County Prison ; this arrangement will, I hope, occupy the favorable 
consideration of the County and City Grand Juries, at the ensuing Assizes. The Officers 
Salaries at the City Gaol only amount to £270 per Annum, so that those whose services 
under this arrangement would be dispensed with, could he provided for at a very small 
e ^P® ns ® public. Whatever measures are adopted, I am of opinion that the Governor 
ot the City Gaol is a very efficient Officer, and that his active services should not oa any 
account be dispensed with. Notwithstanding the unfavorable site, structure, and confined 
nature of the Gaol he superintends, I have to report that I witnessed extreme cleanliness 
and a good deal of regularity on my Inspection. 

Stone-breaking is the only employment provided for the Male Prisoners, of whom il} ere 
were 26 when I inspected; there were 9 Females, who were employed in Washing, Sewing. 
&c., and receive School instruction from the Matron. 
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The Diet is Bi’ead and Milk, and costs within a very small fraction of 6d. a day ; but South District. 
there is no Kitchen accommodation to admit of a substitution of the mixed diet. Still I y~~ 

think the Board of Superintendence (who here meet monthly) might effect some temporary G ‘ a ^ 0 1 enny 

arrangement for this desirable object, and so lessen the present expense. 

The Books were correctly kept ; the Prison Rules posted and regulai-ly enforced. 

The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, and Medical Officer attend punctually to their 
respective duties. 

There are onlv 2 Turnkeys in the Gaol ; but I understand they are very efficient, and 
perform their duties satisfactorily.

King’s County Gaol, Tvllamore , 

T inspected this Gaol on the 2nd of December ; the Earl of Charleville did me the King’s County Gaol, 
honor of attending. . .. , , , , , 

The general appearance presented by this Gaol on my visit was commendabiy clean and 
orderly r The Cells (in some of which, however, I found dampness to prevail to such an 
extent as to affect the bedding,) were generally neat and cleanly. The ventilation in parts 
of the Prison I considered defective. 

The accommodation, allowing one Cell to each Prisoner, is usually adequate to the Accommodation, 
average number confined, which was stated to me at about one hundred. The Prison 
contains 112 Cells, exclusive of Day-rooms, Debtors’ Apartments, &c.. They are not 
large enough to carry the Separate System into full operation. The Prisoners here are 
confined in separate Cells for one hour during meals. I have always found this practice 
to eventuate in good results ; and as a step towards the entire separation of the Prisoners, 
it merits our warmest approval. _ 

The employment of the Prisoners was amply provided for, and a very large proportion, i Employment of 
was o-lad to find, were engaged in the practice and acquirement of useful trades. There is Prisoners, 
no Tread-wheel in the Gaol, but I consider its absence not at all to be regretted. Where 
it is unapplied to some useful purpose, I think its use must be regarded as a wanton expen- 
diture of so much mechanical power that might be directed to a profitable end. Its use 
is becoming gradually discontinued in England when not employed in pumping water or 
grinding corn. Prison discipline should always combine an instructional with a penal cha- 
racter. ° Where the former of these is deficient, you may inflict punishment, but you must 
not calculate upon reform. . 

I regretted that at the time of my visit I could not obtain any statement ot profits on 
work done in Prison. This cannot he furnished till the termination of the year, when, oi 
course, it will appear in the Appendix to our Report. 

Prison Dresses are supplied. The mixed dietary is adopted, and supplied on very cheap Dietary, 
terms. I have advised here, as elsewhere, alterations in the. mode of issuing provisions, 
considering that many opportunities were afforded for the existence of irregularities and 

OT There hi a very good separate Hospital, which is maintained in a very. cleanly condition. Hospital. 

The medical attendant pays every attention to the discharge of his duties ; and I myseli 
witnessed his zeal and humanity in a very remarkable case of a Prisoner who refused to 
take any food. The Gaol has been very healthy during the past year, mid no death lias 
occurred : 27 cases have been treated in Hospital. Of these only 3 were of fever, although 
I understand it has been very prevalent in the vicinity. There is a compact apothecary s 
compounding department, and it was well supplied with good medicines. ri _ 

The School department is superintended by a regular Schoolmaster for whom the Classes School, 
are previously prepared by their respective Turnkeys. Some of the latter are practised 

tl ' a i jo^ked over the Books, Registries, Accounts, &c.; they were, as far as I can pro- Books, 
nounce, correctly kept and entered. , 

I would recommend that the Sheds, in which at present are some very confined stores 
should be enlarged; as they are at present constructed they afford dangerous facilities 
for escape, as has been lately proved by an instance to which I shall presently have to 
allude. 



The Laundry is very confined and smokes constantly ; one could scarcely breathe in it *'“*5" 
on the day of my inspection. Measures should be taken to remedy tins erf. There is a 
corridor window too on the debtor side of the Gao which looks directly into this Launiy, 
thus affording opportunities to the Male and Female Prisoners for conversing. . 
wise, ought to he corrected. The privies in the Gaol are very indelicately exposed, and, 
of course, should not be allowed to remain so ; they should undergo instant alteration. 

The same evil that I observe in all the Prisons that I have as vet inspected in tks 
County, I also notice here. I mean the congregation of Prisoners into confined Work- 
rooms, where it must he impossible to secure perfect silence, and to prevent many jnegu- 
larities from occurring. The Cells are about 8 feet and a half by 5 feet 9 inches, and under 
the circumstances, I am of opinion that the Prisoners (whose employment is of a nature to 
admit of such a change,) might he made to work, for a part of the day m separate » 
allowing, of course, proper hours for air, exercise, &c. It. must, I conceive, e 
easier for a Turnkey to maintain order and a rigid inspection in a corridor w . 

Cell-doors are provided with inspection holes, than in a small room where the Prisoners 
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are crowded in disorder together. I submit this suggestion to the consideration of thj 
Governor, and I think by even a limited adoption of this plan, a considerable improvement 
might be effected in the discipline of the Gaol. I think the sub-division of the present Day. 
rooms into Cells is a matter for the consideration of the Board of Superintendence. ' f 

In accordance with instructions from Government, I had, when inspecting this Prison, f 0 
enquire into the circumstances attending the escape of a Prisoner, on the 25th of Novem. 
ber. The Board of Superintendence were summoned for the occasion. On investigation, 
it appeared that the escape of this Prisoner was certainly the result of negligent and 
looseness of discipline. It was partly caused by a very reprehensible practice that seems 
for some time, to have prevailed in the Prison, that of entrusting the very important 
duty of ope ning the Cells in the morning to the superintendence of a Turnkey. It ffiaT 
also, in a very great measure, be attributed to an equally culpable laxity in permitting 
Prisoners to leave their Cells, at the latter end of November, at half-past five o’clock 
The Turnkey in question was dismissed by the Board, who entered on their Minutes of 
Proceedings, in accordance with my suggestions, a Resolution that the Governor should 
be directed in future to take measures to prevent tbe Prisoners being allowed to leave their 
Cells before the hour prescribed in the Printed Rules ; and that the very responsible duty 
of superintending the opening of the Cells in the morning, should be discharged by the ‘ 
Governor himself, or his Deputy, in person. I think these lenient measures will, under all 
the circumstances, suffice to prevent any recurrence of escapes. 

The Governor had only recently been appointed by the Grand Jury, and did not seem r 
to have yet acquired sufficient experience in maintaining the rigid discipline so requisite in a 
Gaol. But, from inquiries I made, and my own personal observation of his anxiety to 
discharge his duty strictly, I have every ground for hope that increased vigilance, and a 
more systematic discipline, will, for the future, prevent the possibility of any similar 
occurrence. 

I have not yet visited Parsonstown, but will do so in the month of January, before > 
closing our Parliamentary Report.

This Gaol continues to maintain its high character for cleanliness, regularity, and order, 
and, (as far as circumstances will admit of it,) for the strict Discipline which is maintained. 

The following Table shows tbe number in Confinement, and tbe Employments in which 
they were engaged on the day of my Inspection.

A profit of upwards of £103 appears on work done in the year. 

The Male Prison has afforded full accommodation for the average number confined 
during the year 1842, but the Female Prison has been occasionally very much crowded. 
The daily average of Prisoners for the year has been 141. There were 75 Recommittals, 
but only 7 committed twice within tbe year. 

I examined tbe Books, Accounts, and Registries, and found them very accurately kept 
g if i rfk aC * S 38 .^hoolmaster, and appears a diligent and useful Officer, indeed the 
School Department in this Gaol has attained a greater degree of efficiency than that in 
most other Gaols I have visited. 

The Infirmary is rather inconveniently situated over the Chapel, and the Chaplains 
complain of much interruption from the Lunatics in Prison, during the discharge of their 
duties. This, however, will be provided against for the future. I can only repeat here 
the conviction I have so often in the discharge of my duty expressed, concerning the 
impropriety of confining Lunatics in a Gaol. Their presence must ever be an obstacle to 
the estabhshment of a complete system of Prison Discipline. There were 65 cases treated 
m Hospital during tbe past year. 

There are 17 Cells at present available for the Separate System, but it has not as yet 
een adopted m this Prison. The Criminal Male Prisoners, however, take their meals in 
separate Lells, and silence and non-intercourse are observed as far as practicable. 

I he Prisoners are provided with a Uniform, at an expense of 14s. 6d. per head. The 
turnkeys are also supplied with a suitable Livery. The Diet is good and economical; the 
Con racts for Bread, Milk, and Potatoes, very moderate. 

was much gratified 611,6 ^ ^ Complete re P air at tlie period of my Inspection, with which I 

I have spoken in my Report on the City Gaol, concerning the consolidation of these 
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two Prisons, which I think desirable, amongst other stronger reasons, because the Female 
division of the County Gaol requires increased accommodation. I have only to add that 
should the project be sanctioned by the Grand Jury, we shall be most happy to afford 
every assistance in our power towards its execution. 

Bridewells of County Limerick. 

These six Bridewells in this County are on the whole the worst I have as yet seen in 
any of the Southern Counties. They are old buildings, with very limited accommodation, 
and very badly calculated for the purposes intended. They are for the most part out of 
repair, cold, damp, smokey, and ill-ventilated. I found the Bedding in some of them much 
worn, and in a filthy state. There are some absolutely essential artides of furniture deficient 
in them that should be procured. I think it would be very desirable that the Board of 
Superintendence should depute the Governor or other responsible Officer of the County 
Gaol to visit these Bridewells occasionally, and report on their condition. 

Glin Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell tolerably clean and orderly. The Cells were damp, and the 
Chimneys smoking. There are some articles of furniture required, which have been 
already applied for to the Board by the Keeper. 

Newcastle Bridewell. 

Is a wretched one, and the Cells are very damp. The accommodation is too limited for 
the exigencies of the District. The Keeper here also has applied for some articles of 
furniture which ought to be supplied. I have directed the Keeper to be more particular 
for the future in keeping the Registry. 

Rathleale Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell, on the 29th of December, in a ruinous and dilapidated condition. 
The Cells were quite damp, the Windows broken, the Yards filthy, and the Boddiug 
dirty, and not regularly made up. I consider the place quite insecure, and I understand it 
is not long since 3 Prisoners escaped, owing to the rottenness of the doors. There is 
neither ventilation nor sewerage provided for ; and there is scarcely any furniture. 

Mr Goold, the resident Magistrate, who was kind enough to accompany me to this 
Bridewell, informed me that it was in a district which peculiarly required a well regulated 
Prison. From its very central situation. Prisoners from the western part of the County, 
on their way to the County Gaol, are. often congregated here, infinitely beyond the accom- 
modation afforded ; there being at times as many as 60 in confinement in 5 Cells and 2 
Day-rooms. I consider this Bridewell to be altogether totally unfit for Prison purposes. 

I understand the Keeper is a good and useful Officer. 

Kilfinan Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell in a clean and orderly condition. 

Croom Bridewell. 

This is a very confined and inconvenient Bridewell. There are but 2 Cells, properly 
speaking, and one small Yard; no Day-room. It was kept, however, as cleanly as it was 
possible to make it. 

Bruff Bridewell. 

This is also a very wretched Bridewell. It was kept elean, however, and rather regular. 
The Keeper was very ill on the day I inspected. The Books and Entries were correct.

City of Limerick Gaol. 

I inspected this Gaol on the 30th of December and met several Members of the Board 
of Superintendence, who take much interest in the Prison and pay a good deal of attention 
to its management. 

Although this is a very old Prison, erected on a low and unfavorable site, I found it in a 
state of cleanliness and order highly creditable to the Officers. 

No advance towards a separate system of confinement has ever been made in this Prison ; 
and even if every local accommodation were afforded for its adoption, there still appeared 
on the part of the Board a reluctance to consent to it. This reluctance appeared to spring 
chiefly from an idea that it was a harsh measure which they had not full authority to adopt. 
I endeavoured however to explain the principles of the system more favorably, and to 
define the real extent of their authority. I recommended as a step towards an improved 
system of Discipline, that the Prisoners should be obliged to have their meals in their Cells, 
and that the more hardened characters should have a few hours’ Solitary Confinement 
daily with employment. I regret to have to report that there is no proper system of 
profitable Employment carried on in this Gaol, the Grand Jury being unwilling to advance 
the necessary outlay or capital requisite for its commencement. 

There are 88 Cells in the Gaol, (only 6 of which are available for Separate Confinement,) 
with 12 Day-rooms, and 9 Yards. On the Female side there are 2 Day-rooms, 23 
bleeping Cells, 2 Yards, and one Laundry. 
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The greatest number confined at any time during the past year was 107 ; but tie 
average number daily was only 83. Thus it would appear that tlie number of Cells is h 
general adequate to afford one Sleeping Cell to each Prisoner. By sub-dividing the Day. 
rooms into 2 Cells each, arrangements could be easily made for carrying into at least partial 
operation, a separate system of Discipline. I conceive, that if useful and profitable trade; 
and general occupations were provided for the Prisoners, a vast improvement might in this 
way be effected in the present management of this Prison. 

There are to be found in this, as in almost every other City Gaol, a class of the worst 
description of Criminals, men and women of the most abandoned characters, many of 
have been frequently recommitted. Prostitutes, too, are often known to commit petty 
crimes for the purpose of getting into the Gaol Infirmary to be cured of venereal disease': 
consequently here, in a peculiar degree, a rigid and strict system of penal discipline 
is requisite. 

The Books and Registries are kept with great exactness, _ and the Expenditure reduced 
to the lowest practicable scale by the Local Inspector, who gives his undivided attention, as 
he has for the last twenty years, to the management of the Prison. There has been no sum 
levied for the support of this Gaol since the Summer Assizes of 1841, owing to a defect 
in the Municipal Act ; consequently, Mr. Gibson, the Local Inspector, has been compellel 
to raise money on his own security, to meet the present exigencies, or otherwise the Gad 
could not have been kept open. 

The total expense of this Gaol for the last year to the latest date has been £1288 17$. \i , 
to 31st December, 1842. The total expense per annum for each Prisoner £16 17$. 24 
Daily cost of Diet 3 f-gd. Comparing these items with those in other City Gaols, it will appear 
that the highest credit is due to the Local Inspector for the economy he has introduced 
into the Gaol Expenditure. 

The Infirmary in this Gaol is inconvenient; 71 cases have been treated in Hospital 
during the last year, and no death has occurred. The Medical Officers as well as the 
Chaplains attend regularly, and perform their duties efficiently. 

Some of the beds and bedding being very old and almost quite worn out, new one 
should be supplied, and I would recommend a rug to he substituted for the outer blanket, 
as I consider it much preferable for cheapness, durability, and appearance. The rods of 
the Cook-house and Store-room require immediate repairs. 

The Prisoners should really be supplied with a Gaol uniform ; at the period of mv 
Inspection many of them were in absolute rags. The clothes of some of the Females 
were especially filthy, and where they were congregated together the smell most offensive. 

A very small sum would remedy all this, and might also oe made the means of turning 
them to industrial habits. 

I think one of the Turnkeys might be dispensed with at present. I found one Turnkey 
in charge of only two Prisoners, and one of these a Lunatic. The retention of Lunatics 
in Prisons is an evil that calls loudly for redress ; the Prison Authorities universal; 
complaining that they seriously interfere with the Discipline, and obstruct 'the systematic 
regularity which should be maintained in these Institutions. 

The proposition for consolidating the County and City Gaols at Limerick, has for some 
time engaged attention; but unless some addition were made to the County Gaol for this 
purpose, it lies open to considerable objection, as I quite coincide with Major Palmer's 
opinion, that it would be reprehensible to overcrowd the County Gaol, by sending the 
City Prisoners there. But 1 think they might be advantageously united, if an additional 
Wing were built to the County Gaol. Mr. Pain, the Architect, has submitted a plan for 
this purpose, and there is ample space within the boundary wall for the erection of a build- 
ing that might accommodate the City Prisoners, in the number of whom a considerable 
reduction has taken place within the last few years. If this plan were adopted, those 
confined at present in the City Gaol might be allowed to finish their terms of Confinement 
there. Prisoners for trial might be committed at the same time to the County Gaol, h 
this way the gradual pressure into the new or County Gaol would not be felt; whilst! 
very indifferent Prison would be got rid of, and a large saving in salaries effected. 

However, I make all these suggestions on the presumption that the Officers of the City 
Gaol would be entitled to compensation under the new Municipal Act. Otherwise I this! 
infinite injustice would be committed towards a set of men who have diligently served the 
City, some of them for a period exceeding twenty years,

Queen’s County Gaol at Maryborough . 

Queen's County Gaol There were 151 Prisoners in this Gaol on the day of my inspection, and I was very 
at Maryborough. oiuch gratified, with the cleanliness and general regularity that prevailed throughout the 

Classification. There are 75 single Cells of moderate dimensions, and 20 of a larger description, available 

tor the Separate System of confinement. If the adoption of this system were determine" 
upon, there are 12 Day-rooms and 3 Work-shops which might be divided, each i^ 
two large Cells, and 7 Wash-rooms, that might he converted into so many Cells for 
same purpose. There would thus be 132 Cells, for an average of about 130 crim# 
Prisoners, of whom 57 might be submitted to the Separate System of imprisonment. 

I think this would be a most desirable arrangement. The Governor expresses bi^ 
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stronsly i n favor of it, and I know no Officer whom I should consider, from intelligence South Distbict. 
ond practical information, more capable of forming sound opinions on the subject of Prison ~” 

D 'Cipline Queen’s County Gaol 

Should this arrangement be carried into effect, and a partial operation of the Separate at Marybormigl1 ’ 
Svstem be thus secured, I thoroughly coincide with the Governor, that the most hardened 
criminals are those who should, in preference to others, be submitted to its influence ; 
whilst the less abandoned, and those not yet initiated in the arts of vice, might be allowed 
to work in Classes. I am quite aware that a totally opposite practice has been recommended, 
and that on the assumption that separate confinement is a “ boon” instead of an additional 
punishment, it has been proposed to extend it to juvenile offenders and untried Prisoners 
before those who have been convicted. The Act of Parliament legalising the total separa- 
tion of Prisoners, (3rd and 4th Viet., c. 44,) does not at all specify any particular descrip- 
tion or class that should be separately confined in preference to others. On the contrary, 
it commits this arrangement to the discretion of the Boards of Superintendence with the 
sanction of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, with this proviso, that the rules of the Prison 
shall specify the Class of Prisoners who shall be confined in separate Cells, with regard to 
their age, sex, term of confinement, &c. or the nature of the Crimes, with which they may 
be charged, or of which they may be convicted. The selection of Prisoners for separate con- 
finement being thus left to the discretion of the Prison Authorities, the question is simply 
reduced to the consideration of the comparative severity of the two systems. And I 
cannot see how it can be maintained that the Prisoner who spends his term of confinement 
in a social Day-room, where opportunities of mutual intercourse and contamination are 
afforded, undergoes an equal degree of punishment with him who is committed to the solitary 
seclusion of a Cell. 

Silence appears to be enforced with a good deal of strictness in this Gaol ; but I think 
it is much to be desired that a partitioned shed should bo erected in one of the Yards for 
those employed in stone breaking. There is a Tread- wheel which is usually worked by 15 
Prisoners at a time when water is required. Here also I would recommend that partitions 
should be made to separate the Prisoners employed. Those who may be awaiting their 
turn on the wheel are congregated into a very confined space. 

The following statement shows the maimer in which the Prisoners were employed on the Employment of 
day of my inspection : Prisoners.

The mixed diet is used in this Gaol and is supplied at a very moderate price ; the daily Dietary, 
cost per head being by a small fraction under 3 d. Some complaints were made to me 
by Prisoners both of the quantity and the quality of potatoes supplied. I examined them 
and considered them of a good kind, but by some accident, it happened that on the day of my 
visit they were not sufficiently boiled. The Nets, which should have each contained 41bs, 
appeared light, for on weighing one of them, it was certainly deficient in that weight. But 
it is obvious that much of the weight must be lost in the process of boiling ; I would accord- 
ingly recommend that under these circumstances an allowance should in future be made 
for this loss and an additional quantity supplied. 

The Chaplains’ Reports were very favorable as to the good quality and general Provisions, 
sufficiency of the provisions. The Officers of this Prison do not receive any rations. I 
think a uniform rule in this respect should be adopted throughout all the Gaols; as the 
practice of allowing rations in one Prison and not iu another, leads to some confusion in the 
inspection of accounts. Thus it will appear that in a Gaol where no rations are given to 
Officers the expense of diet will be less than in that where they are allowed, although in 
both places the provisions may be supplied at the same rate ; because in calculating the 
daily cost of diet, the daily average of Prisoners only is taken into account. 

The average number of Prisoners supporting themselves each day has been 10. The 
Pauper Debtor Class were very numerous on my inspection, amounting to 23. _ 

The number of Recommittals for the year has been only 38 ; and that of punishment for 
Prison offences, 51. „ . . 

The Male School is conducted by the Turnkeys. The National School-books, and les- &cQOOL 
taments are used. I cannot say any thing in favor of this branch of the Gaol discipline. 

The Matron, with an assistant, attends to the instruction, and superintendence of work of 
the females. 

The Hospital is a neat detached building and is kept remarkably clean. It contains every Hospital, 
accommodation requisite in a well regulated Infirmary. The health of the Gaol has been

very good, and much, of this very desirable result is of course to be attributed to the zeal 
and talent of the Medical Officer who superintends this department. I was much pleased 
with the regularity and convenience of the Compounding department, the Bath-room, & c . 
Each Patient’s bed is supplied with a shelf or bracket for Medicine, from which hangs a 
label with the Patient’s name, complaint, prescription, and the directions for the Nurse. 
This measure I cannot too highly approve, and I would recommend that it should at once 
be adopted in every Gaol Infirmary. The number admitted to Hospital for the year has 
been 151. Inflammatory colds formed a prevailing affection. There were some severe cases 
of fever which all terminated favorably. There were 4 deaths in the year, which number 
very much exceeds the usual average : but two of the cases were of men who died of Dropsy 
having entered the Gaol in a shattered state of health. The third was that of a very old 
woman who died of disease of the heart on the very' evening of her committal. The fourth 
was a female who died of a chronic dysentery. There were 498 dispensations of advice 
and Medicine at the Gaol Dispensary. 

The Store-rooms for clothes, furniture, provisions, &c. were all in excellent order, and 
regular inventories taken of their contents. The Beds and Bed-clothes throughout the 
Prison were very cleanly. 

The Prisoners, Male and Female, are supplied with Gaol dresses, at a cost of about Ifr. 
each. The Classes wash their own clothes. 

The Kitchen and Laundry were very clean : four Prisoners were engaged Cooking, 
but were not paid for this duty ; neither are the Hall or Wardsmen. 

I inspected the Books, Accounts, and Contracts, and found them all to be very regularly 
and accurately kept. The Contracts were very moderate. The amount contracted for 
the year has been £445 9s. The Board have on various occasions advertised for Con- 
tracts in Fuel, Straw, and other articles which they could not effect. The item of Fuel in 
the yearly expenditure, £198 Os. Ad., is unusually large ; but this results from the Board’s 
finding it advisable to lay in a half year’s turf in store. 

I should have stated when giving the amount of profit on Prison labor, that £113 10s. 3i 
remains in goods in store to the credit of the Gaol, and that the remaining £52 14s. 51 is 
the estimated value of washing done in the Prison, which should otherwise have been paid 
for by the County. 

I would recommend that the Turnkeys should be provided with a suitable livery. 

In general the practice of not allowing rations to the Turnkeys is attended with incon- 
venience as it necessarily causes their occasional absence from the Gaol whilst procuring 
their provisions. I do not think, however, that this evil has attained any considerable extent 
in this Prison, from the systematic regularity which the Governor enforces. He has 
suggested that a Mess-room should be provided for the Turnkeys, and that one should in 
turn be deputed to act as Providor for the rest. I think this would he a very good 
arrangement. 

_ la conclusion, I must express my satisfaction at the excellent general management and 
discipline maintained in this Prison. 



BRIDEWELLS OB QUEEN’S COUNTY. 

These Minor Prisons are under the direction of the Board of Superintendence of the 
County Gaol. They receive Reports on their condition from the Governor, who inspects 
them quarterly. 

I would recommend that in future the Bridewell Keepers should keep a journal in which 
to enter observations and any daily occurrences worthy of observation ; and further that 
an Inspection book should be kept for the insertion of any remarks that might appear 
advisable to those who are authorized to inspect these Prisons. 

j Stradbally Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell in very good order, and a due regard to cleanliness observed. 

Some of the bedding appeared very much worn. There is but one Yard to this Prison, 
^ should be partitioned for the Male and F emale Classes. The walls are not 
sufficiently high, and for the sake of security this defect should be remedied at once. The 
Books were regularly kept, the diet consists of Bread and Milk and cost 6cf. a head per 
diem. I would strongly advise that the mixed diet should be substituted on the score of 
economy. 

Albeyleix Bridewell. 

this Bridewell in excellent order : the Yard, however, was out of repair, and, from 
the lowness of the walls, is insecure. There is no distinct accommodation for Females, and 
consequently it is found necessary to place them in a Cell in the same corridor with the 
m, e .Prisoners. I think an additional Yard might very easily be attached to this Prison. 

ne diet is Bread and Milk, at a daily cost of 5d. a head. Here also I would recommend 
the substitution of the mixed diet.

lJie number of Prisoners confined here during the last quarter amounted only to 27.

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Gaol of the North Riding of County Tipperary, at Nenagh. South Distbict. 

I have twice inspected this Gaol, which was opened for the reception of Prisoners in Gaol of ti)e North 
July last. I first visited it when it was reported fit for occupation, and I found it very well Riding of Tipperary, 
contrived, and completed quite in conformity with the Plans and Specifications originally Nenagh. 
supplied. It is constructed on the Panoptic principle, and two Wings are adapted for the 
Separate System of confinement. The mode of warming the Corridors and Cells is occupy- 
ing the attention of the Board, and in consequence of the great expense incurred by the 
construction of an efficient hot-water Apparatus, I think it would be advisable to erect 
Stoves with well-arranged flues, which would be quite sufficient for the necessary purpose, 
and the cost of which would be comparatively trifling. 

Some complaints have been made as to the chimneys smoking, particularly in the Infir- 
maries and Female Prison, and also as to some leakage in the roof, which led to damp in 
the Corridor beneath. However, the Board are to nave these matters attended to and 
corrected ; and such inconveniences must be expected on the first occupation of a new build- 
ing. The ventilation is generally very good, but I think some little alterations would be 
required in the Cell windows, for improvement in this respect, as well as to obviate some 
damp that at present arises from the absence of proper wood Frames to receive the sashes. 

The Prison is very well contrived for maintaining a vigilant inspection. The accommoda- Accommodation, 
tioa consists of 192 Sleeping Cells, 52 of these being of large dimensions, and well adapted 
for the Separate System. There are 9 Day-rooms, 7 Workshops, and 9 Turnkeys’ apart- 
ments ; there are likewise 2 Infirmaries, 2 Chapels, and ample provision for Storage, with 
Forge, Laundry, and complete accommodation in every department of the Prison. There 
are 28 Airing Yards. The Turnkeys’ rooms are well situated, opening into the extremities 
of the Corridors, from which the requisite inspection can be well secured, and these Officers 
can be in constant readiness to attend to their respective Classes. 

The Officers of the Gaol are very efficient ; the Governor and his Deputy appear 
particularly well qualified for their offices. The latter conducts the Office Department with 
much ability, and the different Returns forwarded to me, showed accuracy, clearness, and 
business-like habits.

In this clear profit, the sums paid to such Prisoners as were entitled to a third of their 
earnings, are not included. 

The highest number in confinement at any one time has been 126 ; whilst the average 
number has not exceeded 90 ; there have been 23 Recommittals. 

The total number of punishments from the 26th of July till the 2nd of January, for 
Prison offences, have been 53. 

The Bread and Milk Diet is used here, at an unusually low cost, the daily expense bang 
at the rate of 3 id. for each Prisoner. The total charge for fuel and diet, for a period 
extending from the 26th of July to the 2nd of January, has been only £165 9s. \\d. 

There are separate Infirmaries for the sexes ; at the period of my Inspection there were 
no Female Patients ; there were 5 in the Male division, 4 of whom were convalescent. The 
health of the Gaol has been generally good; many cases of incipient Fever are reported to 
have occurred, but all were successfully treated by timely attention. The Medical Attendant 
discharges his duties efficiently, and of 5 cases of Lunacy, committed since the opening 
of the Prison, 3 have been cured by a judicious Medical treatment. 

The Office Department is very well conducted, and all the Registries and Accounts 
seemed very accurately kept. 

The Female Division is very well designed for Inspection and Separation, and it is ably 
superintended by the Matron, who was specially promoted from the admirable Prison at 
Grangegorman in Dublin. The best effects may always be calculated upon where, as in 
this instance, Prison Officers are selected merely with a consideration of their peculiar 
fitness for the duties they will have to discharge. There is a very good Laundry attached 
to this division of the Gaol. 

. fhis Institution is yet in its infant state, but I have been quite satisfied, on a minute 
inspection, that it will soon prove one of the most efficient Prisons in the Country. 

No time should be lost in preparing the separate Cells for immediate occupation, by the 
construction of a suitable warming apparatus, and I think the stoves and flues to which I 
have alluded will be quite sufficient for that purpose. 

I would take the liberty of recommending the Board of Superintendence to apply their 
particular attention to the establishment of a proper educational system for this Gaol. Any 
advice they may think me capable of giving for this purpose I shall most willingly afford; 
and I think the first step they should take for this object is the appointment of an active 
and properly qualified Schoolmaster. 

As this is the first Report that has been made on this Prison, it may be of use that I 
should append the names of the Gentlemen who constitute the Board of Superintendence, 
which, I perceive, mcludes one above the number directed by Law.

This Bridewell is quite out of repair, the roof admits the rain, and the interior is in co 
sequence quite damp at times. The Chimneys smoke considerably. I consider the Yar 
very insecure; one of them was iu bad order, and the walls should undergo immediate repa: 
Ihere is no supply of water inside the Bridewell, and it has consequently to be broug 
a §, re , at ^stance. The bedding was very old and unfit for longer use.

I inspected this Bridewell twice, and found it on both occasions kept in a clean and Templemore. 
orderly manner. 

Tkurles Bridewell. 

Although this is situated in a District peculiarly requiring an efficient and well regulated Thurles. 

Prison I 'regret to have to complain that its conditiou is most defective. 

Ii possesses a good deal of accommodation, and if put into a proper state. of repair, and 
conducted with due attention to cleanliness, security, and order, it might be fairly considered 
a s ood Minor Prison. , . . . . „ , 

'The Keeper alleges a fair excuse for any culpability charged against him. tie states 

that he has frequently applied to the Board of Superintendence for the various necessaries 
he required, and that he likewise unsuccessfully pointed out the necessity of the Buildings 
undergoing immediate repair. _ _ 

The Cell Windows were stuffed with straw, and the Bedding was worn and filthy. 

There were 13 Prisoners when I inspected, and they were yet in their Cells (3 in each, 

mostly,) at half past nine in the morning. 

The Keepers of Bridewells are too much m the habit of confining Prisoners m one 
Cell at night, even when there is separate accommodation. It gives them less trouble, and 
they yield to the solicitations of Prisoners who prefer, of course, being left together. A 
want of sufficient bedding is at times alleged as an excuse ; but it is a practice that must be 
discontinued ; and if the Board of Superintendence take these Prisons under their direction, 
all grounds for such excuses will be removed. 

The Yards here were in a very bad and disorderly condition.. 

The remarks which I have made on the subject of Diet in my Report on Roscrea 
Bridewell apply equally here. 

Newport Bridewell. 

This is a most defective Prison. In fact, I think it advisable that it should be discontinued, Newport, 
as quite incapable of effective improvement. It is situated quite below the level of the 
street, beneath the Court-house, and is entered through the Keeper’s kitchen. Ihere are 
but two Cells, and the Corridor might be more correctly called a damp Vault, lhe Yard 
overlooked by neighbouring houses, is very confined and insecure. 

The Keeper, however, does everything in his power to keep the Prison clean, lhe 
Bedding was in good order, the Rules posted, and the Registry regularly kept, lhe 
The Local Inspector and a Magistrate of the County reported most favorably to me of 
this Keeper. He is an efficient Officer and merits promotion. There were 37 Committals 
during the last Quarter. 

Borris-o-Kane Bridewell. 

This Bridewell is in a very dilapidated condition, and one escape has been lately effected. Boms-o-Kane. 
But a new building has been determined and will he commenced immediately. 

The Nenagh Bridewell has been discontinued since the opening of the new Gaol.

Gaol of the South Riding of County Tipperary and House of Correction at Clonmel. 

I inspected this Gaol on the 14th and 15th of November. There were then 252 Gaol of the South. 
Prisoners in custody. I have also visited it subsequently. . . andlfcmse ofCorrec- 

Since our last Report was published, the Gaol at Nenagh, for the North Riding. of the tion at cionmel. 
County, has been opened for the reception of Prisoners ; this has of course greatly cuminished 
the daily average confined in Clonmel. In the year 1841, the number of. Prisoners confined 
averaged 340 daily ; but since the opening of Nenagh Gaol, the number in custody on three 
different days, has been only 252, 244, and 236, respectively. This reduction will enable the 
Governor still further to improve the Discipline of the Gaol, by maintaining a greater 
degree of separation amongst the Prisoners than could previously have been effected,, when 
the number confined so greatly exceeded the convenient accommodation that was available. 

I should hope that before our next Report shall have been published, the Governor will be 
enabled to carry the Separate System into a partial operation, as it could be now commenced 
with very little additional trouble, and at a small expense. . 

I was much pleased with the cleanliness and regularity that prevailed through this exten- 
sive Prison at my Inspections ; but I consider the ventilation, in parts, very defective, lhe 
vast importance of this subject in Gaols, subject to being at all crowded, can only be fully 
appreciated by those who have entered a Cell where three were confined at night, or been pre- 
sent at its opening in the morning, and experienced the oppressiv eness and impurity of the air it 
contained. I have most frequently since I first assumed the functions of my Office, found 
the ventilation of the Sleeping Cells in Prisons very imperfectly .provided for. There was 
one measure which I have almost invariably suggested as a partial, (and in some instances, 

I consider a complete,) remedy for this evil, namely, that openings should be made m the 
lower parts of the doors ; when by this step a current of air can be directed from the floor 
of the Cell to the window, which is usually very near the ceiling, a. provision is ma e 
against the congregation and settling of any gaseous vapour that may sink from its specific

The greatest number in confinement at any one time during the year, was 377 : the dail 
average is stated at 278; but this is of course over what it may be calculated at for tha 
future, as for more than half the year before Nenagh Gaol was opened, the Prisoners 
both Ridings were confined here. 

The number of Recommittals for 1842 has amounted to 193, being 21 over those of the 
^graSf yeai>: the7 HaVe been chiefl 7 composed of cases of petty Trespass, and Female 

The Prisoners are all employed at various useful trades and occupations, and an efficient 
system of work and industry is established in the Prison. A large quantity of Carpenters’ 
Coopers , and Smiths 5 work has been done during the year ; Weaving and Shoe-making 
have also been carried on to a very considerable extent. Exclusive of many other oc2 
tions, the Governor has lately introduced, successfully, two ; the manufacture of Floor-mate 
and Canvass- weaving, which have afforded much profitable employment to the Prisoners’ 
A good deal of washing is also done in the Prison for private families. Altogether the 
industrial system m this Gaol is very efficient, and the Governor deserves muci? credit £

On investigation it appeared that an escape of carbonic acid gas had taken place during tion 
the night from this tube which traversed the Cell ; that its specific gravity being about one 
and a half heavier than the common atmospheric ah-, it subsided and settled at the lower 
part of the Cell where the three unfortunate men lay until it had wrought its fatal 
effects. 

These men, who had only one set of bedding, placed it on the floor that all mio-ht make 
use of it together. 

It also appeared that a night watchman heard the moans of one of these Prisoners and 
apprised the Turnkey at his sleeping room of the fact. The Turnkey, however, took no 
notice of this information assigning as an excuse that one of the men confined in that Corridor 
had a sore leg which he supposed to be the cause of this moaning. 

It further appeared that a due classification had not been observed in the Prison on the 
night of this occurrence, for of the three men who died, one was convicted and two 
untried. Every attention was paid to the circumstances of this case, and I reported in 
detail to Government on the subject. 

The Board of Superintendence were communicated with on the subject, and they have 
testified their disapprobation where culpability was found to exist. The Turnkey, whose 
conduct was decidedly objectionable, was admonished accordingly. 

Since the melancholy occurrence, the tin flues traversing the Cells have been removed ; 
the Governor, (who, I think it necessary to state, was absent for some days preceding this 
deplorable event,) and the Deputy Governor, who was, on the night in question, more imme- 
diately responsible, have been impressed with the necessity of enforcing stricter vigilance in 
future, and every precaution has been taken to prevent the recurrence of a similar accident. 

I cannot close this Report without testifying my conviction that much credit is due to the Local Inspector. 
Local Inspector of this Gaol for the very efficient manner in which his duties are performed, 
and, I think, much of the good Discipline and system here observable, must be attributed 
to his exertions. 

BRIDEWELLS OF THE SOUTH RIDING OF COUNTY TIPPERARY. 

Cahir Bridewell. 

On my inspection of this Bridewell it was clean and in good order. It is liable, however, Ebideweixs or 
to a great deal of dampness, from the rain not been properly carried off from the roof, s - R - 0F Tippebabt. 
There is only one small Female apartment in the building. I could not see the Registry, as Catir - 
it was locked up and the key in possession of the Keeper’s son, who was absent. 

There were some articles of Furniture wanted, but they were to have been supplied by 
the Governor of the County Gaol, under whose superintendence these Minor Prisons have 
been wisely placed. 

Carrick-on- Suir Bridewell. 

This Bridewell appears to be very well kept ; it was very cleanly, and in good general Carrick-on-Suir. 
order and repair, when I inspected it. The Local Inspector visits regularly ; the Diet 
provided is of Bread and Milk, and costs 6d. a head per diem. 

Cashel Bridewell, j 

This Bridewell was also cleanly, and appeared to be efficiently directed and kept. The Cashel. 

Diet here also costs 6d. a head per diem. I think a greater degree of economy might be 
Tery well practised by the substitution of the mixed diet. There are 2 Male Day-rooms 
and 5 Cells, and i Female Day-room and 2 Cells, in this Prison ; but during Quarter Sessions 
there are often over 50 in confinement. Prisoners are at times unavoidably detained here 
for a good many days, and I understand no Clergyman of any persuasion ever visits the 
Prison. This is I think to be regretted. 

Clogheen Bridewell. 

This Prison I also found in very good order. The Registry was regularly kept ; the Clogheen. 

Diet is the same as in the other Bridewells. There had been 65 Committals in the quarter 
preceding my visit, 20 of which were for Drunkenness. The Local Inspector and the 
Magistrates of the neighbourhood visit occasionally. There were some repairs necessary 
and deficiencies to be supplied, which will be attended to by the Governor of the County 
Gaol. A Store-room is much required. 

New Birmingham Bndeioell. 

I considered this Bridewell rather defective in some respects ; there is no fire-place in the New Birmingham. 
MaleDay-room, neither is there any Store-room, and consequently the fuel is kept, with much 
inconvenience, in one of the passages. One of tho Yards is quite insecure, and an escape 
could be easily effected from it ; however, none of the Prisoners are now permitted to enter 
m ^ a l er for Prison use has to be conveyed from a distance of about a quarter of a mile. 

I he Bedding was insufficient and much worn. 

The Registry was regularly kept ; but I would recommend the adoption of a Keeper’s 
Journal and Visiting Book in all Bridewells.

This is a new Building constructed on an excellent plan. It is the best Bridewell I l ]aT , 
for some time inspected, °and the Keeper deserves credit for its extreme neatness and general 
efficiency. It has but one defect, in the absence ot a supply of water,

County of Waterford Gaol. 

I inspected this Gaol on fho 9th and 10th of December; tho Rev. Mr. Ilobscn 
Local Inspector accompanied me. 

Although there aro 83 Cells, exclusive of Day-rooms and Debtors apartments, in flfe 
Gaol, for an average of 73 Prisoners, still it docs not at all possess tho requisite accomno. 
dation for carrying on tho Separate System of Prison Discipline. I hero aro a few C?Uj 
sufficiently commodious and capable of being properly warmed and ventilated, of which tha 
Board of Superintendence might avail themselves for this purpose. Considering the good 
effects that have uniformly resulted from the adoption ot this plan elsewhere, although^ 
could only be hero carried on upon a very limited scale, I am still of opinion that oven ifo t 
partial operation in this Prison is a very great desideratum. 

The Classification at present used is as follows ; 

Class 1. Master and Pauper Debtors. 

2. Felons and Misdtmeauauts untried. 

3. Misdemeanants convicted, 1st Class. 

4. do. do. 2nd Class, 

5. Females. 

For the Female Prisoners there are 18 Cells, and 4 Day-rooms. 

The Gaol was perfectly cleanly, and appeared in very commendable order, and good 
general repair. The ventilation I consider imperfect ironi the original construction of the 
Building. 

A very excellent system of industry is carried on in this Prison. From the Month of 
July in lS4l, until the same period in 1842, a number of Prisoners havo received instructions 
in various useful Trades, as appears in the following Abstract.

For the same period tho Profits resulting from work done in the Gaol, have amounted 
to £193 16s. Sjrf. From this, however, unfortunately, a sum of £52 11$. lit/, must be 
deducted, that being the amount of losses to the Prison resulting from bad debts. The 
sum of £141 4s. 3£ti. still remaining after this deduction, was very appropriately and 
excellently applied by order of tho Grand Jury to tho erection of additional buildings aad 
improvements in tho Gaol, which were solely effected by the labor of Prisoners. There 
arc 14 Looms, of which 8 arc at present at work. 

I observed one man in this Gaol whose case I think an example of a hardship that oft® 
exists under the present state of the Law in our Prisons : ho had been a laborer, and was 
sentenced to Imprisonment with Hard Labor, about two years ago ; lie entered tho Gaol 
an abandoned character, but lie has since become, to every appearance, completely reformed, 
and is now an excellent Tradesman. He will be very shortly discharged ; but in con- 
sequence of his sentence enjoining Hard Labor, ho will of course be disentitled to 
receive any portion of his Profits. He will again be thrown upon the world without any 
means to earn an honest livelihood, by the purchase of tools for the practice of industry 
in his Trade, and if he be not aided by the benevolence of private individuals who may 
happen to bo apprised of the good character he lias maintained in the Gaol ; when n 
consider tho prejudice that will bo harboured against him as a branded Criminal, I fear we 
can scarcely over-estimate the misery and the consequent temptation to which he will® 
exposed. Such instances as these lead me earnestly to desire that a more discretional power 
than that laid down in the 107th section of the Prison Act, should be vested in the Gaol 
authorities in distributing the thirds of Profits to the Prisoners. 

Tho Prisoners aro supplied with Gaol dresses, and undergo Medical examination before 
being sent to their respective Classes. 

The mixed Diet is used, at a daily cost per head of 3c?. The Prisoners cat their weak 
together, and I would recommend here, as I always do elsewhere, under such circumstance, 
that this practice should be changed, and that in future they should have their llations ib 
sepavato Cells ; I have always found, from the oxpcriencc of those who have had ai 
opportunity of witnessing the practical working of this regulation, that its results 
heen salutary. Ido not think sufficient strictness and regularity appeared to be used® 
the method of giving out tho Provisions in this Gaol ; and I would suggest, that for * 
future a more business-like plau should be adopted, and a more secure check kept upo&u* 
issue. One of the Turnkeys acts as Store-keeper, and superintends the Cooking. 

1 lie Chaplains should for the future keep a Journal of their supcrintciulcneo of 
Pro visions ; the Clause in tho Act is explicit on this subject, and should bo attended to. 

r l ho Gato-portcr, who seems an intelligent Officer, acts as Clerk, and keeps a®, 
Observation Book in the Office. 
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The Hospital is detached, and divided for Males and Females. The ventilation, which 
in an Hospital is of such importance, seems imperfect. From the 1st of January until the 
10th of December, only 31 Cases had been treated in Hospital; 8 of these were of a 
cutaneous nature ; there had been one death from Consumption. There is no salaried 
Apothecary, and the Medicines arc supplied at Compounding; prices. 

The greatest number at any one time in Confinement during the year, was 92 ; there 
were only 62 on the day of my Inspection. The Recommittals for the year have been 
17 : and 8 Debtors wore discharged under the Insolvent Act ; the 24 Rules arc observed, 
and the Gaol regulations and abolition of Fees posted. 

The Local Inspector pays much attention to the management of this Prison, and acts 
with due prudence and economy. I would suggest that for the future he might keep a 
Journal of his inspections during each month, from which he might draw up a Report of 
anything worth notice, for presentation to the Board on thoir days of meeting. 

There have been 193 Cases of punishments for Prison offonces during the "year. 

Much credit is due to the Governor for the, in most respects, efficient state of Discipline 
that lie has established in the Gaol ; the System of Prison Industry seems very well 
maintained, although from the limited accommodation the Prisoners arc necessarily a good 
deal congregated at work. 

The Board of Superintendence have intrusted the selection of minor Officers to the 
Governor ; but I consider this is a prerogative which, for many obvious reasons, they 
should always exercise themselves. 

JLismore and Dungarvan Bridewells. 

I inspected both these Bridewells, and found them in an efficient condition and good 
repair ; they are under the control of the Board of Superintendence, and are occasionally 
visited by the Governor of the County Gaol. When vacancies of Kecpcrsliips occur, 
approved Officers arc promoted from that Establishment. The Boat’d supply Bedding, &e., 
for which the Keepers are held accountable.

City of Waterford Gaol. 

I consider this a very inefficient Prison ; but at the same timo I do not wish to be under- 
stood as attaching any blanxo to its Officers for what I may call its physical defects. I 
found it on tho contrary to be kept in a clean and orderly manner, notwithstanding its very 
limited accommodation. 

There were 14 Prisoners on the day of my visit ; 7 of them Debtors. No Female 
Prisoners are ever kept here ; they are confined in the House of Correction. There was 
no employment for the Prisoners at my Inspection. 

The Expenditure in this Gaol is much higher in proportion than that in tho County 
Prison. 

The Books appeared to bo regularly kept, and the Prison regulations and Dietary list 
were posted. 

House of Correction. 

In this Gaol aro confined the Female City Prisoners, both untried and convicted, and 
also Male Prisoners at Hard-labor. 

This is also a very defective Prison ; and I would recommend, as has been already done 
by Major Palmer, that it should bo discontinued, and that the County and City Gaols 
should bo consolidated. By this measure an average of, say 35 Prisoners daily, will be 
added to those in tho County Gaol, which certainly docs not possess any superfluous 
accommodation. I would accordingly altogether estimate the benefits that might arise 
from this junction by the manner in which the consolidation of the two Prisons is mechani- 
cally effected, and by tho amount and quality of additional accommodation secured. There 
appears to be a good deal of available spaco at present occupied by the City Gaol ; and I 
ivoukl advise the Grand Juries to procure the opinions and proposals of competent 
Architects before taking any more active step in the matter. The expense incurred by the 
junction would not, I have boon informed, bo very great; and the Governor of the County 
Gaol has already effected considerable alterations by the labor of Prisoners, which if 
executed in the usual manner would have involved a much greater outlay. 

The Local Inspector of tho County Gaol also superintends these two City Prisons, and 
notwithstanding tho difficulties ho must have to encounter, pays ranch attention to their 
management and financial economy. The Annual Salaries to the Officers of the two City 
Prisons amount to £516. 

There were only 14 Prisoners on the day of my Inspection, and beyond the expression 
of my conviction of tho general inefficiency of this Prison, there is nothing else that calls 
for particular notice.

County of Wexford Gaol. 

. 1 inspected this Gaol on thcSth of December. It is in every respect one of the worst Gaols 
h* the country. The cells are confined, ill ventilated, and badly lighted. However, 1 need 

M2 
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not enter into any detail on this subject, as the question so long at issue concerning the build- 
ing of an addition to the Prison has been at length decided. Nearly all the prelimi nar j H 
have been arranged, and it now only remains for the Contractor to enter into the necessarv 
securities. The sum contracted for amounts to £8,200, and the addition is to accommi 
date 50 Prisoners on the Separate System. I think it is to be regretted that any part ^ 
the old Gaol should be allowed to form part of the improved plan. Wherever it is in C05 ! 
templation to build an addition to a Gaol, I think it would be desirable that the Contractors 
should engage to employ as many of the Prisoners as he might consider compatible with tie 
workmanlike and conscientious fulfilment of his contract. They might be employed ia 
carrying stones, in making mortar, & c. ; and I conceive that many Prisoners will be found 
in every Gaol whose time and labor could not be more profitably employed. 

The Prisoners in this Gaol, work, eat, and sleep together, and intermix so closely and 
indiscriminately, that it would be absurd to expect any steps towards the moral reform of j 
Prisoner to result from a confinement here. But this of course is chiefly to be attributed to 
the defective construction of the Gaol. The Female division of this Gaol is perhaps themon 
objectionable of all. I entered one Day-room into which about 30 women were crowded to- 
gether. It presented a motley group of filthy, ill-clad females. The smell was perfectly 
intolerable. Indeed I was informed that it is impossible on this account to stand near th® 
Cells when first opened in the morning. The cells can scarcely be said to be ventilated atalL 

As to the cleanliness of the Prison, I shall merely say that it had been lately white- 
washed. The Beds and Bedding were in good order. The Yards did not appeal* to me to 
he kept sufficiently clean. However, there were some repairs in progress at the time. 

Sufficient employment was afforded for the Prisoners at the period of my inspection. They 
were variously occupied in stone-breaking, shoe-making, net-makiDg, &c. &c. ; the womenat 
spinning and sewing. 

The dietary in this Gaol differs from that in most others. The Prisoners have brown 
bread and new milk for breakfast. The reason assigned for deviating from the usual break- 
fast diet is the want of kitchen accommodation. I consider the mode of issuing provisions 
in this Gaol very objectionable and negligent, and that it leaves much room for the practice 
of fraud. The provision book prescribed by Law was kept, but I consider in an unsatisfac- 
tory manner. There were no pass books. I was much surprised on being informed that no 
account was kept of the issue of coal allowances to Gaol Officers. I considered this a most 
culpable omission, and directed it to be remedied in future. 

The present Infirmary in this Prison is very objectionable, consisting of two or three con- 
fined apartments. The chimneys are very bad, affording scarcely any egress to the smoke, 
I understood that upon one occasion a patient was suffocated. It is a matter of much sur- 
prise that this Gaol has not been frequently visited with serious epidemic disorders. I 
respectfully suggest that the medical attendant should for the future keep an hospital journal, 
and that an hospital book, similar to that in use in the poor-houses, should be procured. 

The School Department is conducted by a schoolmaster, who is reported to apply himself 
very sedulously to his duties. Much improvement in this department in every Gaol is 
attainable by exertion on the part of the Board of Superintendence. It is much to he de- 
sired that the Board should adopt some recognised system of instruction, (the National, for 
instance, or that adopted by the Kildare-street Schools), and endeavour to have it carried 
into successful operation. The books, (I can scarcely call them elementary), in use in many 
Gaols, are the very worst that could be employed. I have made some remarks in my 
report on the Carlow County Gaol, on this subject, to which I beg leave to refer, as I con- 
ceive they are nearly all equally applicable here. 

I regret to have to state that I did not find the Officers of this Prison as efficient as I could 
wish. I observed throughout a want of business-like habits and regularity. This was very 
perceptible in the Turnkeys. One in particular appeared in a very filthy state, in a sort of 
shoemaker’s apron, and without a coat. The others were not regularly at their posts as I 
was inspecting the Gaol, and I found considerable difficulty in distinguishing them from the 
Prisoners. I interrogated some of the latter, who could give no satisfactory reason for 
their absence from their classes and employment. The discipline in this Prison, (even where 
unascribable to defects of accommodation), is most reprehcnsibly defective. For this, of 
course, the Governor must be considered responsible. I do very much regret having to 
make this statement, especially as I understand he is an old officer. I confess that I formed 
some opinions of his unfitness for his trust, which were confirmed afterwards by a compW 
that I observed in the minute book of the Board, preferred by a highly efficient member of 
that body against him. I also found it my disagreeable duty to have Mr. Gladwin called 
before the Board, to express my disapproval of his conduct, and to inform him that should a 
repetition of these complaints bo necessary, I would immediately report him to Government 

I would respectfully suggest to the Board of Superintendence, that they should have venti- 
lation holes immediately made in the upper and lower part of the cell doors. I would like- 
wise advise that the Prisoners should have their meals in their cells ; that the Turnkeys 
should impose silence, and secure as effectual a separation of the Prisoners as the confined 
nature of the Day-rooms and Yards will admit of. Should these measures he adopted, I » 
surp they will tend considerably to a correction of the present evils. The Turnkeys should 
be immediately provided with Prison liveries ; a Gaol uniform should he supplied to every 
Prisoner immediately on conviction ; these Gaol dresses might be made by the Prisoners 
themselves, or procured out of the profits of their labor. There is nothing more essential 
to a perfect Gaol discipline than a Prison uniform. 
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I must again express my general disapprobation of the state of this Prison ; but of course 
many of the evils complained of will be done away with when the proposed alterations are 
carried into effect. 

Enniscorthy Bridewell. 

I visited this Bridewell on the 7th of December. I found it very clean, but the walls 
appeared damp, owing, I believe, to the roof being out of repair. Although at Sessions’ 
time there are often thirty or forty Prisoners in confinement here, there are only two sleep- 
ing rooms, two day rooms, and one room for drunkards. There were but three bedsteads, 
and four sets of bedclothes. These wero in good order, and very clean. 

The dietary consists of bread and milk, and costs 6 d. per diem. 

The books were regularly kept. 

There is no chaplain or medical attendant regularly attached to this Bridewell. 

Ross Bridewell. 

I found this Bridewell in very good order. It appeared to be kept very cleanly. The Ross, 
books and registries I examined, and considered correct. The bed tickings were bad, but 
the keeper stated he was to have new ones immediately.

County of Wicklow Gaol. 

I visited this Gaol on the 21st of October. The Governor was unavoidably absent County Wicklow 
attending Sessions at Arklow. _ _ Gao1 - 

It is an exceedingly old and inconvenient Gaol, at present quite unavailable for a proper Accommodation, 
system of Classification ; separation is here out of the question. But a new addition which 
is at present being built will obviate these evils. It is to contain 46 Cells, each 13 feet by 
7, exclusive of Day-rooms, &c. ; the plan appears to me an excellent one, and when completed 
the Separate System can be carried into full operation. The Architect calculates on having 
it finished by next March, after which period I am sure we shall have to report a very 
great improvement in the Gaol discipline of this County. 

The speedy approach of this desideratum will render it unnecessary for me to animadvert 
on subjects upon which I might otherwise have entered into detail. 

The Gaol was cleanly when I inspected. The bedding clean and in good order. _ The 
daily average of Prisoners at present, of course, far exceeds the number cf Cells, which are 
confined, ill-lighted, and insufficiently ventilated. 

The Prisoners were chiefly employed in making nets, and shoes, and on the Tread-wheel. Employment of 
I regretted to see so large a proportion (13) employed at the latter, instead of being Prisoners, 
engaged in the acquirement of some useful or profitable occupation. 

The state of School Instruction I found very deficient in this Prison. 

The Prisoners were supplied with Prison -dresses, which I considered neither sufficiently 
clean nor uniform. A Gaol uniform should have some peculiar and distinctive character, 
which, not to speak of other advantages, would confer a degree of security against escapes. 

I inspected the Books and found them accurately kept. The Office Department of this Account Books. 
Gaol appears to be very well conducted, and the Reports which I required from the Local 
Inspector were made to me with considerable perspicuity and accuracy. 

I received a very minute Report from the Medical Attendant Mr. Hamilton. It is 
exceedingly creditable to him. For the year ending November, 1842, 596 cases have 
been treated, with only three deaths : one from old age, and one having entered the Gaol 
in a dying state. _ . . 

The Chaplains attend very sedulously to their duties, and to the issue of I rovisions. 

The accommodation in the Female portion of the Gaol is very confined. The Female 
Prisoners were occupied in spinning and sewing. . 

I would suggest to the Board of Superintendence the propriety of procuring Prison 
Liveries for the Turnkeys. The School System in this Gaol being very deficient, then- 
attention could not be better bestowed than in its improvement. The Prisoners working 
at Trades appeared to enjoy complete opportunities of conversing and associating together. 

The Turnkeys should secure a better separation, and should maintain a stricter silence 
than appeared to exist on the day of my Inspection. _ , 

Since the first of January, 202 Prisoners had been instructed in useful trades and other 
profitable employments, and a net Profit of £71 14s. appeared on Goods sold or consumed 
m the Gaol, after deducting the one-third allowance to the Prisoners. 

I was accompanied on my Inspection by Dr. Nolan, the Local Inspector, a most zealous Local Inspector, 
and intelligent Officer ; and the best results are to be expected when, on the completion of 
the new building, his exertions can be employed in a more favorable field. 



Baltinglass District BrideiceU. 

I visited this Prison on the 12th of November, and was accompanied by Captain 
Derinzy, who performs gratuitously the duties of Local Inspector. 

This building forms in fact the under part of the Court House. The Cells are damp 
and ill-ventilated, and the Hospital accommodation wretched . in the extreme. A three 
months’ confinement is the longest imprisonment inflicted .at this Bridewell,, and there are 
no Debtors received. This latter is complained of, at times, as a hardship to Creditors 
who are occasionally put to the expense of a removal to Wicklow Gaol. 



Baltinglass Bride- 
well. 
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I found three hoys here who had boon committed for 14 days, they were literal] v ' 
rags ; associated in the Day-room, and eating a good breakfast of white bread and no 
milk ; in fact in a state of comparative comfort to that in which, I suppose, they general!* 
spent their lives. There was neither employment nor instruction ; neither sound nenJ 
discipline, nor moral reform. I suggested the propriety of having them confined ' 
separate Cells, allowing 2 hours for air and exercise daily; likewise of having the Govern 111 
to provide them with some employment, or the Turnkeys being directed tcTinstruct thcni 

The daily cost of rations per diem for 2 Prisoners is 9%cl. 

There arc no Chaplains appointed to this Bridewell ; "and I regret to say that Divine 
Service is never performed here, nor is any religious instruction given. This is an abuse 
which calls for immediate correction. 

There is much room for improvement in the condition of this Bridewell. The accora 
modal ion is generally adequate to tho avorage number of Prisoners except at Sessions- 
and it is really very reprehensible that no attempt at employment of tho Prisoners has 
been made. The Board of Superintendence should make an order for the supply of 
Prison drcscs; and the Govornor should bo directed to effect their manufacture in the 
Gaol by the Prisoners. Thus a desideratum would be supplied, and a useful impetus given 
to a future system of economy. °

DISTRICT LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Six of these Institutions (exclusive of tho Cork, Kilkenny, and Wexford Asylums ) bavins 
fallen within my circuit of inspection last year, a detailed report of each will be found belJ 
under its respective head. 

I have found the accommodation in all to be quite insufficient to meet the urgent and 
numerous applications for admission. An extensive addition to each will be necessary before 
they can be considered at all adequate to the reception of the cases for which they were 
designed. _ At Clonmel, indeed, there are new buildings in progress, which must add much 
to the efficiency and usefulness of the Institution ; but still I cannot say that I consider they 
wiH afford the requisite amount of room. The enlargement is only calculated to acconrao- 
date 30 Patients, or 4.0 it crowded; hut taking tlio accommodation at the mean or 35 it 
will yet appear from my Report that there were 27 applications for admission. Now’, if 
to these be added the cases which at present have to be retained in the Gaols and Bridewells 
oi tUo County, together with any eases that may be as yet unrecorded, it will certainly 
appear that it the exigencies of the district were to have been fully provided for, a const 
derail ly larger amount of accommodation should have been provided

Ballinasloe District Asylum. South District. 

This Asylum Is unfortunately constructed on a very low site, so that considerable damp- distri^Tlonatic 
ncss is occasioned by the overflowing of the River. This was quite observable at the Asxmxm. 
period of my visit, in some of the Colls and Corridors. I would recommend the erection Ballinasloe. 
of well-constructed stoves, and tho consumption of sea coal. fuel instead of the turf at 
present used, which is quito insufficient for adequately warming the Institution. A plan 
similar to that adopted in the Clonmel Asylum might bo followed here with advantage, of 
bavins flues of adequate dimensions to traverse the different corridors and apartments. 

Turf °docs not possess the power of diffusing the requisite degree of warmth ; and another 
disadvantage arising from its use, is, that the almost constant attention of a servant has 
necessarily 0 to be devoted to the supply of the fires. 

The ventilation of this Institution is defective, and the construction of the windows 
should on this account, as well as for the sako of greater security, undergo alteration. 

Plans have been proposod for this purpose ; and L think it would be advisable to adopt 
that submitted by the Manager, as being very economical, and well adapted to effect the 
improvements that are necessary. 

I havo to report that I found this Asylum in a clean and orderly condition, and that it 
was, to every appearance, well and systematically conducted. 

The accommodation is quito insufficient for the exigencies of tho district. The Asylum 
was originally calculated for tho reception of 152 Patients. An enlargement was subse- 
quent /effected for the accommodation of 36 more, making only 188 altogether, whilst, on 
the 31st of December, there were no loss than 281 Patients under treatment, and there 
were at the period of my Inspection, urgent demands for the admission of moro cases from 
all parts of the Province. It is remarkable, that more Idiots and harmless Lunatics 
have latterly been received from tho Gaols of this District than on former occasions, 
although the Workhouses have since been opened. 

There is a great defect in Ibis Asylum in the want of an Infirmary for acute medical and 
surgical diseases. Tho Physician, who possesses extensive experience, justly complains of 
it, and stales, that in so crowded an Establishment, he is often alarmed at the dread ot con- 
tagious disease occurring without sufficient accommodation to meet such an emergency. . 

The Manager pointed out to mo that in case of contagion, temporary arrangements might 
be made to meet that casualty. But this, after all, is not sufficient. In such an Institution, 
where so many human beings arc confined, there should bo ample definite room and 
accommodation afforded to meet every casualty that is likely to occur. . 

Tho total number treated during the year 1842 has amounted to 363 ; 262 having 
remained in tho Asylum on the 1st of January, and 1 01 having beenadmittod during tho year.

As it appears that out of 281 Patients 110 were unemployed, (exclusive of Idiots n 
Epileptics,) I must say that I consider this too large a proportion ; and indeed, I think ^ 
of the chief radical defects observable in our Lunatic Asylums consists in the absenc^f 
sufficient useful employment, and amusing occupations for their inmates. 01 

No proper system of classification can be adopted here, chiefly from original defects 1 
the structure and arrangement of the building. A uniform and regular system of ru ) Itt 
for the general management of this Asylum, and defining the respective duties of th 
several Officers and Servants in this, as well as other similar Institutions, is much to hi 
desired. 06

Carlow District Asylum. 

This Institution was opened in 1832, for the reception of the Insane poor of the Counties 
of Carlow, Kildare, Kilkenny, and Wexford, and calculated originally to accommodate 104- 
Patients, has since undergone alterations to meet increasing demands for admission and on 
the 31st of December last there were 169 Lunatics in confinement. The Asylum stand* 
in a healthy situation, with about 15 acres attached, partly laid out with handsome 
ornamental plantations. Some of tbe ground is under tillage, and there is a warden w b;„k 
supplies vegetables to the Institution. n 

Oat of 209 Patients that have been under treatment during the year 1842, 24 were 
discharged recovered ; 9 were relieved and taken by their friends ; 7 died ; and of the 169 
remaining in the Asylum at the conclusion of the year, the Mowing is the classification:

The office of Manager has been conferred on Mr. Parsons, husband to the Matron of 
the Institution, and I think the best results may be expected from his appointment, for 
which he possessed the highest recommendations.

Clonmel District Asylum. 

This Asylum, when originally opened in 1834, for the Pauper Lunatics of the County 
Tipperary, was. only calculated for the accommodation of 60 Patients ; but at the period of 
my first Inspection, thore were over 1 00 under treatment. To meet the increasing demands 
for admission, an enlargement of the Institution was determined on, and is at present rapidly 
approaching completion, when an additional accommodation for about 35 Patients will be at 
the disposal of the Governors. There are at present 2T applications for admission. 

Au Infirmary constructed on the most approved principles, forms part of the additional 
buildings in progress ; and when brought into operation, I have no doubt but that it will 
increase considerably the efficiency of the Institution. 

On the 31st of December, there were 101 Patients in the Asylum, classified as follows :

The various Departments of the Asylum were kept in a clean and orderly manner. The 
Manager has established a commendable system of economy in the financial affairs of the 
Institution, and the annual cost per Patient, has been reduced £3 13s. since bis appoint- 
ment. The daily cost per head per day for diet is id. 

I regret to state, that a proper understanding does not appear to exist between the 
Manager and Matron of this Establishment ; and. I think the Board of Governors should 
strongly impress on the mind of the latter the necessity of mutual co-operation to secure the 
efficiency of the Asylum. 

A Bail -court has been erected in each of the Yards, which affords a rational source of 
recreation to such of the Patients as are capable of partaking in the exercise it affords. 

There are 1 1 Acres of Ground attached to the Asylum, devoted to Tillage, Gardening, 
and Plantations ; and out of 103 Patients, 53 (30 Male and 23 Female,) were employed at 
useful work, Agriculture, &c. The net produce from this branch for the year, has amounted 
to £47 2s. 0 \d. 

I am sure a vast addition will he made to the usefulness of this Asylum when the new 
buildings are occupied ; and I think the exertions of the Manager, who has, within the short 
period of his holding the office, already effected some substantial improvements, will lead to 
still further amelioration in the economy of the Institution.

Limerick District Asylum. 

There were 349 Patients in this Asylum (which is the most extensive in Ireland) on 
ffie day of my Inspection. Of these 127 were considered curable, 186 incurable; 14 were 
Idiots, and 22 epileptic. There were only 2 Patients under restraint in. the whole 
Institution. 

The Asylum was originally calculated to accommodate 298 Inmates ; but internal 
arrangements were subsequently made for the additional reception of 50. There are 
numerous applications for a dmis sion, which cannot be complied with from want of room ; and 
me number of incurable cases, (in which there is no prospect of decrease, unless by death,) 
being so great, the doors of the Asylum are unfortunately closed against many recent and 
probably curable cases. 

Of 348 Patients remaining in the Institution on the 1st of January, 1842, 66 have been 
discharged cured or relieved, and one case was removed as incurable. 

There are nearly 12 Acres of ground attached to the Asylum, which are applied in the 
manner to purposes of Agriculture and Gardening.. On the day I visited there were 
109 Patients usefully employed at various trades, and 66 engaged in different other occupa- 
Jons; whilst 174 remained unoccupied, chiefly from inability. The outlay for the year on 
hnd amounts to £89 9s. 8 d., whilst the income returned is £330 3s. Bd. 

Ihe average cost of each Patient for the year, has been £13 16s. 2d., and the daily 
ex P®° se for Diet 4-| d. The total expenses of the Asylum for 1842, amount to £4,860 15s. Id. 

■Ihe Clothing of the Patients is manufactured in the Institution, and a good deal of 
saving appears to be effected in this respect. 

ihere were only 4 Patients under immediate medical treatment during my Inspection.

Maryborough District Asylum. 

This Institution, for admirable management, and judicious treatment of the Insane, ranis 
amongst the very foremost of such Establishments in this Country. After a minate 
Inspection, I was quite satisfied of its efficiency in every Department. The Members cf 
the Board attend very regularly, and take a laudable interest in the management of fe 
Institution. The rules and regulations adopted here, constitute the best code that Unit 
found in any of our Lunatic Asylums ; and this is the only Institution of the kind in which 
the Medical Attendant is established in his proper position, as director, not only of the 
physical, but also of the moral treatment of the Patients. 

On the day of my Inspection, there wero 167 Patients in the Asylum. They were 
classified as follows :

The health of the Asylum has been _ generally good 
during the last year.

There are 22 acres of land attached to this Asylum, for tillage and gardening ; and 
there tvere 130 Patients (C5 Males, and 65 Females) employed at works and agriculture. 
The outlay for the year for these purposes, has been £ 135 4s. 5d. ; whilst the produced 
the same period, has amounted to £526 9s. 4 d. 

The total expenditure for the year charged on the District, is £2570 9s. 10 <7 ; the total 
cost for each Patient, £15 7s. 3 d. In the former sum is included the cost of laying in 
250 Barrels of Potatoes at the end of the year, besides the expense of painting the AsyW 
The Contracts for the present year are, I am informed, much under those for 1842. 

_ The want of an Infirmary in this Asylum for the treatment of acute or contagion: 
diseases, is very much to be regretted, and I would recommend that this evil should!* 
remedied, lest the character or usefulness of this most valuable Institution should be in atj 
way impaired by the deficiency. This improvement might be effected at an inconsiderate 
expense.

Waterford District Asylum. 

Waterford. I FOUND this Asylum, which I visited on the 1 2th of December, cleanly, and in eter* 

respect in excellent order. Much credit is due to the Manager for the general efficiency «• 
the Institution, with my Inspection of which I was quite gratified. 

There were 106 Patients in the Asylum on the 1st of January, 1842, and 50*® 
received during the year, making a total of 156 under treatment ; of these, 6 died, J. 
incurable, was removed by friends ; and 34 have been discharged recovered, leaving 
the Institution on the 31st of December. _ . 

The original .construction of the Building does not admit of so complete a classified 
as could be desired. Violent cases of Mania are confined in single Cells, in the lo ffff 
corridors ; convalescent and harmless cases occupy the upper. Patients of all classes ® 
confined in the Wards. 

There are over 14 acres of ground attached to the Asylum, which afford useful an 
recreative employment to many of the Patients. The Females are employed, at spinnwft 
sewing, washing, &c., and occasionally at out-door occupations, such as sowing potat 06 ^ 
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*nd weeding. The employments for the Males consist of net, matt, and shoe-making, Sodth District. 

painting building, breaking stones, and general agricultural occupations, attending cows, &c. 

^ AH the produce of labor is applied or consumed within the Asylum ; but the Manager DlST * ICT Lcj,ATic 
calculates, that had the articles manufactured, and the food produced, been purchased o°ut- w 8 ™ n18, 
side the Asylum, they would have involved an expense of over £334. ate or 1 

The daily expense a head of Diet, (Servants not being calculated in the average,) has 
been o\d. No reduction of expense consequent on the recent fall in the price of Provisions, 
has as yet resulted to the Asylum, as the Contracts were formed before that period. 

The” health of the Asylum has been unusually good during the past year, a fact which 
the Medical Attendant attributes to the increased employment afforded. The daily average 
under immediate medical treatment has been about 10, which must be considered rather 
bicrh when compared with the other Asylums, but, perhaps, to this very fact the timely and 
sufficient application of remedial vacasures, may be attributed the general good health of 
the Institution. Six deaths have occured during the year, 3 from Marasmus, 2 from 
Apoplexy, and 1 from Consumption. 

It is much to he desired that an Infirmary should be established in this Asylum for the 
treatment of acute and contagious diseases. 

I regret to have to state that misunderstandings have occurred between the Manager and 
Matron of the Asylum. The Board of Governors have investigated into the circumstances, 
and whilst they do not impute any definite blame to either party, they have pointed out 
the necessity of mutual co-operation for the future 1 in the discharge of their duties. It would 
be much to be deplored that the efficiency of this excellent Institution should be impaired 
from the Manager’s not being cordially supported by his subordinate Officers. 

The Manager of the Asylum is a most efficient Officer, and has proved himself highly 
qualified for the situation which he holds ; under his management the Expenditure has been 
reduced, whilst the number of Patients has increased ; ana the cost of each Patient for the 
last year, has been, by £5 2s. less than that fur 184 1 .

County and City of Cork Asylum. 

I cannot report that I consider this Institution very efficient, as its defects in accommo- County and City of 
dation and structure must form serious obstacles to the establishment of a successful Cork, 
treatment of the Insane. Whatever good results can be secured by the exertions of the 
very intelligent and zealous Officers by whom it is conducted, must, I am sure, ensue ; but 
parts of the Asylum are ill circumstanced for a sound treatment of Lunatic cases, being 
situated very low, and some parts being ill-ventilated and dreary. The various apartments, 
however, exhibited regularity and cleanliness. There is very little ground attached to the 
Asylum, and this of course is a great defect. 

There are at present in the Asylum 433 Patients, who may be classified as follows :

Of these, 159 are employed, principally in house duties, such as Cleaning, White-washing, 
in Laundry, &c. 12 are engaged at work in the Garden.

Conveniently or satisfactorily accommodate. The daily average of Patients for the last 
year has been 422.

The comparatively healthy state of the Asylum last year, is attributed by the Physician to 
the very strict attention paid to the diet and cleanliness of the Patients. No epidemic 
has lately prevailed in the Institution. The mortality has been in the proportion 
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of 1 in 13 of the numbers treated, 
diseases :

The Physician attends daily, and when required, and takes a deep and most laudable 
interest in the welfare of the Institution. The Apothecary attends when necessary, atf 
the Medicine is furnished by contract. 

The Asylum is supported by the Grand Juries of the County and City of Cork conjointly, 
without any assistance from Government, having been instituted before the enactment cf 
the Provincial Asylum Act. It has been frequently, recommended that it should be placed 
on the same footing as the District Asylums, and in this suggestion I fully concur, as I 
consider it most desirable for the advancement of science as well as the advantage of the 
community that these Institutions should all be conducted on one uniform and approved 
system. 

The Office Department of the Asylum is conducted in a very efficient manner, and the 
Books and Accounts are kept with much accuracy. 

Since the preceding was written, a correspondence has taken place between the Lord 
Chancellor, the senior Member of the County, and the Board of Governors, in consequence 
of representations which I made with regard to the over-crowded state of the Asylum, and 
the defects which existed in Classification and proper employment for the Patients. Steps 
will be taken for the rectification of these evils, from which measure much improvement 
may he calculated on in the general system of the Asylum.

Kilkenny Asylum. 

Kilkenny. This Asylum is supported by the City and County conjointly. 

I cannot speak too strongly in condemnation of this Institution. It would be quite 
impossible to maintain any proper sanatory system, or to apply any effective, mom or 
medical treatment in such a place. However, as a partial mitigation of the evil, I would 
suggest that a still farther portion of tho adjoining House of Correction should be appro- 
priated to the reception of the Curable Class in the Asylum. 

There were 49 Patients (25 Males and 24 Females) in the Establishment on my Inspec- 
tion; of these 21 are deemed curable, and 18 incurable; 2 are Idiots, and 8 epileptic. 
Butin a place of this description, the mild and the violent, the ferocious and the inoffensive, 
must be all indiscriminately mixed up together ; still, until a radical change can be effected 
in the system by the transmission of these unfortunate beings to the District Asylum, 1 
think a great deal of temporary amelioration might be looked for if the increased accommo- 
dation of which I have spoken were provided. 

I have refrained from animadverting on any details in connexion with this Institution, 
for where the system is so radically bad, its being allowed to exist can only he justified on 
the plea of its being a necessary evil.

Wexford Local Asylum. 

Wexford. . Before visiting this Asylum, I could have scarcely believed such an establishment existed 

in the country. If I were to go into any detail on this subject, it would occupy a voluminous 
report to adequately describe the dilapidated and ruinous condition of the building, the 
dungeon-like cells, or the squalor and nakedness of the inmates. 

This building was originally, it appears, the House of Industry. On the opening of the 
Poor-houses it was converted to its present use, and at present contains 14 Male and II 
Female Lunatics, for whom the daily cost per head is 6 d. The sum allowed for the support 
of this Asylum, I was informed by the Master, is only £100 per annum, whilst on the day 
of my Inspection there were 31 Lunatics in the Institution. 

I never witnessed a more deplorable aggregation of misery than when inspecting uds 
establishment. Whilst passing through one of the corridors, a wretched being rushed fro® 
one of the miserable cells in a state of frenzy. His only covering was a torn rug. bj 
would of course have committed some violence, but that he was confined by a chain round 
one of his legs, and attached to the wall of his dungeon. Having suggested a very different 
mode of treatment for this poor man, I was told, were there no other objections to his re- 
moval from that den, that he had no clothes, and there were no funds to procure him any. 

Haying known many instances of the reception of destitute Lunatics into the Poor-house!) 
I applied to the Board of Guardians, and recommended the admission of some of these 
Lunatics into the Workhouse ; hut they considered that they could not do so, as thekff 
not recognise such cases as admissible. It was suggested that a memorial on the subject 
this Asylum should be forwarded to His Excellency, applying also for an order in Conn 
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to orant funds for its adequate support. Its existence is certainly a most glaring evil, and South District. 
calls loudly for correction. — — 

Before closing this Report, I am happy in having it in my power to state, that in conse- D " AT1C 8TLD “ e ' 
quence of the strong representation which I felt it my duty to make respecting the wretched 
and neglected state of this Establishment, the Local Authorities have determined in breaking 
it up, and are about making the necessary arrangements for removing (on vacancies occurring) 
the violent and most urgent cases into the Carlow District Asylum, and of getting the 
harmless Lunatics and Idiots located amongst their respective Union Workhouses. In the 
meantime, the Local Fund in hands is to be applied in clothing and bettering the condition 
of the unfortunate inmates.

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GENERAL RULES for the Governsient of all the District Lunatic Asylums in 
Ireland, made, framed, and established by the Lord Lieutenant and Council of 
Ireland, March 27, 1843. 



Meetings of Governors. 

1. Two General Meetings of the Governors, five to constitute a Quorum, to be held at the 
Asylum in every year, the first on the second Wednesday in February, the second on the 
second Wednesday in July. The general statement of the Establishment, its Expenditure 
&c., required by Act of Parliament for the office of Imprest Accounts, shall be submitted bv 
the Manager to the Meeting, so as to be revised and authenticated thereat, and an Abstract 
of the Account, with such remarks as the Manager may deem necessary and the Board 
shall approve of, shall be signed by tho Chairman, and a sufficient number of copies printed 
for circulation, twenty-four to be forwarded to the Secretary of the Grand Jury for each 
County within the District, to be distributed to the Jury at the ensuing Assizes, and two to 
be forwarded to each Governor. 

2. The local Board (three forming a Quorum) are to hold their Meetings on the first 
Tuesday in every Month, for the discharge of the ordinary business of the Asylum; but 
the local Board of any Asylum may alter the day to some other fixed day, so as to meet 
tho convenience of the Board, and may meet afterwards on some fixed day, if it shall be so 
arranged by the Board, and every such Board shall see to the actual execution of their 
orders, and regularly inspect the Asylum and the Inmates, and keep a watchful eye over 
tho Accounts., 

3. Special Meetings are to be called for a particular day, upon a Requisition to that effect 
being handed to the Manager, signed by two or more Governors. 

Admission and Treatment of Patients. 

4. Idiots, as wcll_ as Lunatics properly so called, are to be admissible to every Asylum, 
and so also are Epileptic persons, where the fits produce imbecility of mind as well as of 
body. 

5. The printed form of admission, which is to be furnished at every Asylum, upon appli- 
cation to the Manager, is to be carefully filled up according to tho directions contained 
therem and returned (if by letter, post-paid) to the Manager, who shall forthwith deliver it 
to the Physician, in order that he may consider the case as represented, for the purpose of 
advising the Governors thereon at the next Meeting of the Board. 

6. Every Patient to be admitted upon a special direction by the Board, unless in cases of 
urgency, when the Physician may admit upon his own authority, stating on the face of bis 
order the grounds upon which lie acts. In every case a Bond for the removal of the Patient, 
when required by the Board, to bo signed by some responsible person, before the admission 
°l Jo Patient, unless the Board upon any ground, or the Physician in cases of urgency, 
shall dispense with the same, or postpone the time for the execution of such Bond. 

7. Each Patient should have one suit of Clothes, which will be returned on his or her 
removal from tho Asylum.

causes thereof, the number under Medical treatment, the visit and hour of visit of the 
respective Medical Officers, which latter is to be duly filled and signed by them. 

This daily return to be countersigned by the Manager, who shall he held responsible 
for its accuracy. . 

5. The Want Book, upon which, previous to each Monthly Meeting, all articles required 
for the use of the Asylum are to be entered for the approval and signature of the 
Chairman. 

6. The Minute Book, containing a faithful record of the proceedings of the Board. _ 

7. A General Order Book, in which all orders and regulations, which may be from time

Duties of Matron. 

32. The Matron is to watch over and report the conduct of the F emale Servants and 
Nurses. 

33. She is to take care that every part of the House is at all times clean and well venti- 
lated, and particularly attend to those Cells where sick or refractory Patients are confined. 

34. She is to pay tho strictest attention to the state of the Laundry Department, and 
take care that the Clothing, Bedding, and Linen of the Patients are at all times clean and 
in good state and repair ; and in case of any neglect on the part of Nurses or others, to 
report the same in the Daily Statement Book in the Office. 

35. She is to examine the Wards and Day-rooms of the Female Patients each day before 
Twelve o’clock, and carefully inspect each Patient. 

36. She is also to walk through the Female Galleries every night after the Patients have 
retired to bed, to see that they are carefully locked up and comfortably placed for the 
night, and that the Nurses and Servants are orderly and in their proper places. 

37. She is to exercise a general superintendence over tho Culinary Department of the 
Establishment, and to inspect the Female Patients at their Meals, to insure to them equality 
of distribution of the Food and all other comforts which the allowances of the Establishment 
may permit. 

38. She is to maintain constant intercourse with the Female Patients, devise judicious 
occupations for them, and in every way endeavour to promote their comfort and recovery. 

39. She is take charge of, and be accountable to the Manager for all Female Clothing, 
Bedding, &c. &c., and report, as often as necessary, their condition. All cast or condemned 
Articles to be kept till disposed of by order of the Board.

54. The Apothecary’s shop in the Asylum to be kept properly supplied with drugs, and 
to be always well arranged and perfectly clean and in good order, and the key to be left 
during the absence of the Apothecary in the care of the Manager, who shall not allow any 
other person than the Medical Attendants and the Governors to have access thereto. 

55. The Apothecary never to attend later than Two o’clock in the day unless required ; 
and all Medicines to be compounded at the Asylum and not elsewhere, without an actual 
necessity or a special order from the Physician. 

56. fie shall be accountable for all Medicines and Instruments placed in his charge. 

57. He is twice in each year to furnish a Return to the Manager of the quantity and 
value of all Medicines under his charge, and when any articles are required he is to leave a 
list with the Manager for the signature of the Physician and the Chairman of the Board. 

Duties of Clerk and Store-Keeper. 

58. He is, under the control of the Board and direction of the Manager, to have charge Duties of Clerk and 
of the Stores of the Institution, and to receive the same and be accountable for the quantity Store-Keeper, 
and quality, so as to show the issues of every sort, ordinary as well as extras, and to check 

the issues and consumption with each other. 

59. He is to attend at such hours as the Board shall direct for the issue of Stores, of 
which he is to keep accurate entries ; and the hours are to be so fixed that ample time may 
be allowed for the cooking and preparation of the various. Meals. 

60. He is, as far as possible, to see that no misapplication of food or other articles occurs 
after having been issued from the Stores, and is from time to time to observe the Patients 
at their Meals, and judge whether they have received their regular allowances.. 

61. He is to attend in the office as may be directed by the Board, and assist in making 

out the Accounts and copying such Documents as may be necessary. _ 

62. He is to reside at the Asylum, unless the Board shall otherwise permit, in which 
case they shall enter in the Minute Book the permission, and the grounds particularly upon 
which it is granted: and if by reason of such permission the inmates or the interests of the 
Asylum shall suffer, the permission shall be revoked. 

63. He is to keep an account of the Clothing, exhibiting in a clear manner the quantities 

from time to time received, the articles delivered out, together with the divisions in which 
such articles have been supplied, and on no account to issue any articles from Store m lieu of 
any other article of the same kind unless the old one or the remnant thereof be returned in 
exchange or satisfactorily accounted for. . 

64. He is to keep an account of the Receipts and Issues of Coals, Candles, Soap, &c. &c., 
also an Inventory of the Furniture, Beds, Bedding, House Linen, &c. &c. 

65. He is, next to the Manager, to exercise a superintendence over the Keepers, Nurses, 
and Servants, who are to look up to him as a Superior, he is to report to the Manager any 
breach of discipline which he may observe, and is to consider himself an Officer of trust who 
is expected to advance the interests of the Institution by all means in his power. 

Servants. 

66. As the Manager is responsible for the character, conduct, and qualifications of all the Servants. 
Servants of the Asylum, he is to have the appointment of them, subject to the approval of 

the Board. . 

67. The Servants of the Asylum are at all times to conduct themselves with regularity 
and decorum, and observe in them persons neatness and strict cleanliness. 

68. They are never to use any harsh or intemperate language to Patients, but should, by 

steadiness, kindness, and gentleness, contribute to that system of moral government upon 
"which the value of the Asylum depends. _ 

69. They are on no account to receive any perquisites, either in money or value, irom 
Patients, or from the friends of Patients admitted to the Asylum ; any infraction of this 
Rule is to be followed by immediate dismissal.
